OTTAWA, March 1,—On Sir John Thompson

He adgiltted that the 
condition of the American farmer was 
little, if any, better than that of the Cana-) 
dian former, but laid the blame for both on” 
the policy of protection adopted by both 
countrios. 

When the Natioval Policy was introduced 
it was represented to the farmers that they 
would get better prices on account of the 
larger fome market, but he claimed that 
these promises bad been a delusion, and in- 
stead of a home market and Government 
prices they bad a restricted market at lower 
prices, while the taxation had been iucreased 
oo every article he used, 

He admitted that some new industries bad 
been added by the National Policy, but held 
that manufacturers generally had not been 
benefited and would bave | een ins more 
healthy condition without the National 
Policy. He dealt with the duties on pig iron, 
which were imposed for the purpose of de- 
veloping the irov trade, but whioh had 
proved a failure and had hampered the iron 
trade so that pumerous petitions baa boeu 
presented for the repeal of the duty on pig 
iron. 

Taxation, he claimed, was an evil which 
could never produce prosperity. He stated 
that the policy of the Liberal party wasa 
revenue tariff—to take no more from tho 


people than was actuall needed for 
purposes of government. He claimed that 
the, American people by the result cf 


the last elections had decided for free trade, 
and that although the tariff would continuo 
jt would be sochanged as to make it for 
revenue and not for protection, 

He denounced the Canadian tariff as a 
fraud, and said the Minister of Finance 
would never reform the tariff, because he 
would neverdare to eliminate protection, 
The McKinley bill was the last spasmodic 
éffort of protection, and the American 
people had pronounced against it, and it 
would be repealed at the next session of Con- 
gress. 

Turning to the question of reciprocity, be 
quoted froma speech of Governor Camp- 
bell of Obio, to show that the Democratic 
party was disposed towards reciprocity with 
Janada. 

If we had acommerocial treaty with the 
United States, restricted or uorestricted, the 
political position of the two peoples must 
remain the same,and there would be no 
danger of annexation. 

He quoted from Mr. Blake's West Durham 
letter the statement that uvrestricted reol- 
procity would lead to anvexation, and en- 
desvored to show that Mr. Blake did nob 
exactly mean what be said. With regard to 
discrimination against Great Britain, he 
claimed that Great Britain bad practically 
admitted that there may be discrimination 
against ber, aod quoted from the negotiations 
of Hon. George Brown in 1875 in support of 
this contention, In 1854 England consented 
to our discriminating against nations with 
which she had treaty, and in 1874 she con- 
souted to our discriminating against ber own 
manufactures, for although the Brown treaty 
was never signed it was consented to by 
Great Britain. 

Hop, Mr, Foster, in rising to. reply, was 
greeted with hearty applause. Hoe said it was 
almost necessary to apologize for speaking 
again after a long WV days’ debate, but it 
was necessary toanswer a few argumenta 
The leader of the Opposition had been golug 
about the country crying for free trade, but 

to-night he bad talked small, and all bis free 
trade was confined to one country, and for 
the anke of unrestricted reciprocity be was 
willing to build a Chivese wall against Great 
Britain and all other couutries. 

The cause of emigration of population 
was either land bunger or labor bunger, The 
former took people to the plaios of the wast 
noes the latter drew population to the 
cor tres of jndustry where work can be had. 
Pe ople went west because they wauted land 
and they went south because thoy wanted 
work. If bad more factories there 
would be more work,

CHIGAGO'S HORROR. 
Eight Persons Lostautly Killed By a Fall- 
ing Wall, 


By the falling of the 
drygoods store at 
at 1,30 


Curcaco, March 1 
walls of John Yorkes 
Halsted and Nineteenth streets, 
o'clock yesterday morning, seven (and 
haps eight) persona. were instantly ki lod 
and four others seriously injured, 

The wall wasshaken by the high wind 
last night, but wo danger was apprehended 
votil atter midnight, when the cracking 
was heard by some persons on tho stroot, 
but no alarm was given. When tho fall 
came the frame buildings adjoining wore 
crushed and covered by debris and those 
within had no chance to escape. 

The crash aroused everyone in the block, 
and as the ruins took fire at once an alarm 
was turned inand ten engine companies 
began the work of attempted rescue. The 
ruins were crushed into the basement and 
now lie even with the sidewalk. 

Tt is impossible to get upon the debris to 
atvempt the work of rescue, and the fire- 
mien are compelled to throw water on tho 
smoking ruins, knowing that their work 
might be ending the life of some unfortunate 
lying half dead in the wreckage. 

In thé building No. 763 was the family 
of John Kunzo, who kepta jewelry store 
on the grouud floor, The family consisted 
of the futher, mother and son Frank, who 
was associated with his father in the store, 
The weight of the wall, which came down 
with the velocity of a shot, demolished the 
little frame structure, and they died in 
their beds without a sign. Their bodies 
are still in the wreckage. 

The building No. 761 was ocoupied on the 
ground floor by the saloon of John Smith; 
with his family he occupied the second 
story. In this structure, which received 
the weight of the top of the wall, the great- 
est loss of life occurred. The family coh-. 
sisted of John Smith and his wife and thelr 
childron—Dolly, aged 12 years; Faith, aged 
10 years, aud Hattie, 4 years; the servant 
Pauline and the bartender, George. All 
were crushed when the building became a 
mass of splinters, brick and mortar. 

The fire which broke out from an over- 
turned stove as soon as the wreck occurred, 
showed through the ruins in tongues of 
flame and masses of smoke, betraying the 
destruction beneath. After the fire was 
under control the work of rescue began. 

The firat person taken out was Frank 
Kunze, the 21-year-old son of tho jeweler. 
He was pinned down by a heavy door that 
had fallenacross him. He was taken to a 
liquor store near by and cared for, Mra. 
Smith was the next rescued. She will die. 
Noarly thirty feet from where Kupzo was 
found the police heard groans and the 
debris was rapidly cleared away. Ine 
bent position Mrs, Smith was lying beneath 
asection of the wall that was still held 
together by the mortar. This made it all 
the more difficult to extricate her, and it 
was 16 minutes before she was lifted out, 
She had Ispsed into unconsciousness, and 
was carried into the drug store at No, 747 
South Halsted-streot ina dying condition, 
Her skull was crushed and her right arm 
broken, 

Yerkes’ ostablishment was burned out 
the morning of Jan, 11, entailing a loss of 
$285,000, axing the conflagration the 
three-story brick adjoining, owned by 
Mrs. C. R. Lott, was partly demolish- 
ed by the falling of brick, mortar and 
atone from the south wall of the Yorkes 
building.

DEATH OF CAPT. PORTE. 


Trenton Loses an Honored Citizen—A Well 
Koown Mariner at Rest. 

After months of suffering, Oapt. Jona- 
than A. Porte, of Trenton, died this morn- 
Ing ab 7o’clock. By his death, our nelgh- 
boring town loses a highly respected citizen, 
and bis familiar form will be missed in this 
city and upon the bay, upon which he bas 
nailed for a number of years, The captain 
was very genial and had all the requisites 
for making passengers feel ab home and 
safe while under his care. He was 
bern In the Oounty of Wexford, Ireland, 
on the 26th of Febraary, 1841. His father 
was a native of King’s county,and occupled 
the position of head constable; and his 
mother, whose maiden name was Sparrow, 
was descended from an old military family, 
On both sides {t will be seen, our sabjecb 
comes of military stock, Oapt.Porbe came 
to Oanada in 1853 and settled in Ploton, 
Bay of Quinte. He was educated at P. E, 
County High School, and at the Grammar 
School, Belleville, and left school in 1859, 
He subsequently spent a few years in the 
United States as a clerk in a mercantile 
firm. In 1864 he ran a small steamer, the 
John Greenway, and continued to do so for 
six years, when she was burnt. He then 
bullb the Norfolk, bub after running one 
season, he sold her. A few years later he 
bullt the steamer Utica, which he salled 
upon the lake and bay for a number of 
years. In the years 1879 80 he built, along 
with another gentleman, the Mary Ethel, 
and In the winter of 1889 he built the Var- 
una, which vessel he controlled until his 
death, About the year 1882 the Mary 
Ethel was sold to the Trenton and Bay of 
Quinte Navigation Oompany, of which 
Captain Porte was a large shareholder. 
Ho was for some time President of the Bay 
of Quinte Navigation Company, aod was a 
member of the firs» Oouncil after the Inoor- 
poration of Trenton as atown. For years 
he was a member of the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen. In religion he was a 
Methodist, and in polltlos a Oonservative. 
He was married in 1868 to Miss Garrett, 
whose family were residents of Prince Ed- 
ward Oounty. By this anion one child—a 
daughter-—was born. The widow and the 
daughter will have the sincere sympathy 
of a host of {rlpnds ju this thelr hour of se- 
vore trial,

After last night's storm to-day's proceed- 
ings have been very mild and quiet, and’a 
good deal of private business has been got 
through with, 

Mr, Weldon moved the House into com- 
mittee on bis bill to disfranchise electors who 
have taken bribes. 

Mr. Davies objected to the bill because it 
punished the poor devil who teok a dollar 
for his vote but let off the man who bribed 
him. 

Sir Jobn ‘lhompson approved the prin- 
ciple of the bill, which he considered good. 

Mr. Jeannette made quite an amusing 
spesoh in Freuch in which he ridicnled the 
idea of not buying votes. Everybody did 
it, be said; be haddone it himself, [Laugh- 
ter.) In cunclusion be moved that the com- 
mittee rise, which motion onacount was 
carried 83 for to 30 against, which has the 
effect of killing the bill for this session un- 
Jess the House should consent to have it re- 
stored to the order paper from which it was 
so unceremoniously,dropped. 

The debate on Mr, Mulock's motion to put 
binder twine on the free list was resumed, 
and after several members had spoken, a 
divimon was had and the motion lost, 51 for 
to 91 against, Mr, McCarthy was.the-only 
Conservative voting for the motion. 

A division was then had on Mr, Pope's 
motion to place corn on the: free list, which 
was lost 50 for, 90 against. Mersrs. Mo- 
Carthy, Popo, Temple (York, N.B.), and 
White (Shelburne), voted for the motion,and 
Messrs. Colter and MacGregor (Liberals) 
against it. 

A great deal of amusement was caused b 
Mr. Temple accomplishing the .extraordi- 
nary feat of voting no less than four times 
before he got bis vote recorded the way he 
wanted it When the speaker called for 
those in favor of the amendment to vote, 
the assistant clerk turned to the Government 
side, as usual, and Mersrs, McCarthy, Pope, 
Temple and White voted yeo. When the 
Speaker called for those opposed to the 
motion to vote the assistant clerk again 
turned to the Conservative side of the House 
and Sir John Thompson and other Conserva- 
tives voted. Wheu itcame to Mr. Temple's 
turn be unthinkingly nodded his bead and 
was at once recorded as voting ngainst the 
amendment, amid a very audible smile from 
a few in bis neighborhood, who saw his mis- 
take, although he maintained that he had 
not voted the second time. When the vote 
was stated by the Clerk of the House as being 
50 for to 91 against he also called the 
Speaker's attention to something on the di- 
vision list, and Mr. Speaker anncunced that 
the member for York, N.B,, bad voted both 
for and against the motion. 

This caused great amusement which rather 
flurried Mr. Temple, who rose in bis placo, 
and when Mr. Speaker asked, ‘Does the 
bon. gentleman vote for or against the 
motion! answored amid a perfect storm of 
laughter: “I vote against it.” Warned by 
the continued laughter that he had made aur 
other mistake, he remained standing until 
the Speaker again asked how he wished his 
vote recorded, and he answered that ho wished 
to vote for the motion, thus voting in favor of 
free coro os be wished to do, and also accom- 
plishing what is believed to be the unpre- 
cedented feat in the history of the Dominion 
Parliament of voting twice each way on the 
same question, 

The house bas not had so much fun in a de- 
cade, aud poor Mr. Temple was so covered 
with confusion that when the House adjourn- 
edafew minutes Jater he was \foroed by 
some of his friends to accompany them to 
the restaurant and “‘set ’em up for the boys." 

In reply to Col. Denison, Hon. Mr. Patter- 
son said thata potition had been :eceived 
from the Canadian Institute of Toronto 
praying that steps be taken to preserve the 
old French stobe magazine in Fort George, 
said to be of La Salle’s time, aud that it was 
the intention of the Government to repair 
the magazino. 

Hon.” Mr. Foster stated in reply to Mr. 
Guillet that there was 73¢ per cent. of alloy 
in CanadiaWsilver coinage and 10 per cent. 
in theo American silver coinage. The Goy- 
ernment was not aware that it was proposed 
to largely increase the coinage of Auiericap 
ailver. 

Sir John Thompson said in reply to Mr, 
MoKay that the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce was considering the question of bring- 
ing into operation the Labor Bureau.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Provinolal Legislators for Hygienic 
Measures in Bession,) 


Toronto, March £%.—The quarterly meet- 
ing of the Provincial Board of Houlth was held 
yesterday. Dr. Cassidy, the president, was fo 
the cbair, The other members present were 
Drs, McDonald, Vaux, Rae and Secretary 
Bryce. 

A ood deal of routine bustness was transacted 
The report of the Commictes of the Ontario 
Medical Association on ¥ital statistics was re- 
ceived, Amongst correspondence were sugges- 
tons as to the amendment of tha, acts on regis 
tration and the public health, A committee was 
Appointed to consider the suggested amendments 
to these acts. Reports as te outbreaks of disease 
in various portions of the province were received, 

This was an elaborate document, It stated 
that the inost strikiog fact in the sovitary world 
is the deep-seated and universal drea:l of cholera, 
both in Europe and America. Fortunately the 
people are willing to follow their sanitary ad- 
visors to the fullest extent. In Canada the 
Federal Government had taken a forward step 
by assembling at Ottawa a conference of heads 
of provincial departments and sanitary experts 
in order to consider the relations between Do- 
minion and provincial sanitation and to recom- 
mend any necessary improvements in the 
quarantine of Canadian maritime and inland 
porta. 

Dr. Cassidy then gave his report of the Ottawa 
conference, the proceedings at which have al- 
ready been published. 

The chairman continued: The Federal Govern- 
ment has already intimated what” course It io- 
tends to pursue with regard to the recommenda 





tions of the conference. Thera is good 
reason to hope that nearly all of 
tbem will be carried into  effeet. A 


special meeting of the Provincial Board was bold 
in September last in reference to cholera, Its 
recommendations were passed by order-in- 
council, Various amendments to these were 
bow suggested. Tie committee on publication 
has revised the pamphlets on contagious and in- 
fectious diseases and the disposal of sewage. 
Afler referring to this the chairman referred to 
Toronto's water supply. 

He said: “We canpot but look with positive 
dread at the condition of the city’s water sapply. 
Viewed in thé light of the evedimic at Hamburg 
lowe summer One would almost say that the 
manicipal authorities are trifiug with the grave 
danger aot their gates, instead of taking those 
well-known and efficient precautious by which ap 
inferior may be converted into a first-class water, 
The condition of thy people of Toronto during 
this winter in (he matter of water supply has 
been positiv, ly pitiable, One does not require to 
be fasti lious to object to drinking boiled sewaye, 
and yot that is really the best water to be obtain 
ed in this city at present” 

The cliairinan referred to its injurious effects 
in diarrhoea aod typhoid fever. He sald even if 
the pipe extending across Toronto Bay were 


made water-tight there was ho guaran 
tee that it could be kept so, “ond 
the Toronto water supply would  there- 
fore continue to Se of a very uncertain. or 


even dangerous character, Would it not be bet- 
ter for Toronto people to ceasg ogitating for 
another supply and to devote their energies and 
their money Co the filtration of that which they 
have? 9 

At considerable length the chairman recom- 
mended the Hyatt filters. Many wells were iv 
urgent need of cleansing. The water coitains 
salt probably derived from neighboring privics. 
or else from the top-dressiog used on the land 
finding its way into .the source of supply. ‘The 
services of the analytical chemist should be made 
use of. 

Adverting to the smallpox outbreaks ‘the 
chairman praised ths beoeficeut results of isola- 
tion and disinfection. He maintained that if vac 
cipation and re-vaccination were \ universally 
practised smallpox would soon cease to exist, 
and it would not be necessary to resort to ex- 
pensive aud often annoying means in order to 
provent its epidemic spread in this country. 

The address was, on motion of Dr. Bryce. 
seconded by Dr. Vaux, approved and ordered to 
be printed in the annual report, 

At tbe afternoon session Secretary Bryce re 
ported that the law {tb rezard tothe appoint 
meutof a local board of jieulcty by municipal 
councils had in past years beo) voryecenerally 
carried out throughout the provines, but there 
had been instances in which the provisions of 
the act had been overlooked. The secretary bad 
written each municipal council: “Io view of the 
great danger which exists of cholera making its 
Oppearance on this coutinent, and io this pro- 
vince, during the present year, the Provincial 
Board, with a view to having overy preparation 
made to place the province in the best possible 
sanitary condition to mitimize the dangers froni 
this source, would urge, through the powers 
given it fo sections 9 and 81-82 of the act, the 
appointment under section 47 of a Medical 
Health Officer and one o¢ more Kanitary inspec 
tors o# executive offjcers to carry on public 
health work In your municipality, It 1s trusted 
that tho Provincial Board will have thu oo. opera- 
tion of every municipal couo il in this matter, 
and that it may withiu ths next few weeks nave 
the pleasure of koowin.s that local Boards of 
Health, with executive oflicorsa, bave been 
appointed in every muaivipality in this pro 
vince,** 

In respouse to these circulars replies to the fol- 
lowing effect had beou regelved; That little more 
than one-half of the boards have medical officers

A UNIFORM CUSTOM TARIFP. 
Mr. Davies was indignant in his speech 
the other day because his party had been 
charged with adyocatiog the commerolal 
unfon of Cauada and the United States, 
The cause of the Indigostlon ts obviour. 
In the form of commercial union the of- 
 fensive features of the Liberal policy name- 
ly, its severance of the tles linking Eng 
land and Canada together, {ts dostruction 
of our commercial independence, and its 
tendency qnickly to make us politlcally a 
part of the United States, are more clearly 
manifested than when stated In the form 
of Unrestricted Recolprocity. We showed 
recently that the Honorable Ed. Blake as 
the result of an exhaustive analyals of Un- 
restricted Reolproolty, declared it to be 
identical with commercial unlon, But 
fi®ber, the plan was originally that of Mr. 
Hitt, an American polltislan, who supplied 
the ides that was esgerly adopted by the 
Liberal party. Mr, Hitt author of this 
scheme, sald, **What is commeroclal union 
with Canada?’ It seems as set out in thls 
resolution, the adoption by both countries 
of precisely the same tariff of duties or taxes 
to be levied upon goods coming ~from 
abroad; abolishing altogether our line of 
custom houses on the north by which we 
collect tariff datles on goods coming from 
Onsnada; abolishing their custom houses 
along the same lice by which they collect 
duties upon goods we send into Oanada; 
and leaving Intercourse as unrestricted bo- 
tween this country and Canada as it Is bo- 
tween the States. The line of /castom 
houses would follow the sea and would In- 
eludes both countries.” Such was the do 
claration of the author of the polloy. But 
surely Mr. Davies forgot that Mr, Laurier, 
his leader, when speaking at the pavillon 
at"Toronto in October, 1889, . declared for 
a uniform standard of customs and tariff 
“duties. Not only was this so, but when 
the movement first appeared, and ab the 
time when Sir Richard Cortwright five 
years ago moved for the removal of duties 
on all manufactures and natural products 
of Canada and the United Statos pasalng 
from one country to the other, theSGrit 
preas of the country was fall of donuncla- 
tlons of the customs line and of rppeals for 
ite abolition. . Oa the stump also, the aboli- 
tion cf custom houses was a theme upon 
which the Grit patriot grew eloquent. In 
view of these well remembered facta, it 
would be astonishing to hear a man of Mr, 
Dayles’ prominence deny that commercial 
union had been the polloy of the Grit party 
were {t not that boldness and bounce are 
more conspicuous qualities in that gentle- 
man’s utterances than acouracy,—Oflawa 
Citizen.

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Baily Hutelliqeucer, 


DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


D'ALTON M'CARTHY DISCLOSES HIS 
NEW PLATFORM. 


Which Inolines 
ef the 
Trade 


Gives Notice of mn Motion 


More to mn General Keduction 


Tariff 
With Great Iritain 


Orrawa, March 3.—D'Alton MoCarthy 
has at last taken action with respect to the 
tariff, and at a late hour last night gives 
notice of the following motion; 

That since the introduction of the pro- 
tective system sufficient time has elapsed 
for the catablishment and development of 
such manufacturing industries as under ex- 
isting conditions can be successfully carried 
on in Canada, Moreover, many manufac- 
turera, sheltered bebind the ramparts thus 
erected, have formed combinations and 
trusts. which prohibit competition and 
croate and maintain monopolies. 

That tho existing tariff, defensible only 
as af protective measure, has proved in 
many instances oppressive and burdensome 
to the great mass of the consuming™ Classes 
and especially to those engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits, is unfair and unequal in its 
incidents, and haw been” productive of dis- 
content verging on disloyalty among those 
who suffer from its injustice. 

That no sufficient reason has been adduc- 
od or exists requiring investigntlon respect- 
ing tho foregoing facts, which are notorious, 
nor justifying delay in the passage of re- 
modial legislation, which is imperative, 

That in the opinion of this House the 
tariff ought to be at onoe amenrled in re- 
spect to the matters herein indicated, and 
also by the substantial reduction of ous- 
toms duties in favor of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, in whose market all 
Canadian products are admitted duty 
free, and of those nations which under 
treaty obligations with Great Britain would 
be éntitled to the same advantages, grada- 
ated, however, so as not unnecessarily to 
prejudice the business of the country nor 
todo wrong to those who bave imported 
and paid duties in accordance with its pro- 
visions; 

And this House declares its readiness to 
make a like reduction in favor of such other 
portions of the empire, or with such other 
foreign countries, especially the United 
States of America, assare willing to re- 
ciprocatein matters of trade with Canada 
on fair and equitable terins. 

The greater part of the afternoon session 
was taken up with a discussion of Hon, Mr. 
Costigan’s bill to amend the act relating to 
masters aud mates, in which Mr, Baird and 
other Maritime Province members partici- 
pated. 

As was anticipated would be the caso, 
Mr. Weldon’s bill to disfranchise electors 
who have taken bribes, and which was so 
unexpectedly strangled in committee last 
night, was restored to the order paper by 
the House on motion of Mr. Weldon, 
after a short discussion, and will come up 
again next week. 

To reply to Mr. McCarthy’s enquiry as to 
what action had been taken by the Gov- 
ernment with regatd to the resolution of 
the House on the matter of establishment 
of agents at Washington and other places, 
Hon. Mr. Foster said that while in England 
he and Sir John Abbott had brought the 
matter to the attention of Lord Rosebery, 
and it was found that thero were a good 
many difficulties in the way of carrying out 
the proposal. Thgre had not been any offi- 
cial written communication. 

The bill to amend tha Act to readjust the 
representationin the House of Commons, 
passed through Commons with some slight 
amendments, was read a third time and 
passed, being the first Government measure 
to go through this session. The bill is 
merely to correct some errorsin boundaries, 
which had crept into the bill last year. 

Mr. Maclean (East York) asked Sir John 
Thompson whether he intended adding a 
clause redistributing the seats of Toronto 
on the basis of the recent municipal division 
of the city into six wards: Sir John re- 
served the right last session, when the bill 
went through, of reapportioning these seats 
any time before the next election, 

Sic John said he had done nothingas yet, 
but an amendment might be in order later 
on. 

After recess Mr. Foster moved the House 
into Committee of Supply, when Dr. 
Weldon took ocoasion to bring wp the ques- 
tion of the Nova Scotia coal combine. He 
reviewed the question at great length, going 
over the subject with great minuteness, 
quoting from the different actennd charters 
to show the present position of affairs. 

His argument was to the effect that the 
bargain made by’ Mr. Fielding with the 
Whitney syndicate was liable to be made 
to operate to the disadvantage of the whole 
Dominion, and that in the general interest 
of the Dominion it was the duty of the 
Government to step inand advise his Ex- 
cellency to disallow the bill pressed by the 
local Government, 

Sir John Thompson replied, denying the 
justness of Mr. Weldon's contention that 
the other provinces of the Dominion had 
the right to interfere’ in legislation 
which was wholly under the juris- 
diction ot the local government.@He 
said) that while personally he would 
nobapprove of the bargain made by the 
Government of Nova Scotia, still that 
Government was the duly  constitated 
authority in the province, and as they had 
large on in both Houses it was but 
reasonable to suppose that they represented 
the majority of the people of the province, 

In conclusion he said that it was not in- 
cumbent onthe Dominion Ministry to ad- 
vise His Excellency to disallow the legis- 
lation of the Nova Scotia Legislature. 

The debate was continued by Messrs, 
Kenny, McNeill, Fraser and Sir Donald 
Smith until midnight, when the matter 
dropped and the House went into supply, 
passed a few items, and adjourned at 12,16, 

In the Committee on Banking and Com- 
merce thia morning tho bills to incorporate 
the Oceau Aocoident Corporation, the Ocean 
Guarantees Corporation and the Eastern 
Trost Co. were passed with somo slight 
amendments and ordered to be ro- 
ported to the House.

HIPPOLYTE DETERMINEG 


To Crush the Revolutions in Hayti— 
Pominicans Expelled. 

New York, March 3.—A special from 
Kingston, Jamaica, says: News has reached 
here that President Hippolyte is deter- 
mived to put an end to the incipient revo- 
lutions which have broken oat in various 
sections of the blick republic. 

While he does not think, and this belief 
is shared genorally by well-informed people, 
the treubles at all serious, he has taken 
steps to stop them and pacify the republic. 
At the head of a well-equipped army he 
has started on a tour of the country, and it 
is probable that the rioters or revolution- 
ists willnot meet with any considerable 
degree of consideration at his hands should 
he fall foul of them, 

A gunboat follows the coast line, within 
supporting distanse of Hippolyte’s column, 
so as to be able to give prompt assistance 
in case trouble arises in any of the coast 
cities. 

Lhe Dominicans who sought refuge in 
Hayti after the recent failure of the attempt 
to unseat President Hereaux have been ex- 
pelled from Haytian territory. This is re- 
garded as an indication that there has been 
a satisfactory arrangement made between 


Hippolyte and Hereaux. 
A NEGRO EXODUS. 


Black Men Leaving the South to Scatter 
Themsolves Over the World, 


Cuatranooca, Tenn,, March .—A large 
meeting of colored men was held here Tues- 
day night. Reporters were excluded, but 
it leaked out yesterday that a scheme look- 
ing toan exodus of the negroes from the 
south is being worked up, headed by men 
prominent among the blacks, Atlanta being 
the focus of the operations, 

Jim Easley, one ot the leading spirits, 
said; ‘‘Already 3000 negroes have gone out 
of thie country, aud the aggregate will be 
swelled in a short while until the number 
remaining will be small. The idea does not 
take in any special place, but the scheme is 
to have the negroes scattered out all over 
the west on little farms of 40 acres. 

“One hundred thousand negroes will leave 
the south in the next few months, At the 
meeting here 275 men paid down $2 each as 
the first instalment to purchase farms.” 


A FRIENDLY DINNER. 


Harrison Wijl Entertain Mr, and Mrs.

New York, March 3.—A despatch from 
Washington says that outside o: the usual 
formal interchange of persouul courtesies 
between an outgoing and incoming Presi- 
dent, Gen. Harrison will exceed all prece- 
dent by giving'a dinner party at the White 
House on Friday evening to Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland and a few other guests, This 
dinner is strictly non-official and entirely 
personal in its character, 

It is understood to be the result of cer- 
tain private correspondence which has been 
exchanged betweon the President and his 
successor, Mr. Cleveland has been most 
gracious and sympathetic in private com- 
munications to the President concerning his 
domestic afflictions, and Presidevt Harrison 
has been naturally responsive,

ONTARIO’S HEALTH. 


Second Day's Preceedings of 
vinolal Moard 

Toronto, March 8.—Dr. Cassidy 
presided at the meetings yesterday of 
the Provincial Board of Health. 
Ho produced a letter from the New York 
Filter Company offering to supply for the 
city’s use a Hyatt filtering pies’ that would 
filter 18,000,000 gallons of water per day 
for the sum of $180,000, including buildings. 
Tt was this syatom which Dr, Cassidy had 
ou the previous day so strongly advocated. 

The Shairman again adverted to the 
danger of cholera appearing in Cauada and 
to the risks run by dtinking impure water. 
He hoped the city would be willing to pro- 
vide the funds necessary for this system of 
filtration, which had proved so successful 
at St. Thomas and in American cities and 
in whioh he had full confidence, 

Communications were read from Kinear- 
dine, Bobcaygeon and other places giving 
partioulars of outbreaks of diphtheria. 
Other letters testified to the  pre- 
valence of smallpox ion the border 
States, In view of these unsatisfactory 
conditions loeal boards of health are to be 
atrongly urged to use all the means at their 
command to stamp out disease whore it 
exists and to rrevent its recurrence. 

The remainder of the day was ocoupied in 
the revision of the Samples on “How to 
Cheok Contagious discases.” 

The council of the Association of Exeou- 
tive Health Officers, who transacted formal 
business yesterday, waited on the Provin- 
cial Board in the afternoon. The business 
was not of public interest. 

To-day the Provincial Board wil! wait on 
the Ontario Government and urge the 
necessity for their immediate action in 
issuing the order-in-council relative to the 
amended regulations respecting cholera. 

This will conclude the quarterly business 
of the board.

ORANGEMEN MEET. 


The Men of Ulster Declare Thelr Readi- 
ness to Fight. 


Benrast, March 3.—More than 5000) per- 
sons were present at the great Orange meet- 
ing yesterday. Dr. Kane, who presided, 
said that Ulster was prepared to defend 
herself to the last against the proposals of 
the Home Rule Bill. The men of Ulster 
need not feel, however, that they 
would bee*alone and unaided in 
tho {ht for their liberties. They 
had the sympathies of Englishmen 
of all classes throughout the world. He 
had received letters from military ‘and 
police officers in England and Ireland, and 
telegrams from Canada and Australia, pro- 
mising co-operation with the men of 
Ulster if the latter resorted to arms 
to defend their liberties ngainst the 
tyranny of their historic foos. A hundred 
Noaeaed Orangemen were ready (to resisb 
to the death the Home Rule bill. 

William Johnston, M.P. for South 
Belfast, who called the meeting, con- 
cluded a violent speech by swearing 
on a Bible that he would never subinit to 
the laws of a Dublin Parliament. 

Dr. Kane then tore to pieces and threw 
to the floor acopy of the Home Rule bill 
and the meeting adjourned. 

This evening the effigies of Mr. Gladstone 
and Mr. Morley were burned in High-street 
in the presence of a cheering crowd of 
thousands.

In his opening address for her ladyship 
Sir Henry James detailed various acts of 
cruelty which Lady De Walden charges 
against’ her husband. “Sir Henry atuted 
that his lordship had frequently abused his 
wife’s parents and had accused her of theft, 
He had twisted her arm and forced her on 
her knees and thrown aheavy book at her 
in the presence of Major Graham, who in- 
tercepted the missile. 

His Lordship had also struck his wife 
with a hair brush, drawing blood. He had 
also struck her with his fists, locked the 
doors upon her and threatened to shoot her. 
He frequently returned home drunk and 
vomited in bed, and developed filthy and 
hoggish habits, preventing Lady Blanche 
from sleeping with him.

Toxtof Dr, Talmage’s Sunday Morning 


Sermon— He Complains That Cortain 
. 

Advoertisors Haye Boon Using His Name 

Without Authority. 


BRooktyn, Feb, 26.—Previous to the 
sermon in the Rrooklyn tabernacle this 
morning Rev. Dr, Talmage, in giving out a 
number of notices, eat npon the fact that 
certain picture makers of Brooklyn had 
used his name asa reference in their ad- 
vertisoments and ciroulars without his 
authority. Thousands of letters of com- 
plaint have come to him in this respect, 
and he wanted it distinotly understood that 
he knew nothing of these people or their 
business mothods. The text selected for 
the morning sermon was Matthey xxiii, 37, 
“Aga hon gathereth hor chickens under 
her wings, and ye would not.” 

WHY THIS SIMILF * 

Jerusalem was in sight as Christ came to 
the crest of Mount Olivet, a height of 700 
foot. ‘The splendors of the religious capital 
of the whole earth irradiated the landscape, 
There is the temple. Yonder is the bing's 
palace. Spread out before his eyes are the 
pomp, the wealth, the wickedness and the 
coming destruction of Jerusalem, and he 
burats into tears at the thought of the ob- 
duracy of a place that he would gladly have 
saved, and apostrophizes, saying, “‘O, Jeru- 
salem, Jerusalem, how often would I have 
Lent bebey thy children kogother, even as 4 

en gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not t” 

Why did Christ.select hen and chickens 
asa simile? Noxt to the appositeness of 
the comparison I think it was to help all 
public teachers in the matter of illustration 
to get down off their stilta and use com- 
parisons that all can understand. The 
plainest bird on earth is the barnyard fowl. 
Its only adornments are the red comb in 
its headdress and the wattles under the 
throat. It has no grandeur of genealogy. 
All we know is that its ancestors came 
from India, some of them from a height of 
4,000 feet on the sides of the Hima ayas. 
It has po pretension of reat like the cagle’s 
eyrie, It has no lustre of plumage like the 
gorddpeb. Possessing anatomy that allows 

ight, yot about the last thing it wants ‘to 
do is to fly, and in retreat uses foot almost 
as much as wing. 
© Masicians have written out in musical 
scale the song of lark and robin rédbreast 
and nightingale, yet the hen of my text 
hath nothing that could be taken for a 
song but only chuck and cackle. Yet 
Christ in the text, uttered while looking 
at doomed Jerusalem, declares that what 
he had wished for that city was like what 
the hen does for her chickens. Christ was 
thus simple in his teachings, and yet how 
hard it is torus, who are Sunday school 
instructors and editors and preachers and 
reformera and those who would gain the 
ears of audiences, to attain that heavenly 
and divine art of simplicity. 

We have to run a course of literary dis, 
orders as children a course of physical 
disorders, We come out of school and 
college loaded down with Greek myth- 
ologies, and out of the theological seminary 
weighed down with what the learned 
fathers said, and we fly with wings of 
eagles and flamingoes and albatrosses, and 
it takes a good while before we can come 
down to Christ’s similitudes, the candle 
under the bushel, the salt that has lost its 
savor, the net thrown into the sea, the 
spittle ou the eyes of the blind manand the 
hen and chickens. 

There is not much poetry about this 
winged creature of God mentioned in my 
text, butshe is more practical aud more 
motherly and more suggestive of good 
things than many that fly higher and wear 
brighter colors. She is nota prima donna 
of the skies nor a strut of beauty in the 
aisles of the forest. She does not cut a 
cirsle under the.sun like the Rocky moun. 
tain eagle, but stays at home to look 
after family affairs. She does not swoop 
like the condor of the Cordilleras to trans- 
port arabbit from the valley to the top 
of the crags, but just scratches for a living. 
How vigorously with her claws she pulls 
away the ground to bring up what is 
hidden beneath! When the breakfast or 
dining hour arrives, she begins to prepare 
the ropast and calls all her young te 
partake. 

THE HEN AS A TYPE, 

I am in sympathy with the unpretentious, 
old-fashioned hen, because, like most of us, 
she has to scratch for a living. She knows 
at the start the lesson which most people of 
good sense are slow to learn—that the 
gaining of s livelihood implies work, and 
that successes do not lie on the surface, but 
are to be upturned by positive and continu- 
ous effort. The reason that socicty, and 
the church, and the world are so full of 
failures, so full of loafers, so full of dead 
beats, is because people are not wise e»ough 
to take the lesson which any hen would 
teach them—that if they would find for 
themselves and for those dependent upon 
them anything worth having they must 
scratch for it. 

Solomon said, ‘‘Go to the ant, thou slug- 
gard.” Tsay, Go the hen, thou sliprard: 
In tho Old Testament God compares him- 
self to an eagle stirring up her nest, and in 
the New Testament the Holy Spirit is com- 
pared to a descending dove, but Christ, in 
4 sermon that begins with cutting sarcasm 
for hypocrites and ends with the paroxysm 
cS pathos in the text, compares himself to a 
en, 

One day in. the country we saw sudden 
consternation in the behavior of old Domi- 
nick. Why the hen should be so disturbed 
we could not understand, We looked about 
to see if a noighbor’s dog were invading tho 
farm. We looked up to seo if a stormoloud 
wero hovering. We could see nothing on 
the ground that could terrorize, and we 
could seo nothing in the air to ruffle the 
feathers of the hen, but the loud, wild, af 
frighted eluek which brought all her brood 
at full ran under her feathers made us look 
us and above us, when we 
saw thathigh up and far away there was a 
rapacious bird whecling around aud around, 
and down and down, and not seeing us as 
we stood in thé shadow it canic hearer and 
lower until we saw its beak was curved 
froin base to tip, and it had two flames of 
fire for eves, and it was a hawk 

But all the chickens were 
Dominick's wings, and either the bird of 
prey caught a glimpse of us, or not ablo to 
find the brood huddled under wing darted 
beck into the clouds So Christ calla with 
all the young

There are the gr og 
shops hore are the hells 
There aro the infidelities noralities 
ot spiritualism Chére are the bad books 
There aro the impurities (nere are the 
business rascalitios And so numerous are 
these assailments that itis a wonder that 
honesty and virtue are not lost arts Tho 
birds of prey, diurnal and nocturnal, of 
the natural world aré ever on tho alert 
They are the assassing of the sky. They 
have varicties of taste. The eagle prefers 
the flesh of the living animal. The vulture 
prefers the carcass, ‘The falcon kills with 
one stroke, while other styles of beak give 
vrolongation of torture, 

Anda 60 the temptations or tnt ius aco 
various. Some makeguick work of death, 
and others agonize the mind and body for 
many years, and some like the living blood 
of great souls, and other prefer those al- 
ready gangrened. But for every style of 
youth there is a swooping wing, and o 
sharp beak, and a cruel claw, and what 
the rising generations needs is a wing of 

rotection. Fathers, mothers, older 

rothers and sisters, and Sabbath school 
teacher, be quick and earnest and prayerfu. 
and importunate, and get the chickens un- 
denying 

Muy the Sabbath schools of America and 
Great Britain within the next three months 
sweep all their scholars into the kingdom! 
Whom they have now under charge is un- 
certain.” Concerning that scrawny, puoy 
child that lay in the cradle many yeara 
ago, the father dead, many remarked, 
‘‘What a mercy if the Lord wouid take the 
child!” and the mother really thought so 
too. But what a good thing that God 
spared that child, for it became would 
renowned in Christian Jiterature and one 
of God’s most illustrious servants—Johno 
Todd. 

Remember, your. children will remain 
children only a little while. What yon do 
for them as children you must do quickly 
or never do at all. “*Why have you never 
written a book?” said some one to a talent- 
ed woman, She replied: “I am writing 
two and have been engaged on one work 10 
years and on the other five years—my two 
children They are my life work.” When 
the house of John Wesley's father burned, 
and they got the eight childrdn out—John 
Wesley the last—before the roof fell in the 
father said: **Let us knecl down and thank 
God. The children are all saved; let the 
rest of the place go.” 

My hearers, if we secure the present and 
everlasting welfare of our children, most 
other things belonging to us are of but lit- 
tle comparative importance. Alexander tho 
Great allowed his soldiers to take their 
families with them to war, and he account- 
ed for the bravery of hismen by the fact 
that many of them were born in camp and 
were used to warlike scenes from the start. 
Would God that all the children of our day 
might be born into the arnfy of the Lord’! 
No need of letting them go a long way on 
the wrong road before they turn around 
and go on the right roa. ~The only time to 
get chickens uuder wing is while they are 
chickens, 

Haowah Whitall Smith, the evangelist, 
took her little cuild at 2 years of age when 
ill out of the crib and told her 
Christ, and the child believed aad Gas evi- 
dence of joyful trast which grew with her 
growth into womanhood. Two years are 
not too young. The time will come when 
by the faith of parents children will be 
born into this word and born into the bos 
om of Christ at the same time. Soon we 
parents will have to go and leave our chil- 
dren, We fight their battles now, and we 
stand between them and harm, bat our 
arm Willafter awhile get weak, and we 
cannot fight for then, and our tongue will 
be palsied, and we cannot speak far them.

WE NEED THE PROTECTING WING, 
But we all need the protecting wing.

you had known when you entered upon |

How much you would have been 
through ! With mostlife has been a disap. 
pointment. They tell me so. They have not 
attained that which they expected to at- 
tain They have not had the physical and 
mental vigor they cxpeniad or they have 
met with rebuffs which they did not antici- 
pate. You are not.at 40 or 50 or 60 or 70 
or 80 years of age where you thought you 
would kx. 1 donot know any. one. except 
myself to whom life bas been a happy sur- 
prise, I never expected anything, and so 
when anything came in the shape of human 


favor or comfortable position. or widening 


field of work it was to me a surprise. 

I was told in the theological seminary by 
some of my fellow students that L never 
would get anybody to hear me preach 
unless I changed my style, so that when I 
founda some people did come to hear me it 
was a happy surprise, But most people, 
according to their own statement, have 
found life a disappointinent. Indeed we 
all need shelter from its tempests About

the meaning of the ordinary term of re 
ceiving the “cold shoulder,” Out of 
money and try to borrow The conversa 
tion may have beon almost tropical for lax- 
uriance of thought and speech, but suggest 
your necewitios and see the thermometér 
drop to 60 degrees below zero, and in 
that which tilla moment before had been 
& warm room, Take what is an unpopu 
lar position on some public questions and 
see your friends fly as chaff before a wind- 
mill 

As far as myself is concerned, I have’ no | 
word of complaint, but I look of day by 
day and seo communities freezing out men 
and women of whom the world is not wor- 
thy. Now it takes after one and now after 
another. It becomes popular to depreciate 
and defame andexeorate and lie about some 
people. This isthe best world I ever got 
into, but it 18 the meanest world that some 
people ever got into. The worst thing that 
ever happened to them was their cradle, 
and the best thing that will ever happen to 
them will be their grave. What people 
want is warmth. 

Many years ago a man was floating down 
on the ice of the Merrimac, and great of. 
forts were made torescue him. Twice he got 
hold of @ plank thrown to him, and! twit 
he slip away from it becnuse that end of 
the plank was covered with ite, and he cried 
out, *‘For God's sake, give mo the wooden 
end of the ore this time,” and this done 
he was hauled to shore. 

The trouble is that in our efforts to save 
the soul there is too much’ coldness and 
soy formality, and so the imperiled one'slips 
affand finata down. Givelit Uhé othet end 
of the plank—warmtn o1 sy mypatny, 
warmth of kindly association, warmth’ of 
genial surroundings. The world declities 
to give it, and in many cases has no power 
to give it, and here is where Christ comes 
in, and as on a cold day, the rain beating and 
the atmosphere full of sleet, the hen clicks 
her chickens under her’ wings, and the 
warmth of her own breast puts warmth 
into the wet feathers and the chilled feet 
of the infant group of the barnyard, so 
Christ says to those sick and frosted ‘and 
disgusted and frozen of the world come in 
out of the March winds of the world’s orit- 
icism ; Come in out’ of the sleet of the world’s 
assault ; come in out of a world that does 
not understand you and does not want to 
understand you. I will comfort, and I will 
soothe, and I will be your warmth; ‘fas a 
hen gathereth her chickens under her 
wing.” Oh! the warm heart of God is 
ready for all those to whom the world ‘has 
given the cold shoulder. 

But notice that some one must take the 
storm for the chickens» Ah, the hen takes 
the storm. I have watched her under the 
pelting rain. I have seen her in the pinch: 
iug:frosts almost frozen to death or al- 
most strangled in the waters, and what a 
fight she makes for the young under wing 
if a dog, or a hawk, or a man come too 
near! And so the brooding Christ takes 
the storm for us. What flood of anguish 
and tears that did not dash upon his holy 
soul! What beak of'torture did not pierce 
his\vitals!| What barking Cerberus of hell 
was not let out upon him from the kev 
nels! 

What he endured, oh, who can tel), 
To saye our souls from death and hell! 
CHRIST TAKES THE STORM FOR US. 


Yes, the hen took the storm for the 
chickens, and Christ takes the storm for us. 
Once the tempest rosé 86 suddenly the hen 
could not get with her young back from 
the new ground to the barn; and there she 
is under the fence half dead. " And now thé 
rain turns to snow, and ‘it is an awful 
night, and in the morning thé whiteness’ 
about the gills and the beak down in the 
mud show that the mothér js dead, and the 
young ones come out and cannot under: 
stand why the mothér does not scratch for 
them something to ¢at, and they walk 
over her wings and call with their tiny 
voices, but there is no answering cluck. She 
took the storm for others and ‘perished: 
Poor thing! Self sacrificing even unto 
death. 

And does it not make you think of him 
who endured all for us? “So the wings un- 
der which we come for spiritual safety are 
, blood-spattered wings, are night-shadowed 

wings, are tempest-torn wings.” In the Isle 
_ of Wight I saw the grave of Princess’Eliza- 

beth, who died while a prisoner at’ Caris: 
brook castle, her finger on an open’ Bible 
and pointing to the words, ‘Come into me, 
all ye that labor an@ are heavy laden, and I 
will, give you rest.” Oh, come under the 
wings! 

But now the summer day is almost past 
and the shadows of the‘house and barn an 
poee shed have lengthened, The farmer, 
with soyjhe or hoe on shoulder, is returning 
from the fields) The oxen are unyoked. 
The horses are orunching the outs at the 
full bin. The air is bewitched of honey- 
suckle and wild brier. he milkman, pail 
in hand, singmbec rs fard, ‘Phe 
fowls, keeping early hour#,” are collecting 
their young. ‘‘Cluck!” “Cluck!” “Ofivk!

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THE SILVER QUBSTION. 





Tho allver question in the United States 
is rapldly-becomlog a gold question, At 
all events the export of gold goes on, and 
the situation is regarded as oritical. Says 
the New York Post of Thursday : 

“The financial eltuation growa vielbly 
worse from day to day. The $100,000,000 
gold reserve that has remained {ntact from 
the firat of January, 1879, has been really re 
duced for the first time {n fourteon years, for 
although there fs an apparent balance of free 
gold in the troasury, it is due toa loan made 
by tho olty banks a short time since. This 
wasacallloan. The lending banks have 
the power to take this gold back at any 
timo. and if they should exerolae the power, 
ths $100,000,000 of greenback restrve 
would arop to $98,000,000 or less. More- 
over, the export of gold goes on, and fs 
likely to continue until the silver-purchase 
{a repealed.” , 

The Boston Advertiser of Saturday—and 
the Advertiser Is a atrong administration 

orga:—aglves the following additional facts : 

**When “specie payment’ was resumed ip 
1879 the reserve fund was above $114,000, - 

000, and before the year closed the amount 
exceeded $145,000,000. In 1880, the re- 
serve fund grew smaller again, bub since 
that time up to 1889, the fand was on an 
avorege far above $150,000,000. Popular 
opiaion, however, was adverse to the col- 
lection and maintenance of so large a sur 
plus, and during the present administration 
a large amount of the eurplds has gone In 
bond purchases and for other public pur- 
poses. . . . From $197,000,000, the 
reserve fand has fallen by degrees to its 
present condition,and apparentlythe United 
States must either decline to pay out gold 
on demand, or must acquire more gold by 
special act,or must encroach upon the $100,- 
000,000 gold reserve. 

1b would be apparently unwise to refuse 
gold payments, if the public credit ts to be 
malntained. ‘he toreign values of many 
American securities are based upon the be- 
lief that the debts of the United States will 
be pald In gold whenever required. It fs 
entirely concelvable that upon the day when 
the United States declines to psy gold on 
demand for its existing debts, cho e curlties 
of the nation will decrease rapidly in value, 
Ib is possible under the Jaw to encroach on 
the present gold reserve still farther, but 
there seems to be astrong public sentiment 
adverse tosuch encroachment. The $100,- 
000.000 limit is considered a danger mark 
beyond which the treasury department 
ought not to go,” 

There was a farther shipment of $3,000,- 
On0" of geld on Saturday and $2 000,000 
goes out to-day, ao that if the Post's state. 
ment, quoted above, that the roserve was 
then actually only $98,000,000, be correct, 
the reserve must now be down to to $93,- 
000,000—a decrease of over $100,000,000 
in four years. And the perplexing thing 
about the whole affair is that no one seems 
able to tell when the drain {Is likely to atop 
or what will be its final results. Some 
attributedt to the continued purchase and 
coinage of allver, some to forelgn fear that 
the United States will eventually attempt 
to pay thelr debte In silver, at their own 
valuation of {t, and atlll others to other 
causes. All that fs vertainly known Is that 
silver continues to accumulate in the troas- 
ory vaulte at Washington, and that gold 
continues to disappear,

these conditions, this body of loyal Eogiishmen 
request Mr. Goldwin Smith to tender his resigna 
tion as a life member of St, Georgo's Society 

Mr, J.J, Allworth asked the chairman if 
it was in order, alleging that it was a politi- 
eal question and quoving the society's rule 
whieh forbids such discussion. 

The Chairman ruled the motion in order. 
The bylaw reterred to was in the narrow 
sense of politics and had no reference to a 
question of allegiance, [Loud applause.) 

Mr. Hopkins then made an effective 
speech brimful of relay and full of indig- 
nation at Mr, Goldwin Smith's treasonable 
actions and writing. His insidious work 
with a view to annexation was stoutly con- 
demned and oxtracts read from the Profes- 
sor’s articles to prove his disloyalty 

All this was loudly cheered by the inem- 
bera of the society, though frequently there 
were conflicting voices. 

“You must not only disavow his doo- 
trines,” said Mr, Hopkins, ‘‘but dissociate 

ourselves from Mr, Smith as members of a 
oyal English society. 

“His words take him out of the category 
of loyal Englishmen; and the timo has 
come when the stigma of treason must be 
attached to Goldwin Smith.” 

Mr. Hopkins concluded with a glowin 
tribute to the loyalty of Englishmen an 
the glory of British allegiance. 

At the close of Mr. Hopkins’ speech, 
Past-President Allworth rove and said he 
wished to move that the consideration of 
this resolution be adjourned till the first 
Friday in May. [Cries of ‘'No, no,’’} 

Col. Denison: Mr. Hopkins’ motion is not 
seconded. I thought Mr. Allworth was 
going todo that. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Allworth: My object is to stop this 
discussion entirely., (Cries of dissent.) 

Mr, Charles Spanner seconded Mr. Hop- 
kins’ motion amidat applause, mingled with 
hisses, Said he: “L am ¢ertain that a 
majority of the members of St. Gvorge’s 
Society will support it.” 

The Chairman: ‘‘Are you ready for the 
question?” (Loud cries of ‘*Carried.”} 

Mr, Allworth interposed with his amend- 
ment. He wished a copy of the resolution 
to be forwarded to Mr. Goldwio.Smith 
so that he might attend the next meeting 
and answer the charges made against him. 

isapprobation.) “We are all proud of 
deing Englishmen,” added Mr. Allworth, 
“and we stand up for British fair ploy. Do 

you approve of a prisoner being tried in his 
absence? In all fairness, as Englishmen, 
give Mr. Smith an opportunity of defending 
the charges propounded here to-night. 
[Applause and hisses,.} We have not the 
proof of these charges save Mr. Hopkins’ 
word. [Interruptions for several minutes. ] 

‘Well, vote the resolution down if you 
like, but as an old mau I shall consider you 
don’t act with.any, fairness. You don’t 
want to chop his head off to-night, do you? 
[Cries of ‘‘Yea” and ‘‘No.”) Give hima 
ehance to reply and let us see if you will 
say the same things whon he is present as 
you have to-night.” [Applause and dissent.) 

Mr. Spratt: You have been propoundiog 
ideas and praotices which do not belong to 

our society atall. The chairman bas ruled 
entirely contrary to our bylaws. [Cries of 
“Ohair.”) 

The Chairman: A speaker cannot ques- 
tion the ruling of the chair. 

Mr. Spratt was proceeding to cite the 
bylaw when the chairman again interposed. 

Mr. Spratt: Ihave been a member of 
this society 30 years and I have only its in- 
terest ut heart. Iam not advocating Mr. 
Smith's views; I am simply vindicating the 
roles of the society, If you are going to 
investigate the religious or political views 
of the members——” 

Here the storm of interruption broke 
forth and the speaker subsided. 

Past-President Mason insisted on the 
chairman’s ruling being respected. He add- 
ed: “I believe in all that Mr. Hopkins 
has said about loyalty. I, have no sympa- 
thy with annexation, Still. I think the 
motion a most unfortunate one. Mr. 
Hopkins is a yo member of this society: 
if he had consulted some of the older mem- 
bora he would have hesitated before bring: 


ing in what may provg a source of disvord 
and disunion amongfns, We havo noth- 
ing to do with e's opinions except as 
they affect sof the society. [Ap- 


plauge and dissent. } 

“If you go beyond that,” added Mé. 
Mason, ‘‘you open up avenues to which 
thero in no limit, There are 1100 members 
of this society, Are we to sit in judgment 
on their varied opinions? Yo bring in ex- 
trancous matters ia foreign to our object, 
and we should condemn this attempt that 
it may never be repeated.” 

Mr, Allworth withdrew his amendment 
sar tem, and then Mr, Mason proposed the 
ollowing: 


That inasmuch as the only condition of mem 
bership imposed by the charter and bylaws of 
Bt. George's Society is that of English or Welsh 
birth, or descent inthe male line, and that the 
only obligation required from any momber is 
that he shall observe aud conform to the char ter, 
bylaws avd rules of the society, in the opinion of 
this meeting it is inexpedient to introduce, as a 
topic for discussion, or asa cause of action by 
tos society, the opinions or acts of any member 
Ublessit be alleged that such oplulons or acts 
are contrary to or inconsistent with the charter, 
bylaws and rules of the society

Ald, Hallani wanted British fair play for 
everybody Kuglishmen had and always 
would differences, Hence he 
differed from a good deal of what had 
been suid, ‘‘Asan Buglishoan,” continu- 
ed the alderman, ‘I protest against Mr 
Hopkins’ resulution, because I think it will 
do this society a great It 
will retard ita cliaritable work Lam go 
ing to voto for Mr. Mason's amendment, 
aud IT beliove that no stigma will attach to 
me, I will run the risk of being misunder- 
stood.” [Cheers] In conclusion the alder- 
man said he believed it to be duty of every 
one who loved toleration to vote against 
Mr. Hopkins’ resolution, [Applause and 
cries of dissent.) 

Mr. David Piews expressed the opinion, 
Which was not endorsed, that the passing 
of the resolution would land the society in 
a lawsuit. Mr, Hopkins’ scesolution was 
giving the annexation movement too much 
prominence, 

* Annexation not a live question; if 
we puss this reevlution we shall make it a 
live question [Applause.] ‘Uheretore I 
shall voto for the amend nent.” 

Col. Denison met with au enthusiastic 
reception. For some reasons, he said, he 
was sorry that this resolution had been 
brought before St. George's Society. Still, 
the society was never intended to include 
in its rauks the enemies of England. Mr. 
Goldwin Smith was one of these, a non 
persistently working againat the interests 
of Canada, [Applause,) He is the moat 
dangerous cnemy we have got, 

The Colonel said the members knew he 
had no sympathy with treason, and he 
hoped the meeting would be able to take 
some course to show that they 
had no sympathy with it oither. 
At the same time, shou'd there be 
a minority against the resolution or againet 
the amendment it would be claimed that 
the annexation movement had sympathizers, 
Hence he pleaded for a unanimous vote, 

Mr. Clarkson Jones spoke iu favor of the 
amendment, He strenuously objected to 
Castell Hopkins’ bombshell being thrown 
amongst them, To pass it would be to in- 
flict incalculable injury on the society, 

Mr. Boyd, past president, spoke to a 
similar effect. He objected to any side 
issues Occupying the attention of a charit- 
able society. e roused laughter and ap- 
plause when alluding to the crowded at- 
tendance, He said that if the membeces 
would evince one quarter the interest in 
the work of the society thatthey evidently 
took in w.question of loyalty tle socicty 
would indeed flourish. 

“St. George's Society is not a competent 
tribunal to try Goldwin Smith. [Applause 
and dissent.) If he bas been guilty of trea- 
son, why not put the law in motion? Leave 
him to the tender mercies and summary 
jurisdiction of Col, Denison. [Roars of 
laughter,] I cannot vote for the amend- 
ment. There is no occasion for all this 
wild discussion about loyalty,” 

Mr. J. A. Worrell saw no prasticul re- 
sult- amidst so many divergent views. 
Hence he suggested a sinall committeo to 
mould both resolution and amendment into 
such a shupe that it should command uni- 
versal assent and the trumpet give forth no 
uncertain sound, 

Mr. W. T. Boyd seconded the proposal, 
which was endorsed by the chairman as an 
excellent idea, ‘*Whatever we do,” said 
President Drayton, “let us have a unani- 
mous vote.” 

And the meembers cheered, and for the 
first time in the course of the evening there 
was apparent auanimily. 

‘Then the movers and secondera of tha 
various proposals retired to formulate the 
message of peace. The members took 
short recess. Some of them tried to sing, 
but the cheers of the previous two hours 

It did not take long for the united wis- 
dom of the small committce to frame a re- 
solution, They returned to the large hall, 
and the gleam of satisfiction on Mr, Mason’s 
face showed that the knotty problem had 
been solved, 

All was silence when Mr. Mason said: 
“Itis in the nature of Englishmen to com 
promise tor the general good. It is always 
unfortunate to have divided counsels. \We 
all condemn the views of ourerring brother, 
Goldwin Smith, A resolution has bee con- 
cocted which says this. It isthe product 
or several cooks, This is it: 

Moved by J, Herbert Mason, 

Seconded by J. C, Hopkins: 

Whereas it has been brought to the attention of 
this ,»uciety that Mr. Goldwin Smith, one o 
life members, bas openiy proclaimed liime«elf in 
favor of xeveripg Canada from tha creat ot the 
British Empire, and bas also secepted th» office 
of honorary president of an association having 
for its object the active promotiog 9f 9p avitatior 
for the uslon of Canada with the United States; 
therefore this society desires empbaticilly to 
place on record its strong disapprobation of any 
such movement, aud herels exXpressca 
treme regret that the ‘soclety should ¢ 
\'s ranks & momber who ic atriring fo 
Which would cause an irreparable injur 
Dominion, would entall aloas to the Mother Laud 
off most itnportant part of her empire and 
would deprive Canndians of thelr birthright as 
Brivish subjects, 

Mr, Mason added: I hope this will pass 
unanimously; that it will be accepted in 
the same spirit as it has been by members of 
the committee, It is the best thing we 
could do under the circumstances. We 
shall vindicate ourselves as a society, and 
its passing will not be any breach of our 
bylaws or constitution. 

Mc. J. ©. Hopkins ssid he conourred in 
the remarks of Mr. Mason. The adopti6n 
of the resolution would be the best way for

Tt made « heavy load for a stout page to 
carry from Mr. Ives’ desk to the Cletk’s 
table, and as it was placed there amid 
cries of **Datin’s baby 1” ‘His only child!” 
etc., Mr. Davin entered, and advancing to 
the table contemplated the ample propor- 
tions of the report with such evident satis- 
faction as to cause considerable amusement. 

An examination of the report shows that 
137 charges were made and tliat 38 of them 
wore proved in whole or in part, 

In concluding his report, Judge Wetmore 
says: “It will be seen that some of 
the matters of complaint brought 
home to the commissioner were the outcome 
of too much zeal on his part. Some arose 
from mistake of the law or from misappre- 
hension of his powers. These mistakes and 
misapprehensions are such as any person in 
his position might be likely to make, and 
do not strike my mind as being of such a 
character as to amount to misconluct in 
office, The most learned and experienced 
judges make mistakes at times and miscon- 
ceive the extent of their powers, and it Is 
nota matter of surprise that the commis- 
sioner has sometimes done so. 

“As tothe” remainder of the charges 
brought home to him LE have nothing to add 
beyond this: That a very Jarge proportion 
of them are attributable to infirmity of 
temper, brusqueness of manner or hasty 
conduct.” 


“T have to report that I found the 
relations existing between the commis- 


sioner and a large number of the commis- 
sioned officer ye force very much 
strained. [ oweVer, preplred to 
state on wihosd ere*the blame lies for 


this state of fhings. Ofcourse it is alleged 
on the one side that it is owing to the 
commissioner’s infirmity of temper, his 
brasque manner and hiswant of tact. On 
the other hand it is aleged that tho fact 
that the commissioner was transferred from 
one of the Departments ot the Civil Service 
without any very great military prestige or 
any record in the police foree, and placed 
over the headsjof officera who had had long 
experience in the force, treated a jexlousy 
which has not been assuaged, but which 
has grown and gained atrength un- 
til the present state of ‘affairs 
has been brought about. As my 
commission did not authorize’'me to inquire 
into the state of the force, but merely into 
the conduct of the commissigier, I bave 
got betore me the material necessary to en- 
able me to expreasin opinion on this aub- 
ject. It will be observed that none of the 
charges brought hometo the «commissioner 
affect his honesty, his business capacity or 
the efficiency of the force undér his man- 
agement.”

| HE HAS INAUGURAL 


A Doscription of the Procession—Soldiers 
From All Parte of the Nation.-Groever 
His Fair Wife Inatalled ta the 


Exeoutive Mansion 


and 


Wasninoeron, March 6.—Grover Cleve- 
land of New York was Saturday 
inducted into the high office of (resident of 
the United States for his second term, with 
all the apptopri ceoremovies and the 
gathering of » mighty multitude. 

Saturday also the Governors of 11 groat 
states, Now York, Now Jersey, Connecticut 

| and Massachussetts in the north and east, 
of Pennsylvania and Maryland among the 
Middle States, of Georgia, North and South 
Carolina and Louisiana in the south and of 
Wisconsin in the far west, participated in 
the national ceromonics and thereby empha- 
sited the domplete restoration of national 
unity. 

Had the atmospheric conditions been 
anything like favorable instead of being as 
bad as could possible be, thore would pro- 
bably haye been 60,000 and o namber of 
Indies marching or viding in the parade as 
against 25,000 in 1885. They were all here 
waiting to fall in line, but at the last mo- 
ment many of the organizations were com- 
pelled to desist from participation. » Nover- 
theless the occasion was mads memorable 
by tho vast attendance. 

Every foot of standing room slong the 
route of the proaession, fully two miles in 
length, was ocoupjed; windows command- 
ing a viow of the parade brought fabulous 
prices and advantageous seats in the public 
atands commanded prices ranging from $5 
up and down. The main stand trom whieh 

sident Cleveland reviewed. the parade 
was erected immediately in front of the 
White House. It was 150 feet long and 
quite desi and had a comfortable seating 
capacity for 1100 persons, 600 more than 
the corresponding “stand erected on the 
aime site for the i:mauguration of Preal- 
dent Harrison. It was decorated with effeo- 
tive taste. Cushioned seats were provided 
for the President and his Cabinet, who sur- 
rounded him, and folding chairs were 
supplied for the diplomatic corps, who were 

arranged immediately behind him. On 
either side were seats for Senators; mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives and 
specially invited guests. ‘Tho nearest stand 
to that of the President was assigned to 
representatives of the press. It had a seat- 
ing capacity of 200, and the applications to 
the press committee numbered a little over 


A detailed and itemized report of the 
great inauguration parade, which started at 
11.10 a.m., is of course impossible when 
a mere enumeration of the  vari- 
ous regiments, companies, posts and 
civic organizations participating occupies 
three newspaper columns, ut the 
notes and ineidents of the purade are here 
set down at random. Among the magnifi- 
cently mounted special aides who rode be- 
hind Grand Marshal MacMahon and his 
staff were representatives from every state 
and territory in the union. The guard of 
honor of President Cleveland consisted of 
100 members of the New York business 
men, Cleveland and Stevenson Association, 
representing 15 mercantile organizations in 
the Empire City. 

The passage of the President along the 
ayenue was one continual ovation of the 
most enthusiastic kind, the steady 
tramp of the superbly-drilled bat- 
talions of regulars, under the command 
of General Brooks, forming his escort. 
A feature distinctively novel was intro- 
duced into the parade by the engineer 
corps. This was the releasing of a number 
of varrier pigeons, with messages a 
to the success of the inauguration destine 
for Philadelphia, Baltimore, Annapolis and 
other points. Still another original 
feature was afforded by the Military 
Bicycle Company, who,;mounted upon their 
wheels and retaining full control of them, 
at the same time handled their small arms 
with a dexterity that indicated that this 
innovation in military tactics lacked noth- 
ing of success. 

Recollections of Homestead came 
to many of the spectators, when Governor 
Patterson of Pennsylvania rode by at the 
head of the 15 regiments of blue-coated 
Pennsylvania troops marching like veterans 
who had seen service and equipped with all 
Sait for active operations in the 

eld. 

The appearance of gray-coated General 
Fitzhugh Lee of Virginia, in command of 
the third division, was the signal for a re- 
newal of the enthusiastic ovation whioh 
greeted him when he appeared in line on the 
occasion of Mr. Oloveland’s first inaugura- 
tion. Thereafter came a procession of gov- 
ernors, all of whom were cheered. 

Prominent among the horsemen who led 
the civic division of the parade was Buffalo 
Bill. He rode side by side with the vener- 
ablo and picturesque New Yorker, Genoral 
Josiah Porter, and they made a team that 
wasin itself a feature of the division. 
Headed by Governor Flower and staff, the 
Sppearance of 3000 Tammany braves was a 
revelation to many of the spectators.

phrasos and yayoxed by selfish interests, 

I am confident that such an approach to 
he subject will. result in prudent and 
effective remedial ley‘slation In the 
meantime, as far a8 the executive branch of 
the Government can intervene, none of the 
powers with which it is invested will be 
withheld when their exercise is deemed 
necessary to maintain our national credit or 
avort financial disaster, 

Closely ‘related to the exaggerated con- 
fidence in ouc country’s greatness, which 
tends to a disregard of the rules of national 
safoty, another danger confronts us not leas 
serious. I refer to the prevalence of a 
popular disposition to expect from the 
operation of the goveriment especial and 
direct individual advantages. 

The verdict of or voters, which 
condemned the injustice of main- 
taining protection for  proteotion’s 
sake, enjoins upon the people's servants the 
duty of exposing and destroying the brood 
of kindred evils which are the unwhole- 
some progeny of paternalism. This is the 
bane of Republicap institutions, and the 
constant peril of our government by tho 
people. It degrades to the purposes of 
witcberaft the plan of rale our fathers es- 
tablished and bequeathed to us as an object 
of our love and yonoration. It perverts the 
patriotic sentiment of our countrymen and 
tempts them to a pitiful calculation of the 
gain to be derived from their 
government’s maintenance, It under- 
mines the self reliance of our people 
and substitutes in its place depend- 
ence upon governmental favoritism. It 
stifles the spirit of true Americanism and 
stupefies every onnobling trait of American 
citizenship. Thelessons of paternalism ought 
to be unlearned and the better lesson taught 
that while the people should patriotically 
and cheerfully support their government 
its functions do not include the support of 
the people. The acceptance of this princi- 
ple leads to a refusal of bounties and sub- 
sidies which burden the labor and thrift 
of a portion of our citizens to aid ill advised 
or languishing enterprises in which they 
have no concern, It leads also to ao 
challenge of wild and reckless pension 
expenditure which overlaaps the bounds of 
grateful recognition of patriotic service and 
prostitutes to vicious uses the people's 
prompt and generous impulse to aid those 
disabled in their country’s defence, 

Every thoughtful American must realize 
the importance of checkiag its beginning — 
any tendency in public or private station to 
regard frugality and economy as virtues 
which we may safely outgrow. The tolera- 
tion of this idea results in the waste of the 
people’s money by their clfosen servants 
and encourages prodigality and extrava- 
gence in the home life of our countrymen. 

nder our scheme of governinent the waste 
of public money is a crime against the citi- 
zen, and the contempt of our people for 
economy and frugality in their personal 
affairs deplorably saps the strength and 
sturdiness of our national character. 

It is a plain dictate of honesty and good 
government that public expenditures should 
be limited by public necessity and that this 
should be measured ey the rules of strict 
economy, and it is equally clear that fru- 
gality among the people fs the best guaran- 
tee of a centented and strong support of free 
institutions. One mode of misappropriation 
of public finds is avoided when appoint- 
ments to office, instead of being the re- 
wards of partisan activity, are awarded to 
those whose efficiency promises a fair re- 
turn of work for the compensation paid to 
them. Tosecure the fitness and compe- 
tency of appointees to office and to remove 
from political action the demoralizing mad- 
ness for spoils civil service reform has 
found a place in our public policy and laws. 
The, benefits already gained through. this 
instrumentality and the furtber usefulness 
it promises entitlo to the hearty support 
and encouragement of all who desire to see 
our public service well performed or who 


hope for the elevation of political sentiment: 


and purification of political methods. 

The existence of immense aggregations of 
kindred enterprises ahd combiuations of 
business interests formed for the purpose of 
limiting production and fixing prices, is in- 
consistent with the fair field which ought 
to be open to every independent activity. 
Legitimate stritein business should not be 
supersoded by an enforced concession to thé 
demands of combinations that have the 
power todestroy. Norshould the people 
to be served lose the benefit of cheapness 
whioh usually results from wholesome compe- 
tition. These aggregations and combinations 
frequently constitute conspiracies. against 
the interests of the people, and as in all 
their ‘phases they are unnatural and op- 
posed toour American sense of fairness; 
to the extent that they can be reached and 
restrained by federal power, the general 

overnment should relieve our citizens 
rom their interference and exactions 
Loyalty to the principles upon which our 
government rests postively demands that 
the equality before the law which it guar- 
aatees to every citizen should be justly 
and in good faith conceded in all 
parts of the land The | enjoyment 
of this right followa the badge of citizen- 
ship wherever found, and. unimpaired 
by race or color it appoals for recognition 
to American manline a8 and fairness Our 
relations with the Indians located within 
our borders impose upon us responsibility 
we cannot escape. Humanity and consist- 
ency require us tu treat them with forboar- 
our dealinga with them to 
honestly and cousiderately regard their 
rights and interests, LEyery effort should 
be mado to lead them through the paths of 
civilization and education, to self-support- 
ing and independent citizenship. fh the 
meantime, as the wards, they 
should be promptly defended, against the 
oupidity of designing men and’ shielded 
from every cr temptation that 
retards their advancement

those elements of American character which 
support the hope of American achiove- 
ment, 

Anxiety for the redemption of tho plodges 
which my party has made and solicitude 
for the complete justification of the trust 
the people have reposed in us constrain mo 
to remind those with whom I am toco 
operate that we can succeed in doing tho 
work which has been especially set before 
us only by the most sincere harmonious 
and disinterested effort. Even if insuper- 
able obstacles and opposition prevent the 
consummation of our task, we shall hardl 
be excused, and if failure can be trace 
toour fault or moglect, we may be sure 
the peoplo will hold us to a awift 
and exacting account.

Fully impressed with the gravity of the 
duties that confront me, and mindful of 
my weakness, I should be appalled 
if it were my lot to bear 
unaided the responsibilities which await 
me, Iam, however, saved from discourage- 
ment when I remember that I shall have 
the support and the counsel and co-opera- 
tion of wise and patriotic men who will 
stand at my side in cabinet places or will 
represent the people in their legislative 
halls, 

I find, also, much comfort in remember- 
ing that my countrymen are justand Ma 
ous and in the assuranee that they will not 
condemn those who by sincere devotion to 
their service deserve their forbearance and 
approval. 

Above all, I know there is a Supreme 
Being who rules the affairs of men, and 
whose goodness and mercy have always fol- 
lowed the American people, and [ know He 
will not turn from ue. now if we humbly 
and reverently seek His powerful and ex- 
acting accountability. 





AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Installed in the Executive Mansion for 
Four Years of Good er Lil, 


It was shortly after 11 o’clook when 
President-elect Cleveland aud Vice-Presi- 
dent-elect Stevenson, accompanied by the 
Btate Committee on Arrangements, entered 
the executive mansion. They were re- 
ecived by President Harrison inthe Blue 
Room, Five minutes later the President 
and his successor reappeared, and, entering 
an open carriage, the march of the proces- 
sion to the Capitol was begun. They rode 
in President Harrison's carriage, drawn by 
four bay horses, 

At 12.12 Cleveland entered the Capitol 
Despite the arrangement made to handle 
the great crowds confusion reigned at the 
Capivol, and the doorkeepers were all bud 
helpless in preventing oa general rush 
through the door, Especially was this the 
case at the doors of the gallery assigned to 
the presidential party, to which ao large 
number of tickets of admittance had been 
issued. 

Mrs, Cleveland, wife of the Prosident- 
elect, accompavied by her mother, Mrs. ! 
Perrine, and the latter's husband, came 
soon after noon and took seats in the presi- 
dential gallery. 

The first of the distinguished guests 
to arrive and to take their 
positions in the chamber were the mombers 
of the diplomatic corps in the full court 
uniform of their respective nations, some of 
them wearing insignia and decorations on 
their breasts.

At tho end of that time the rumbling had 


consed and the investigation was made by 
the commander of the troops and several 
citizens. They found that the ground on 
which Sandgate _ staucls had = sunk 
several feot and that a less  asub- 
sidence had extended throughout the 


surrounding district, affecting in all about 


asquare mile. Many cottages had been 
wrecked completely and the better built 
houses had been cracked and thrown out of 
plumb so that they could not be accupied 


with safety. Noverthelesa many of the in 
habitants returned to town towards morn- 
ing. 

Garwees 5 and 6 o'clock, however, they 
wore frightened away by furthor subsidence 
ofthe ground and the recurrence ot the 
sumblings, These phenomena have been 
repeated several times during the day and 
the town is practically deserted. As fur as 
known no lives have been lost. 

The disaster was caused by a landslip. 
The town is built upon # comparatively low 
cliff close to the sea, The waves aro be- 
lieved to have undermined tho oliff, which 
thon settled and slipped toward the water, 
carrying with itthe town. Two hundred 
houses were destroyed, 


GEORGIA'S CYCLONE. 


Muoh Property Destroyed anid Consider. 
able Loss of Life Reported, 

Corumpus, Ga., March 6,.—Last night a 
terrible wind atorm swept across several 
counties 50 miles north of Columbus, doing 
great damage and causing considerable loss 
of life. Thestorm came from tlie north- 
west aud struck Groenville, the county seat 
of Meriwether County, about 8.30 o'clock, 
demolishing the business portion of the 
town and a great number of dwellings. 

Thirty-eight stores and dwellings are ro- 
ported to have been blown down and but 
three business houses in the whole town 
were loft intact. Every house was dam 
aged to a greater or less extent. Only one 
person was killed, a negro woman. No one 
Was injured. 

Odessa, a small town near Greenville, is 
reported to have been completely swept 
away; six persons wore killed. At Wood- 
bnry, 10 miles east of Greenville, houses 
were blown down and trees uprooted, but 
fortunately no lives were lost. The people 
at Woodbury are preparing storin pits 
as places of refuge in case of a repeti- 
tion of last night's reign of terror. About 
two miles from the town two negroes and 
one white child were killed. Many are 
reported to be seriously wounded, A heavy 
snow fell also at Woodbury this morning. 

At Molena, in Pike County, a church, 
academy, Pruning mill, two stores and 
several residences were blown down. Five 
lives were lost, a white woman named Mra. 
Foll and four negroes. Telegraph wires are 
down. Trains coming in are delayed, and 
but meagre information can be obtained 
from points distant from tho railway. - 

Advices from Piedmont, Pike County, a 
fow miles distant from Molena, report that 
only two houses out of 20 remain standing. 
A lady named Hawkins was killed and her 
parents badly wounded, Almost everyone 
in the town was wounded to some exteut. 











OSC4R WILDE’S EPIGRAMS. 


“Lady Windermere’s Fan'’ Abounds is 
Things That Sound Well 


Oscar Wilde has bombarded London aso- 
ciety in his play ‘Lady Windermere’s 
Fan” in & way that must convince his 
skeptical New York audiences that he is 
not the arrant idiot that a goodly portion 
of popular opinion whould him to be. At 
least this peculiar esthete, who lunched on 
the contemplation of a hly, has shown 
himself to be an adroit general in the way 
he has trained his guns of satrical epigram 
upon the foibles whioh he sees about him. 
Those who have come within the range of 
his shots will perhaps be converted to the 
belief that Gilbert and Sullivan did not 
know wherrof they sang when they fashion- 
ed their Bunthrone in ‘Patience’ after his 
mold. 

The play as it was produced in Boston 
and as it is now given at Palmer's, 
in New York, has proved enough of 
& success to insure its production 
in other prominent cities, and its 
appearance in Chicago may be anticipated. 
The story is fairly well known. Briefly, 


there is a wealthy husband whose mother- ! 
in-law is an adventuress; his. wife thinks] 


her mother dead. Tho husband tricg to re- 
habilitate the adventuress without his 
wife's knowledge and of course gets himself 
into trouble. The adventuress finally does 
a good deed by saving her daughter from 
the consequences of a rash act committed 
while in a wild state of indignation over 
the husband's attentions to her own mother, 
in whom she suspects a rival. ‘Tho plot ts 
so improbable that little of the value of the 
play lies in this direction. There is, how- 
ever, a wealth of epigram such as no other 
play of the day can equal. Sifted to their 
true meaning these flings at modern 
humanity, with the fashionables of Lon- 
don as an example, may not mean a great 
deal. They sound well, however, when 
delivered across the footlights, and they 
have a penetrating look when reduced to 
type.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


DEBATE ON THE MANITOBA SCHOOL 
QUESTION. 


Mr, Tarte Oensures the Government—The 
Premier Denied He Had Piedged Re- 
medial Legislation or Had Any Terme 


With Archbishop Tache, 


OrrawA, March 7.—At 
four the orders of tho day were reached. 
Mr. D'Alton MoCarthy and Mr, Tarte each 
had bis eyo fixed on Mr; Speaker, who Was 
dalinly contemplating the electrolier inthe 
deiling, and the moment the aswistant clerk 

| dalled ‘No. 21 House again in Committee 
| df Supply,” both "thé momber for L’Islet 
| and the member for North  Simeoe started 
| to ise, 

The member for L’Islet was, the moat ac 
tive and sprang to his feet with the agility 
ot wm cat and called the **Mr Speaker” 
before the somewhat heavier and slower 

thember from North Simcoe had quite got 
into an erect position, He sank back and 
smiled as calmly as” possible, while Mr, 
Tarte held the flooe and ‘began’ rattling 
away io Frenoh on the Manitoba ‘school 
question, keeping up his speech until 10 
minutes to 6, when he started to ropeatihis 
épeech’ in English; but Mr, Speaker thought 
it useless Lo commence 4 Becond speedh ab 
that hour, #o he called it 6 o’clock and left 
the chair. 

After recess Mr. Tarte. continued his 
dpeech, varying the performance » by speak- 
ing in English. He commenced by saying 
that we were face to face witha great poli- 
tical crisis, and asked who was.toblame for 
it. Judging from The Toronto. Mail, 
Winnipeg ‘Tribune and other English 

apers, it was made. to “p ear that the 
Patholte minority was to blame. He de- 
died this. The aims of the public men mt 
Covfederation had not been fulfilled and 
he blamed the people of Ontario for it. He 
quoted from the Confederation debates pagt 
of speeches by Sir George Cartier and Hon. 
George Brown, and contended that the 
Catholics of Quebeo were not Harrow) and 
bigoted, as they were represented to be. 

Ho invited the member for North Simcoe 
(McCarthy) to come down to the Province 
of Quebec and judge for himself. He would 
find the people better educated than the 
people of other provinces. Moat of the 
youbg generation understood English. 

He got round at last to the Separate 
school question and held that the Manitoba 
Legislature had no more right to abolish 
the Separate schools than the Legislature of 
Quebec would have to abolish the English 
lauguage in the Province of Quebec. He 
elaimed® that the’ Dominion’ Government 
dught to protect the Catholic minority. 

He charged ther with having failed. to 
do theit duty. He claimed that Mr. 
Chaplean had been sent down'to Montreal 
to see Archbishop Tache, and asa reault of 
that the Minister of Justice made the re- 
port to council on March 2blast, promising! 
that if the jadgment of the "Supreme Court 
Was reversed-the Manitoba nrinorityshould 
teceive protection and redress, 

He held that the Minister of Justice 
bound himself not to abide by the judg- 
ment of the Privy Council, but to give 
remedial legislation. If Archbishop Tache 
had declined to accept the promise of the 
Government as to remedial legislation he 
felt confident that Sir John Macdonald 
would have disallowed the act of the Mani- 
toba Legislature. 

He read a letter from Archbishop Tache 
referring to promises alleged to have 
been made) by the Government, and 
anid that he stated from {his place 
in Parliament that Hon. Mr. Chapleau, then 
Secretary of State, had gone to Montreal 
and assured Archbishop Tache in the name 
of the Government that there should be 
remedial legislation, as there could not bea 
disallowance of the act. 

He reviewed the circumstances under 
which the Manitoba act was passed, holding 
that the terms of union provided for Separ- 
ate schools, the same as in the ‘Provinoe 
of Quebeo. At that time the Catholics 
were in a majority, but now that the 
Protestants are in a majority of two to one 
they break the compact made with the 
Catholics. 

He wanted to know whether Manitoba 
was tobe allowed to break the contract 
made by the Dominion Government. Be 
denied'the right of the majority to rule, 
and seemed to think, although it was some- 
what difficult to tall ‘whav he meant; that 
minorities could acquire rights which’ could 
not under any circumstances be taken away 
or changed, 

In conclusion, he moved the following 
amendment: ‘!That all’ the words! atter 
‘that’ be struck out and the following sub- 
stituted: ‘That this House desires to ex- 
Bross its dissatisfaction at the action of the 

oyernment in dealing with tho Manitoba 
school question, and in assuming to be pos- 
sossed of judioial fanctions conflict with 
their duty as constitutional advisers of the 
Grown, which assumption’ is wholly un- 
known to the law, and if now acquicsced 
in would be entirely subversive of the 
principle of Ministerial responsibility.” 

Mr, Lariviere followed at some length, 
not agreeing with Mr, Tarte,and in genoral 
terms expressing satisfaction with the 
action of the Government so far, and ex- 
pressing disapproval of the) bringing the 
question up as a party one, 

Sir John Thompson rose at 10,50, and in 
his opening remarks said that the momber 
for L'Islet, in stating his case, had laid 
great stresson its being approached in a 
calm ond judicial spirit, and then he pro- 
cteded to attack the Government because 
it had Bprecnoied the subject in the very 
manner laid down by the hoiiem>mber. 

He said that the Governmont™had been 
attacked as if it was destroying tho rights 
of a provingo to manage edacation, but it 
should be remembered that although the 
92nd section of the British North America 
Act gave the control of education to the 
province, itl was under certain reservation 
and restriction. 

He then reviewed the clauses of the 
British Nerth America Act and the Mani- 
toba Act, and came down to the potitions 

which had been presented and the report 
to council which he madein 189] The 
principle had beon settled by Parliament 
that local acts whioh might be ultra vires 
should not be disallowed but the question 
of constitutionality settled by the courts 
The question was tosted by a suit taken in 
the oity of Winnipeg. 

He upheld the course of the Govern- 
ment in paying the expense of 
the appeal in order to determine 
whether the law was constitutional or not 
Ho then reviewed tho history of the New 
Brunewick school question, and said that 
the Houso had then laid down the principle 
that disallowance should not be exercised 
only on ground that the

Mr, Plaine Never Contemplated Avy Re 
clproelty That Did Not Mean Praott-

Orrawa, March 7.—Hon. Mr, Foster 
yosterday afternoon laid on the table copics 
of minutes of tho noegdtiations which took 
place between Mr, Bjaine, Geo. Fostor and 
the Canadian delegates in February of last 
yoar, The papers are very voluminous and 
would make five or six colamos. 

The most interesting part is that which 
covers the point which has been in contro- 
versy botween General Foster and Minister 
of Finance Foster, as to whether the Cana- 
dian delegates could have obtained recipro- 
city on any other basis than discrimination 
agsinet Great Britain, and an assimilation 
of the customs and excise tariffs of Canada 
and the United States on the lines of the 
latter. 

A perusal of the following extract from 
the minutes of Feb, 16, and eapecially the 
last paragraph, will show that Blaine never 
contemplated any reciprocity which did not 
mean practically commercial union: 

“Mr. Foster said that, in view of Mr, 
Blaine’s ‘positive declaration of yesterday, 
that it would be impossible to negotiate & 
reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and Canada upon tho hasis of natural 
products alone, he would not further 
press that question except to reiterate his 
epinion that a treaty framed upon suche 
basis would not be disadvantageous to the 
United States, bus would be found to result 

uito as favorably to their interests as to 
those of Canada. 

‘As to Mr. Blaino’s declaration of yeuter- 
day that the United States would not be 
inclined to accept a treaty upon any other 
basis than that of a free entry of both their 
natural and manufactured products into 
Canada, coupled with Fiscrimination 
against all other countries, Mr. Foster 
desired to state frankly ond shortly the 
difficulties which stood, in the way of the 
acceptance, of such a basis by Canada.” 

To the first place, Canada would thereby 
be obliged to give a preference to the 
United States as against those of Great 
Britain, with which country she stood in 
the close and valued relation of. a colony to 
the Motherland. Aside from: sentimental 
considerations, it was well kuown that the

she gave us was the right to enter our mar- 
kets on eveu terms with all other countries, 
and auy arrangement, which, denied that 
right brought us face to face with  consi- 
derations of the most weighty and serious 
character. 

In the second place, the question of 
revenue was largely involved. Canada’s 
revenue is derived trom customs, excise 
and public works, very largely trom the 
first. Under all arrangements upon the 
basis indicated by Mr, Blaine, Canada 
would lose at onee about $8,000,000 now 
derived from the United States imports. 
She would also stand to lose a considerable 
proportion of present customs collections 
upon importations “from other countries, 
which would be largely reduced by the un- 
equal competition of free United States 
goods with the more or less highly-taxed 
goods of other countries. 

Mr. Blaine inquired if Canada had an 
other mode of taxation,such as iacomelaak 
or other direct tax. 

Mr. Foster replied that the Federal 
Government had not had recourse to any 
of these forms of taxation, which were not 
popular with the Canadian people, but had 
relied entirely upon the Customs and Excise 
for tax revenue. 

In relation to intérnal revenue, Mr. 
Blaine inquiredas to what articles were in- 
cluded under that head, and’on being in- 
formed that liquors and tobaccos were the 
only articles included he remarked that 
these duties would necessarily have to be 
equalized between the two countries, where- 
upon Mr, Foster observed that such would 
bo necessary, aud. that in doing this 
unless the United States consented to raise 
its rate impost Canada would lose a 
very considerable portion of her present 
excise revenue, inasmuch as her excise tax 
npon spifituous liquora was $1.50 por gal- 
lon, as compared with the United States 
excise tax of $1.20 per gallon 

Upon malt or beer the Canadian tax was 
about double that of the United ‘States 
impost, and upon tobaccos the Canadian 
exeise tax was 26 conts per pound, as com- 

ared with the tax of 6 aud 8 cents in the 

nited States. 

Mr. Blaine ogreed that under the 
conditions ‘that would exist the manafao- 
ture of spirits would naturally bo transfer- 
ted to corn-producing centres. 

Mr, Foster went on to say that a third 
question arose at this point, which was in 
ite way not less important than) the two 
already discussed, namely, granted that 
discrimination.in favor) of United States 
manufactures in the Canadian market was 
necessary, how should the standard of dis- 
Grimination be fixed and what should be its 
degree? Would the Cauadian tariff have 
to be raised to @n equality. of 
that of the United States tariff upon 
these articles, or would the present Cana- 
dian tariff be acospted as sufficient, or 
would Canada be at liberty to fix the rate 
as and when she pleased, provided that the 
principles of discrimination were always 
maintained? He took the item ot woolens 
and wool, and illustrated the above point 
by a comparison of tariffs on those in the 
two countries, 

Mr. Blaine said that this was a vital 
point; that under the existing taritis on 
woolsand woolens in the two countries a 
reciprocity enoh as he (Mr. Foster) contem- 
plated would result in manifest disad 
vantage to the United Btates, whose polio 
was one of large protection on weols 
as )6woll)«6.a8 )=6wooleps. Unless  suoh 
points wore guarded there would 
be no security on the one hand trom smug 
gling along a bordor line of over 3000 miles 
in length or’on the ofher of maintaining the 
present policy of the United States, This 
could, ip his opinion, only be done by mak- 
ing the tariff uniform for both countries and 
ing the Oanadian with that of the 
United States 

Some conversation then ensued as to what 
would be the effeot of such a wide 
‘ iy upon Oanada. 

Mr. Foster assumed that the trade of 
Canada would be directed largely towards 
the United States, os a discriminating tariff 
upon goods from other 
practically prevent her from purchasing 
therefrom manufactured goods of the kinds 
made inthe United States; that hor youngers 
and smaller industries would be exposed to 
& atrong mpetition of ol l-es 
iindustries in the United States, 
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it well to lay thua frankly andl briefly t 
fore Mr, Blnina tho difficultion that 1a 
Canadas whau.askod to, acaopt man basis for 
reciptocity an interchange ofall manula 
tured articles as well nx natucal produ 
and he hoped that Mr had had 
a large exporionoe in negotiating r ity 
and who had ettidied the ob 
might be prepared to 
propose a modified basis’ for the considera 
tion of the Canadian delegation which 
would tend to diminish the revenue diffi 
culticw and avoid.the disturbance of Can- 
ada’s present relations with the Mothor 
Country. 

Ho pointed ont. the generous treatment 
now accorded by Canada to the United 
Statos trade, awd What atthe present time, 
although Canada collects upon all imported 
goods diitinble and free a revenue of a 
per cont.. ‘yet, upon all goods) importec 
from the United States, the percentage of 
duty is only’ 144 per cent, The 
free list given by the United Stntes to 
Canada Inst year amounted to only 811,- 
600,000, while Canada gave the United 
States a free list of nearly $24,000,000. 

Mr, Blaine, after mentioving that this, he 
supposed, wan’ largely due to geographical 
diatrbution, said he could easily underatand 
why Canada was reluctant to enter into a 
treaty of Gnlimited reciprocity, bubjthat is 
was cloar to his mind that no otherarrange-' 
mont would suit the United States, and 
that it muat be accompanied _ b: 
discrimination in favor of tho Unite: 
States, especially against Great 
Lritainse who was.their great competitor, 
and that if must likewise be accompanied 
by the adoption of a uniform tariff forthe 
Upived States and Canada, equa! to’ that of 
the United Staten: «He theli ramarked that 
without absolutely any disgussion on this 
subject” the delegation might proceed to 
consider the other points which had beew 
mentioned. 

The Manitoba school’ question has been 
under discussion all day, andthe debate is 
still going on at midnight, ‘with a fair pros: 
pect of its lasting ai hour 6r two widre. THe 
feature of the day has, of coutse, been Mr. 
McCarthy’s speech, which lasted from half- 
past three to half-past five, but did not 
prove to be by any means one of Mr. Mo 
Carthy’s best efforts. 

He commenced his speach a8 a narrative 
andifan over about the whole @ase without 
any reference to Mr. Tarte’s amendment 
Getting down gradually» to the present po- 
sition of the case, he claimed that the re- 
port to the council of March, 1891, contain- 
eda distinot promise of remedial legisla- 
tion, and he argued at some leugth to show 
that this promise should not have been 
made. 

He objected to the notion..taken by 
council and, held that, the object of the 
whole proceedings was to destroy the 
School re of 1890 passed by the Manitoba 
Government. There bad already been two 
meotings, ; not. to hear the petition on its 
merits, but to deal with forms, and the pro- 
gress made had not been very great, 

In 1891 the Minister of Justice had said 
that the time for remedial legislation might 
come, and now iu 1893 the Premier seemed 
to think that the time had coms. He held 
that some secret. pledge must have beon 
given or some understanding arrived al 
and that the program of remedial legisla 
tion was not being Oarried out. 

Turning to Mr, ‘Tarte’s: amendment, he 
wanted jt tobe cloarly understood that he 
did not agree with the member for L/Isiet 
that the Government should be condemned 
for not disallowing the Act; but what he 
did agree with, and what enabled him to 
support the first part of the amendment, 
was that having before them all the facts 
in the case the Government did not at once 
settle the matter by dismissing the appeal. 
The whole matter might just as woll have 
been settled in September. 

He said that it was nota seemly act 
on the part of the Government to assail the 
constitutionality of a provincial act. It 
inade no difference whether the act was 
utira vires or intra vires. He held that the 
Dominion Government had no right to im- 
pose separate schools on the people of Mani- 
toba ogainst their will. Fully three-fourths 
of the people ot Ontario were opposed to 
separate schools and would abolish them if 
they could 

He entered at some length into tha ques- 
tion of the judicial capacity in which he 
alleged the Ministers claimed to be acting, 
and quoted fully from Dicey’s his- 
tory of the Imperial Privy Council 
to show how the judicial functions bad 
gradually been curtailed agd finally disap- 
proved, making frequent allusions to the 
“Star Chambers” and holding that the 
ministers could not make themselves judges 
and divest themselves of winisterial respon- 
sibility. If they atlempted to exercise 
judicial functions, then the Court of 
Queen's Bench ought to, intervene and by 
writ of certiorari remove the proceedings to 
that court, because the ministers could not 
actas judges when they were practically 
piaintift in the case. 

Sir Hector Langevin followed up to6 
o’clook. He briefly ran over the proceed- 
ings in London at the time of Confedora- 
tion to show the intention of prossing 
separate schools, and gouerally réplied to 
Mr. McCarthy He ‘quoted that 
geutleman’s ~rticle ins Lhe Canadian Magu- 
zine on the public school question in Mani- 
toba to show that the lust part of that 
article was almost identical with « portion 
of Mr. Tarte’s amendment, and it looked as 
if{Mr. Tartoand Mr. McCarthy had put 
their heads togethor in framing the amend 
ment so that they both could stand on it, 

Hon. Mr. Ourtan continued the debate 
after recess, speaking for an hour-and-a- 
half. Devlin followed, championing the 
cause of the Roman Catholic minority, and 
Costigan of holding different 
ground to-day from that in 
1872, when he moved in this House for the 
disallowance of the New Bruvawick non

L say this deliberately, and notwithstand 
ing the fact that to a certain extent I aym 
pathize with my bon, frieod, I sympathize 
with him in bia feeling of indignation at 
the way in which the Roman Catholic in- 
habitants of the province of Manitoba wore 
treated with regard to the soparate schools. 

I sympatiize with him because I know 

that whatever wo may think as to the ad- 
visability of maintaining tho sys- 
tem 0 separate schools or watab 
lishing o system of national schools 
in Manitoba, the manner in which the 
separate school system was abolished was 
barbarous and brutal and butchering. I 
believe, as has been explaiued by my hon. 
friend trom Provencher (Mr. Larivicre), 
that the proceedings taken by tho Local 
Government of Manitoba to enforce and 
carry ont the School Act were such as to 
give the impression that it was their inten- 
tion to add insult toinjary and to outrage 
in every way in their power the feolings 
of the Roman Catholic minority of the pro- 
vince from which I come. LIalso sympa- 
thize with my hon, friend in wishing that 
the Government of Canada had seen fit to 
deal with this question on their own re- 
sponsibility, and not again to refer it to the 
courts. 

But here the sympathy between us ends, 
and when we come tothe question of the 
manner in which this important matter 
ought to have been dealt with 
by the Government of Canada our 
views are bound to be as wide as the 

oles asunder. So, while he regrete that 
Goverament did not disallow or voto the 
provincial legislation of 1890 or 1891, with- 
in the year within which the power of dis- 
allowance may be exercised, and while he 
now says that the Government of Canada 
should come to this House and ask for 
remedial legislation which would have for 
effect the removing of the injury 
under which he believes the Roman 
Catholic mirority of Manitoba to be 
suffering, I consider that any invter- 
ference with provincial legislation by 
the exercise of the power of disallowance 
would be to usurp the right of the province 
to which I belong; and so far am I from 
wishing that anything in the shape of 
remedial legislation should take place, 
my wish is that the Government 
declare openly to this House and 
the country that the matter, having 
been carried from the courts of Manitoba 
to the Supreme Court of the Dominion and 
from the Supreme Court of the Dominion 
to the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, the highest court of appeal to 
which the British colonies can go, and that 
court having decided that the Provincial 
Legislature acted within its rights in pass- 
ing the act in question, that judgment 
should be considered final and binding and 
this local school act upheld, 

As I have already anid, I agree with my 
hon. friend in wishing that the Govern: 
ment should take afirm stand in this mat- 
ter and decide it without reference to the 
courts, but after listening to the speech of 
my hon. friend the First Minister, the ver 
able speech which he has just delivered, 
am almost afraid that the very fact of my 
hon. friend from L’Islet and myself bein, 
ready to jump to a hasty conclusion an 
form an off-hand judgment on a matter 
of this importance is simply a sign that 
neither of usiscut out for acabinet minister, 
and I ain not inclined to cavil at, inuch less 
censure, the course of the Government in 
taking every step they are allowed by our 
constitution to forsare what their legal 
rights are, and also what are the rights of 
the minority under the British North 
America Act and the Manitobn Aot, 
for this is a question which excites 
interest not only in Manitoba but from one 
end of Canada to the other—yes, from 
Cape Breton to Vancouver—and it is more- 
over a question particularly calculated to 
atir the passions of which the human mind 
is capable. 


Let us view the situation for a moment 
and you will find that it bears me out in 
whatIssy. You see on the one sidea 
body of men in this House and the 
country whose views are very similar 
to those expressed by the hon. member for 
L'Tslet (Mr. Tarte), who consider the 
Manitoba School Act an insult to their 
church, an injury to their co-religionista in 
the Province of Manitoba and a breach of 
the agreement, expressed or implied, whioh 
was entered into at the time provincial 
rights were given to Manitoba, and even of 
the understanding under which the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, then Lower Canada, enter- 
ed intu Confederation. 

These Gen lopen naturally enough are 
determined to leave no stone unturned 
to have this injury redressed, this insult 
wiped out, by means of remedial legislation 
in this House, which shall in some way 
render null and yoid this most objectionable 
Act from their standpoint. 

On the other hand, you seo a body of men 
in this House and a vast. number in the 
country whoareopposed toany interferencein 
Provincial legislation, and who are as equally 
determined as the hon. member for L’Islet 
(Mr. Tarte) and his friends. These gentle- 
men, although acting together, standing 
shoulder to shoulder to resist any attack 
upon this Manitoba School Act, may be 
very properly divided into two classes. 

One is opposed to interterence because 
they believe that this act, having been 
decided by the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council to be intra vires of the 
Provincial Legislature, cannot be interfered 
with without a breach of che constitution 
anda gross interference with provincial 
tights. Another class care apparently 
little whether provincial rights are inter- 
ferred with or not, but they approve of the 
system of national and are opposed to the 
system of separate schools, and do not 
desire..to..see..the national schools now 
established in Manitoba interfered with in 
any way. 

I may say there is perhaps a third class, 
composed of men like myself, whio are op- 
posed to interference on both grounds, and 
for myself T can only say that so strongly do 
[ feel on this question that Iam ready to 
oppose tothe best of my ability any at 
tempt to interfere with the Manitoba 
Behool Act, or legislation from any other 
province, and, if necessary, strong party 
man os I am, I am ready to carry 
My opposition so far, if necessary, 
for the time being, as to throw party ties 
to the winds and vote want of confidence 
in the government I am elected to support 
and of whose general policy L most heartily 
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this matter to the courts. 
as I sympathize with my hon friend from 
L'Islet (Mr, Tarte) toa certain extent, I 
canvot wote for his amendment. But I do 
not wish him to be much disappointed at 
that. 

[ hope he will keep up his courage and 
try again, and I can promise him now that 
if it is desired that the Roman Catholic 
minority in the Province of Manitoba have 
tho right to appeal to the Governor-in- 
Council for remedial legislation, and if the 
Governor-in-Counoil decides to grant that 
remedial legislation, if he, the hon. member 
for L’Iulet, will then move a vote of censure 
upon the Government, I will bo very glad 
to second it, 

A Liberal caucus was held this morning 
at which it is said there was a good deal of 
difference of opinion as to supporting Mr. 
Tarte’s amendment, and it was fiually de- 
termined to allow each member to vote as 
he pleased, but itis pretty certain that tho 
groat majority ifnot the whole of the 
Opposition will vote with Mr, Tarte. | 

As to Mr, MoCarthy’s tariff resolution it | 
is understood that it was agreed to support 
it solidly, It is alsosaid that it was agreed | 
not to unnecessarily prolong the session, | 
but to get through as soon as possible,

MERIDIAN, Mias., March 8.—Over 300 
families have been rendered homeless and 
destitute in two districts of Lauderdale 
county by Friday’s cyclone, Reports from 
the farming districts reyeal a distressing 
state of affairs, Farmers aro left penniless, 
with not an ounce. of food or raiment to 
clothe their families, 

In many instances their horses and mules 
were killed, and they are without means of 
tego their ‘crops. Auother muss 
meeting of citizens was held héro yesterday 
to raise funds for the sufferers, 

A liberal sum was subscrited and com- 
mittees were appointed to distribute food 
and clothing among the victims. Two more 
of the injured at Toomsuba have died, mak- 
ing the death list 25 as far as known.

girl 6ntordd the dry goods store of Mr. W. 
KF, Jones, and asked fora situation, When 
questioned sho told o story whic h, if truo, 
demonstrates that there ts living tn this 
vicinity a man devold of parental foollog. 
Her story was as follows Her name waa 
Sarah Ostrandor, aged 12 years, and she 
had Ilved ab Ploton for about o year with 
hor wothor, her fathor having died a yoar 
ago. On Saturday last her mother died, 
aud the remains were buried on Monday. 
On Monday night sho remained with her 
unclo, John Ostrender, who fs an expross- 
mau ab Picton, and has a wife and six 
children. Yesterdsy her uncle took her 
to the Ontarlo Central Rallway station ab 
the above town, and placed her on a trala 
telllng her to go to Bolleyille and look for 
aaltuation. She arrived las} evening ab 
Trenton, and having no money she weab 
to a house occupled by a family pvamed 
Miller who kindly kept her over night. 
This morning she came to the clty upon 
the stage, and Mr. Jones’ was the tirat 
place she enquired for work. Upon hear- 
ing her story Mr. Jones took compassion 
apon her and proyided her with dinner, 
He alao communicated to the Ohlef of 
Pollco Newton, and to that officer the girl 
told a similar story. The chief, in the 
absence of the mayor, Informed Mre.M.W. 
Maolean, president of the Women's Ohrist- 
ian Assoolation, of the clroumstances, and 
an effort was made this afternoon to send 
her back to Picton. 

The poor orphan was rather shabbily 
dreased, and without a cent of 
money. She ifs possessed with a 
foir education and told her story in a man- 
ner which would excite sympathy. Her 
mother’s name before marriage was Bour- 
man, and up to the time of her Illness, 
aboub a month ago, supported both by 
working out. The girl also stated that 
they had lived in Trenton for some 
sime, and were related to some promi- 
nent residents of that town.

Much Litigation Arises out of an Alleged 
False Arrest, 


COUBT OF APPEAL, 


Biaik ys AsseLstTine.—Ina county court 
case In Deo., 1893, a verdiot-was rendered 
for Blair for falso imprisonment and mall- 
clous prosecution, Afterwards Asselstine 
moved the court to seb aside the verdiob, 
The county judge dismissed the motion. 
From his deolaion Asslestine appealed to 
the court of appest. Blair assigned the 
verdiot to his infant daughter, and also 
wiJied ib to her and appointed Mr. E. Gus 
Porter his excoutor. Porter refused to act 
under the will, whereupon at the Instance 
of another infant who married the daugh- 
ter, applled to the jadge and obtained an 
exparte order appointing him next friend 
to proceed with the actlon, This order 
was not attached, bub Asselstine obtained 
on motion to the county judge, an order 
that this next friend moat reveal the action 
within 10 days in the name of the next friend 
as plaintiff, Meantime the appeal had been 
seb down for hearing in Toronto, The next 
friend within the 10 days obtained an order 
reviving the action in the name of the next 
friend as plaintiff, instead of the deceased, 
Anselstine moved before the Oounty Judge 
to seb aside this order on the ground of Ille- 
galiby, because the verdict in an action for 
a wrong {s not a debt, and chose in action 
arisipg ou» of contract existing at the time 
the action was brought. The Jadge dis- 
missed Asselstine’s motion, letting the or- 
der of reyivor stand, The appeal therefore 
had to go on in the name of the next friend, 
and Aassolatine contended, as he did before 
the County Judge, that the assignment was 
invalid, and the order of revivor must fall 
with jt, Tho court of appeal agreed with 
Asrelstine’s contention, and declared that 
as there fa atill no plaintiff, the appeal must 
atand.—Dongall, Q.0.. and Olute, Q.0., 
for Asselatine ; J.P, Thomas for Blatr,

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


LAURIER SPEAKS FOR THE MANITOBA 
MINORITY. 


He Pitohes Into the Government en the 
Beparate School Question—Sir Jenn 


Thompson Glyen a Reception by Hle 


Colleagues Previous to His Departare, 


OTTAWA. March 9,—The afternoon session 
of the House was taken up by Mosars, Amyot 
and Weldon In coutinuing the debate on the 
Manitoba schoo! question. 

Aftor recess Mr, Casey spoke for about an 
bour, At015 Hon. Mr, Laurier rose, amid 
considerable applause, He denied that Mr. 
MoCarthy bad anything to do with framing 
Mr, Tarto’s amendment, With reference to 
the change of negotiations between Mr. 
Chaploau and Aronpisnon Tache, be said 
that of course Mr. Chapleau was not ap- 
pointed under the great seal to negotiate 
with the Archbishop, but it was certain 
that ho bad peverat’ interviows with the 
Arcbbishop, which were all reported. to the

Dealing with the assertion that the Mani- 
toba Government would bow to the judg. 
ment of the Supreme Court, be said that did 
pot cover the whole case, because it was 
based on the idea that the Supreme Court 
would not interfere with the legislation of 
Manitoba. It must be remembered that the 
vory question referred to the Supreme Court 
was very dangerous. The action of the Goy- 
ernmeot all through had been very pb ity. 
Two years ago the winority in 
Manitoba bad appealed and the polls 
should have dealt with it at once. The rea- 
son why ithad not been dealt with was be- 
cause the Government was afraid tu deal 
with it. 

The Government was halting, hesitatiog, 
afraid to decide between the Protestants of 
Ontario and Catholins of Quebec. There wes 
a higher and nobler gyound if the Govern- 
ment. could have brought its courage up to 
striking point and bave decided the question 
from the standpoint of the benefit of the 
whole country. He was o firm believer in 
provincial rights, which was the 
of the Liberal party, He rehearsed 
some of the occasions in which he 
claimed the Liberal party had_ upheld 

rovinclal rights -He held, however, that 

n the matter of education powers were re- 

served to the control of the Government by 
the British North America Act. Tho seo- 
tions in the British North America Act were 
very puzzling. He reviewed at some length 
the circumstance under which the Act was 
framed, and quoted from the Confederation 
debates to show that the intention was to 
secure separate schools to the miuority, the 
aim of the compromise being to secure se- 
parate schools to the Protestant minority in 
Quebec, 

He continued at some length, reviewing 
the manoer in which the rights to separate 
schools bad been established uider the Brit- 
isi North Amorica Act. Hoe then claimed 
that the minority {n Manitoba had been 
treated with barbarous tyranoy and that 
fot One hour should bave beon lost in grant- 
ing rellef, 

r. Laurier next amused bimself and his 
followers by giving a semi-humorous 
review ‘of the proceedings of Council 
when bearing Mr, Ewart, and then 
devoted some time to considering the Otta- 
wa despatches ton Toronto paper of Nov. 
27 and 28, in the last of which it was stated 
that Mr. Lavrier would find it difficult to 
blame the Government for referring the 
matter to the Supreme Coart. 

He said in conclusion that he «would not 
blame the Governmeat for referring the 
matter to the Supreme Court if be felt that 
the referenco was made in’ good faith; but 
he did blame the Government for the long 
delay, and he thought that the reference was 
poly a makeshift 

‘on. Mr. Ouimet said that the action of the 
Government in the past with regard to this 
matter was tho beat ovidence of its intention 
for the future."The Government proposed 
toadhere wthe old policy as laid down b 
the old chigftain, which was that of Britis 
fair play, not MoCarthy fair play, which 
was to strangle the plaintiff before be could 
be heard. 

He accused the Liberals of constantly en- 
deavoring to excite race and religious preju- 
dices,and said that the Conservativeparty 
desired to have all_races and all religions 
treated fairly. For himself he favored 
separate schools and the teaching of religion 
in the schools as well as the three R's 

Briefly reviewing the potition received, he 
held that the Fe involved were purely 
Jega}onespand the proper place to settle them 
was the cou He bad no doubt it was in- 
tended af Coatdgration that the minority in 
Manitoba shouldthave separate schools, but 
it appeared from the judgment of the Privy 
Council that Intentiontad not been carried

He argueti at some. length to show that 
there Were grave doubts as to whe 
ther the Catholics of) Manitoba bad not some 
righf#atill which sould be protected and, 
therefore, it wow rieht that.a reference 
should benradé to the Supreme Court. The

When to Fight Moths, 

A great mistake which the housekeeper 
makes Is to await tho heat of the summer 
before watching for moths. Itisthe worm 
that she should have been on the lookout 
for, which hatches out of the ogg, and as 
the egg ls hardly perceptible to the naked 
eyo (w mero white speck like the polnt of 
a pin), the danger is passed over unsoen. 
It is pow a clearly defined fact that there 
ere three distinct species of wool-destroylng 
moths common {n this conntry, The com- 
monest species are light brown in color. 
They begin to appear late in April, and 
may occastonally be seon flitting about as 
late as August, They pair off, and the fe- 
male then searches for sultable places for the 
deposition of her eggs, working hor way Into 
dark corners, crevices of the wall, oracks in 
the floor or deep In the folds of garments,ap- 
parently choosing by Instinct the least con- 
splouous places. Tho moth lays from 18 to 
140 eggsatatime. From these eggs hatch, 
in a period of from three to seven days 
the white, soft body larvie of worms, all of 
which begin to make a case for themselves 
from the fragments of the cloth upon which 
they feod. The case ts in the shapo of a 
hollow roll. The worm reachos {ts maturo 
growth In thirty alx days, and then remains 
torpld daring the winter, within {ts case, 
which by this time ta thickened and 
fastened at elther end, and ts the full. 
lt Ie the thirty-six daya' 
period, from the time that the eges are 
laid to the time that the worm or grub 
resches full size, that the damage Is done, 
Aftor a thorough alring of a woolen fabrio, 
for the purpose of driving out any concealed 
mothe (for a moth abhors light), and after 
time has been given to the development of 
any concealed egg, you may bo reasonably 
suro that there fs nothing harmfal on tho 
fabrio; thon {t fs as safe done up In a paper 
perce! as {t would be if saturated and bur 
led beneath all the anti-moth remedies tn 
existence,

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PANAMA CANALAFFAIRS 


CONFESSIONS COMING LIKE THUND 
ER CLAPS. 








MI. Baibaut Asks Pardon from His Coun- 
try—Says He Cannet Understand How 
He Could Have Falien So Low—Thinks 
He Has Sallied France. 


Panis, March 10,—Interest in the Panama 
trial is increasing, and the greatest curios- 
ity is shown as to coming developments. It 
is reported that the frankness with which 
Charles De Lesseps told his story has caused 
surprise and some constérnation in certain 
high circles, and that considerable anxiety 
has been felt in the samequartera as to sub- 
= ae testimony. The approaches to the 
Palais de Justice, ns well as the court room, 
were thronged this moraing, and there was 
a buzz of yossip among the spectators, 
which lasted until the presiding judge, 
Desjardines, took his seat. 

The judge proceeded to interrogate M. 
Marcus Fontaine, The latter stated in 
reply that he was a member of the Board of 
Management of the Panama Canal Company 
when the transactions with M. Baihaut 
occurred. He described the visit of M. 
Blondin, who assured the board that M. 
Baihaut would introduce a bill authorizin 
the lottery bonds if the Panama Canal 
Company would make a substantial pe- 
cuniary sacrifice, and that the money would 
be used to procure publicity for the scheme. 

M. Fontain further admitted that, 
acting under the direction of Charles 
de esseps, he visited M. Blon- 
din. He found M. Baihaut there. Bai- 
haut said: 

“The money in question will be used in 
promoting the interests of the country.” 

Charles de Lesseps thereupon proceeded 
to discuss with M. Blondin the question of 
the million francs claimed by Baibaut, 
The matter was eventually settled at Fon- 
tane’s residence, 

In reply to the presiding judge, M. Fon- 
taue continued: ‘‘Some of the drafts pay- 
able to bearer were issued to pay for ad- 
vertising, and others to satisfy the robbers 
who had waylaid us like footpads,” 

This closed the interrogation of M. 
Fontane for the time being and next fol- 
lowed the great sensation of the day. 

M. Baibaut was called upon to answer 
interrogatories, the presiding judge ad- 
dressing the questions to the accused. M. 
Baihaut showed a disposition at first to 
throw the blame upon M, Blondin who had 
acted as the go-between in the negotiations. 
Baijhaut said: 

“T acted at the instigation of Blondin, to 
whom I gave 7500 francs. I have wished 
to restore the money I received, but I tear- 
ed thereby to accuse myself.” 

Up to this moment M. Baihaut had 
spoken clearly and with apparent self-con- 
trol. Now he broke down, and with a piti- 
ful expression of sorrow and despaic he ex- 
claimed in a broken voice: 

“T acknowledge having been led astray. 
Iam guilty! My words express my grief, 
and repentance I feel. I do not understand 
how I could have fallen so low. I ask par- 
don of my country, whose good name I have 
perhaps sullied!” 

As soon as M,-Baihaut regained his self- 
control, he said: ‘I submit in adyance to 
any sentence which the court may pass 
upon mie.” 

M. Blondin was questioned by the pre- 
siding jadge as to how he came to act as 
intermediary between the Panama Com- 

anyand M. Baihaut. He admitted that 

oc had settlod matters connected with the 
payment of the bribe. Qharles DeLesseps 
pax handed M. Baihaut 250,000 francs at 

M. Baihaut’s house and 125,000 more in the 
lobby of the Senate. 

M. Baihaut, recalled and cross-examined 
by counsel for the Panama creditors, stated 
that M. Blondon had obtained a commission 
on the transaction between him and M. 
DeLesseps. 


In tne midst of M. Baihaut’s state- 
ment M. Fontaine sprang to his feet 
and shouted: ‘Lhat statement is a tissue 


of falsehoods, The witness has not spoken 
a word of truth.”

from their hearts up to their uostrils,

AFFAIRS IN GERMANY. 


THE ARMY BILL HAS NOT BRIGHT 
PROSPECTS. 


Bad Setbacks in Committoe—Jow-Lallor 
Ablwardt Breaks Out Again in the 
Retohstag—The Kaiser and the Pope— 
Movement in Hungary.§ 


Berury, March 13.—Once more the op- 
ponents of the Army bill are jubilant, They 
declare that the Government sustained a 
decisive dofeat Saturday by the committee 
of 28 rejecting essential clauses, bub the 
organs of Chaneollor von OCaprivi respond 
that the result of the committee's action 
will be a negative ono and that it leaves the 
fate of the Fin unsettled, They add that 
even if a majority of the committee finally 
refuses to compromise the Government will 
not coase the struggle until it challenges a 
vole ava plenary sitting of the Reichatag. 

Take what course the Government may, 
says Cho Froisinnige Zeitung, commenting 
ino gleeful article on Satarday’s events, 
“Chancellor von Capriyi has only the alter, 
native of the dissolution of tho Reichsta” 
or rétirement from office.” 

Both the confidence expressed in official 
circles in the eventual acceptance of the bill 
and the certainty expressed by the oppon- 
ents of the measure in its defeat are fen- 
tures of a game of bluff on either side, The 
truth is, the Government is realizing more 
and more how difficult it will be to obtain 
any form ot bill worth having, and it is 
Manmuvering for time during which it 
hopes to take advantage of the, dissonsions 
of the Centrist party to seoure a small 
majority. 

The Freisinnige, members also feel that 
their position is rendered insecure by the 
divisions within the party. Led by Herr 
Hinzé, w fall mesting of the Freisinnige 
miémbers of the Reichstag was held, and 
after a heated interchange of views, 
which lasted threé hours, the disven- 
sion” was marked ‘by an  agroement 
that. the . party. as, such would  con- 
tinue to rejoct the Government's demands 
in/toto, leaving each*member to follow his 
individual conviction.’ Despite the denials 
to the contrary itis obvious that a Tight 
and left wing exist, and these are likely to 
weaken the party at a critical moment, As 
proof of this statement the fact cau be 
cited that Herr Riokert was not present at 
yobterday’s meeting of tho cominittee. 

Similar conditions provailin. the Centre 
party. Count Von Ballestrem, the leader 
of the party, who is favorable to the Army 
bill, absonted himself from the meeting. 
While maintaining,a surface appearance of 
unity the party is fast dividing into two 
factions, the Catholid! Democrats, and the 
Catholic Bedéral, the | latter mostly com- 
prising Prussian autocrats, who are ready 
to make common Cause with the Prussian 
Conservatives. For tho present the Centrists 

Jawait the issue of the debate on the Jesuit 
qulstion in the Reichstag. 

This,debate was, fixed to take place on 
March 15, Through the strategy of Presi- 
dent yon) Levetzow,. who, act in union 
with the Chancellor, who wants (the dis- 
cussion delayed, the motion in regard to 
the return of the: Jesuits to Germaoy' has 
been postponed. The time iv not” yet op- 

ortune forthe Government to déclare its 
intentions in this matter.” The negotia- 
tions with the Vatican, though almost hope- 
less, still procéed.. Gen. von Loe, who was 
enpalite an the Special Enypy of Emperor 
William to convey to the Pope His Majesty's 
congratulations on the occasion of the 
Pontiff's Episcopal Jubilee, has returned 
with a papal decoration, but if his mission 
had any politicalend in view the result 
shows that heis & complete failure"as a 
diplomat. 

Count, von Ballestrom had been left with 
nominally tree action; the , Pope, in the 
interviews which took plage ‘bétween him- 
self, Cardinal Rampolla and Gen. yon Loe, 
declining to interfere with the course of the 
Centrist leader, whatever that course might 
be. Count von Ballestrem;-it is said, is 
secretly offering the Chanicelfor the support 
of the Centrists in oxchange for:the read- 
mission of the Jesuits.’ Throtgh this tangle 
of party schisms and lobby intrigues the 
Army bill may emerge safe, but not tor 
mapy days.

The 
Chancellor, Herr’ Ahlwardt said, had 
called him a libeler. He maintained that 
hebhd only fulfilled a patriotic duty in re- 
veiling’ the faults of those who had en- 
trustea Jews with the armament of the 
German forces. He repeated amid chill 
ing silonce his accusations against the Goy- 
ernment for taking the defective Loewe 
rifles. 

Daring the same debate Herr Richter 
asked whéther the budget included the sums 
paid to néwspapers for snpportingtlie Army 

il Chancelloy von Capci¥ilindigduntly 
denied that a‘sihgle pfennig Had been so ex- 
pended, 

The latest (\developmént in) thé)agrarian 
question is the Govarnmeént’s proposal to es- 
tablish a Chaoniber of-Agriculturé.,\ A bill 
Will be introduced in the Laniltag creating 
such a chamber, whioh will be regulated by 
Government officials. .

THE QUESTION OF SUNDAY OBSERV: 
ANCE DISCUSSED 


From a By Mr. 
Chariton In Connection With Canada's 
Exhibit Atthe World's Fair—The Treaty 
With France Not Satisfaotory, 


It Arose Resolution 


Orrawa, March 14.—After rontine Mr, 
Laurier asked whether a returning officor 
had been appointed for Vaudreuil, and was 
informed by Me, Foster that the same 
officer whototed at last election had been 
reappointed, and the writ had been issued, 
Nomination on Sth, polling oo )2th of April. 

In reply to Mr. Edgar's question about 
the Widanes in the Caron commission Mr, 
Costigan said that the evidence was printed 
and had been distributed. The exhibits 
were being printed and would be ready as 
acon ag poasiblo, 

The following bills were read a third time 
and passed: 

Rolating tothe Carade Tilo Arsurance 
Company. 

To incorporate the Woodmen of the 
World. 

To revive and amend the act to inoor- 
porate the Equity Insurance Company and 
to change the namé'to St. Lawrence losur- 
ance Company. 

The following bills wero read a second 
time and referred to committee; 

To incorporate the North American Canal 
Company. 

To incorporate the Canadian Gas Associa- 
tion, 

To amend act respecting the Nova Scotia 
Permanent Benefit Building Society and 
Savings Fund, 

Un the motion for the second reading of 
the Divorce bill from the Senate for therelief 
of Martha Ballantyne, the House divided and 
the scoond reading was carried 72 for to 31 
against, The bill was referred to Private 
Billa Committo,as were also the bills for the 
relief of James Balfour and Edmund H. 
Howard. 

The notices of motion were run through, 
and those unopposed were carried. 

Mr, Charlton then moved the following 
resolution: 

“That in the opinion of this House the 
Canadian department of the Columbian 
Exhibition should be closed on Sunday, in 
accordance with British example at pre- 
vious oxhibitions, in deference to the 
Christian sentiment of the country and 

as a ~recogiition) of the duty rest- 
ing bpon an avowedly Christian people to 
refuso by Official act to do violence 
to Christian principles, and to decline to 
lend ald or countenance to any course that 
will deprive official, caretaker or laborer 
of Christian liberties or privileges, or will 
invite or compel any class of the population 
to violate divine requirements relating to 
the observance of the Lord’s Day as a day 
of rest."’ 

Mr. Charlton spoke at some length in 
support of his motion, claiming that the 
opening of the exhibition on Sunday was 
opposed to the Christian sentiment of the 
people of Canada’ He did not want to 
leave the matter to the Government, but 
desired to have an expression of opinion 
trom the House, 

Mr, McMullen thought it would be a 
national disgrace if the Canadian section 
was open on Sunday. 

Mr. Amyot said Sunday was the only 
day on which workingmen would have an 
opportunity of visiting the exhibition, and 
they ought to have an opportunity of doing 
ry 


10. 

Mr. Maclean said that while he might 
lay himself open to the charge of being a 
Sabbath breaker, he nevertheless held tnat 
this was a case that when in Rome do as 
the Romansdo. The mover of the resolu- 
tion had said it was in the interest of the 
workingman. The speaker was just as 
much a friend of the workingman as Mr, 
Charlton. Yet he recognized that with the 
increasing complexities of civilization there 
must be more or leas Sunday labor, and 
therefore a law ought to be passed declar- 
ing that no man should be com- 
pelled to work more than six days 
out of seven, and he would support a law 
to that end if introduced by Mr. Charlton, 
Great companies who had to inflict Sunday 
labor on their hands did in many cases, and 
ought to in all, increase their number of 
hands by one-sixth and compel one-seventh to 
knock offevery day. In this way they 
give olla day of rest. This was the prac- 
tical philanthropia view of the question. 

The question of Sunday pan tad been up 
in Toronto not long ago and 10,000 of the 
voters of that city, including the Anglican 
Bishop and the Roman Catholic Archbishop, 
had, with other clergymen, voted for it and 
14,000 against it. Next time it came up it 
would carry. 

Many good men had favored the opening 
of the exhibition on Sundays. \He was not 
ashamed to admit that he had spent Sun- 
days in the museums and picture galleries 
of Europe, and a few months ago HW Was in 
Chicago and spent o profitable ‘Sunday 
afternoon in the newart gallery there, The 
fecling of many of the best people of Chi- 
cago was thatif the exhibition was closed 
on Sundays the people would go to BAloons 
sud beer gardens instead, (Hear, hear.) It 
was not necessary tor us to take any atand 
at present, but to leave thé matter in the 
hands of the Government and sco what 
Groat Britain and the other-colonies did. 

Mr. Foster would like to say a fow words 
before the vote was taken. ‘Tho practical 
side of the question was in regard to Sun- 
day labor in connection with the many 
businesses ‘and. different. kinds. of labor, 
such as the running of trains and the difier- 
Bot lines of travel whilst the exhibition was 
in progress. Bat Canada was not the 
manager of the oxhibition. The exhibi- 
tion was held’ ‘and entirely within the con- 
trol of the United States. ‘Those who went 
there wero invited to exhibit their different 
articles, As to whether it would be open 
or closed purely depended on tho United 
States. It might vory well be that the result 
which the United States will arrive at will 
be opposed to by somo, but that will not 
affect the conduct of the United States. 
Whother tho exhibition remained closed or 
open on the Sabbath would be determined 
alone by the United States.Thonsetrains would 
go there and tho labor would go on just the 
same no matter how the Canadian Parlia- 
ment might protest or not protest. The 
only thing Canada could do was to close the 
Oanadidn department,’ and that’ was of no

New York, March 14,—A Panama letter 
says: Political feeling in Poru is running 
high, and the newspapers of the interior 
give frequent accounts of unusual acts of 
violence growing out of lozal discussion be- 
tween union civicas, or followers of Dr.

COL. RANKIN IS DEAD, 
HE HELPED TO MAKE TH HISTORY 
OF ¢ {ADA 
trained as a Civil Kogiveer-Fought aaa 

Kebel—Traveled With Indians—Vecame

Rankin, father of MeKeo Rankin, the 
actor, died yesterday morning iftec a two 
monuthe’ illnesa trom dropes 
Iu the death of Col Acthur Rankin, 
Canada lose citizen who bia oecupind a 
very conspicuous place ib ile history for 
more than halls oeatury Pie story of his 
life ie the history of hia country and ho 
himaclf waa one of the heroes in the tale 
The son of an Irish officer, who had fought 
under Wellington on the fiokl of Waterloo 
and had shared in the glory of tho Penin- 
sular war, Arthue Rankin was born in o 
martial atmosphere and all his life he has 
been a splendid representative of the race 
he sprung from Aman of wide intellec- 
tual accomplishments, cu.ture ds tastes and 
atriking dignity of manners, he will loug be 
remembered by those who have known him 
asu thorough geutioman 
Arthur Rankin was born in’ Montreal in 
1816. Thero ho received his education and 
was trained for his profes ion as a civil en- 
ginger, Coming west when a young man, 
aud ata tine full of stiveing inonlents, he 
r soon became a conspicuoisa lgure The 
mutterings of discontent over thu old family 
compact were beginning to be heard from 
one end of the country to the other and 
soon culminated in the rebellion of 1837, 


young Rankin joiniog tho Loyalists as ao 
Ulver. 

It was on Dec, 4 that 400 patriots crossed 
from Detroit and landed a short 
above where the ferry dock now stands and 
in an hour were utterly defouted and routed 
at the battle of Windsor. It was tor the 
valor displayed on the field that day that 
young Lisat, Rankin onjoyed the distino- 
tion of having hia name publicly honored in 
the House of Lords by the distinguished 
Lord Brougham. 

To bea gentleman in those Juys was to 
be of necessity a disciple of the code of 
honor and until the duel was made a crime 
by law he never allowed an insult to go 
unchalfenged if ho felt his udversary en- 
titled to his recognition. Sometimes toa 
few friends he would forget his usual ro- 
ticence and recount the incidents of his re- 
peated attempts during a session of Purlia- 
ment, away back inthe fifties, to induce 
the premier, the late Sir John A, Macdon- 
ald, to challenge him for his utterances on 
the floor of the House. But the wily states- 
man allowed his irritated adversary to hung 
his wrath and in after years they became 
warm friends, 

In 1840 very romantio courtship ended 
in the marriage of Mury, daughter of Col. 
Alexander McKee, to Col, Rankin, and the 
social position that the young couple ocou- 
pied for forty years in their home at Thorn- 
field and in eastern cities is evidence of how 
happy the union was. Three years later, 
in Nf 27th vear, Mr, Rankin started on his 
tour to England with a large band of 
Ojibway Indians, giving exhibitions of the 
red man in all his characteristics, 


distance 


had been strongly iuterested in qlestions of 
national interest, andin 1854 the oppor- 
tunity to enter public life, for which he 
had been waiting for a long time, at last 
came, Col. Prince had been called up from 
Parliament to the Legislative Council and 
at the end of a keenly fought contest with 
his son, the late Albert Prince, Arthur 
Rankin became a meniber of the House of 
Commons for the Conaty of Essex, at a 
time when two or threo of the greatest 
auestions in the history of his country were 
soon to be adjusted. Lord Elgin was 
Governor-General. 

Six years before this time he had written 
an article in a Canadian journal advocating 
a confederation of all of the provinces, 
which at that time received a good deal of 
attention. Long after this, and 1S years 
after his public advocacy of the scheme, he 
had the supreme satisfaction of seeing it all 
accomplished by the union of all partiedand 
all the provinces concerned. 

In uridition to his public duties Col. Ran- 
kin engaged in many important enterprises, 
soinetimes meeting with great financial suc- 
cess and as often falling in with misfortuues, 
Almost 50 years igo he was led by tho tales 
of explorers to investigate the rumors of mi 
eral wealth on the shores of Lake Superior, 
and on Dec, 4, 1846, opened thie first mine 
in the Bruce mining district, an enterprise 
that was afterwards comsdlidated into the 
Montreal Mining Company. When the 
Cathcart comedown the Detroit River in 
the spring of 1847, with 300 tons of copper 
Ore consigned to Baltimore, it carried the 
first cargo from that rich field of mineral 
wealth that ever came down tho lakes. 

His very last utterances in reference to 
passing events wero made but « tew days 
since. ‘‘For my own country,” said lie, 
“some great change will surely come with- 
in the next quarter of a century, and if I 
were young again the schome of imperial 
federation would commend itself strongly 
tome. It may be mythical and perhaps 
impossible, but nothing can be fairly called 
a myth that all agree would be a success if 
it could be accomplished.”

Concession—Ue Ie Replied To By Dr, 
Montague, Who Says His Polloy Ie ao 
Shot.Gon Prescription—The House Is 
Treated To An Interesting Debate 
HNotwoen the Two Mowbers. 


Orrawa, March 15.—At. 3.27 o’clook 
Hon. Mr. Foster moved that tho House go 
into committe of supply, and immediately 
Mr. MoCacthy rose and moved the follow- 


ing resolution: ; 
That since the introduction of the pro- 


tective system suthoient timo has olapsed 
for the establishmont and development of 
such manufacturing industries as under 
conditions «can. be ‘successfully 
earried on in Canada; moreover, many 
manufacturers, sheltered behind the ratn- 
part thus erectod, have formed combina- 
tions and trusts which prohibit competition 
and create and maintain monopolies; 

That tho existing tariff, defensible ouly 
as a protective meassare, bas proved in 
many instances oppressive and burdensome 
to the groat mass of the consuming clasves 
and especially to those engaged in agricul- 


{ricidence und has been productive of dis- 


content verging op disloyalty among those | 


who suffer from its injustice; 

That no safficient reason 
duced or exists requiring investigation re- 
specting the foregoing facts, which are no- 
torious, nor justifying delay in the passage 
of remedial logislation; which is impera- 
tive; 

That in the opinion of this House the 
tariff ought to be at once amended in re- 
He of the miatters: herein indicated, and 
tlao by the substantial reduction of ous- 
toms duties in favor of the United King- 
dom, in whose markets all Canadian pro- 
ducts are admitted duty free, and of those 
nations which under treaty obligations 
with Great Britain would be eftitled to the 
fame ndvawages, graduated, however, so 
as oot unnedbssarily to prejudice the busi- 
ness Of the Country nor to do wrong to 
those who have imported and paid duties in 
accordance with its provisions; 

And this House declares, ita readiness to 
niake a like rediiction in favor dt such other 
ake of the empire or with such other 
oreign countries, especially the United 
States of America, as are willing to recipro- 
cate in matters of trade with Canada on fair 
and equitable terms. 

He said that be made fio apology for 
bringing up the trade question again, al- 
though it had been fully debated already, 


because it had so far boen treated 
as if the National Policy had alwhys 
heen the policy of the Conservative 


party, and free trade always the policy of 
the Opposition. This was not so. The 
National Policy had onJy been adopted in 
1876, and he proposed to show what was in- 
tended when the policy was adopted. , 

He then quoted the »resolutions intro- 
duced by Sir Jobn Macdonald in 1876, 1877 
and 1878 to show that Sir John had not at 
first contemplated any great omount of 
proven as opposed to freetrade. He ré- 
erred tothe speeches of Mr. Colby and 
others, some of whom, like Mr, Colby, he 
clasted as protectionists and othera as 
stilladhering to free trade. He quoted 
from the campaignsapcoches of 1878 
to show thafit was anticipated that the 
National Policy would secure the home 
market fo the farmer, ang quoted freely 
from Mr, Oolby’s #peech to show that it 
was not anticipated that protection would 
increase prices or tend to create rings or 
combines, It was not intended that the 
syitem of protection should be périnanent, 
but that it should be used tor the fostering 
of indGstries until Pep artis able to sup- 
ads themselves, and that there should then 
re a return to free or freer trade. 

Hosthought that the time had now 
come when those manufactures. which 
were | Pas }, to continue could sup- 
port Siems ives. It Had heen contended 
in the initiation of the policy that prices 
would not be advanced or combines formed, 
oud that if such combines wore formed 
thoy would be promptly put down. Tha 
two propositiong.on which he had supported 
the National Policy word that prices would 
not be. enhanced, and second that combines 
would not be formed, and if they were, the 
protection to those combines would be 
taken away. 

He thon proceeded to argue that those 
anticipations had not. been real- 
ized, and he held that the time 
had come when protection should be taken 
away, There was not an industry now 
which was not In a as to be 
practically a monopoly, Inany case thore 
Was somé trust or other combination. He 
hold that some advantagos had flowed from 
the National Policy; but there had been in- 
dustrigs established long before the Na- 
tional Policy came into existence. He 
challenged the correctness of the census 
statistics of industries, and attributed the 
great increase in the number of omployes 
to the difference in the way-- of 
posing the _enumerators. . in "1891. 

no. 1881 there — Was | not ‘the same 
incentive to find persons employed in in- 
dustrial pursuits, because i 1891 the 
orumoerators wore paid 15 certs a hundred 
for all the employes found Eo said we 
wore not to attribute all the increases to 
too. National Policy, booause such industries

If we sold our butter, wheat, 
our, etc., to Britain it was because they 
wore the best she could get. There was a 
time when Canada appealed to Britain to 
take down her barriers, and that appeal 
was not heard in vain. [Cheera.] She did 
not disregard the voice of the colony. 
{Hear, hear.) Thon in I891_ the 
member for South Oxford inoved a 
resolution that wo should take 
down our barricrs against the United States 
in the expectation that they would follaw 
suit and take down theirs against us. The 
member for Simcve was putting o similar 


resolution, only that he was inserting the. 


word Britain instead of the United States. 
[Cheers.] lf our trade with Britain was to 
remain great we would require to have busy 
industries. " 

Then, when Canada went to seck for bet- 
ter trade with the United States, as she 
might do, Mr. McCarthy ought to see that 
his resolution would be at once a barrier 
against us obtaining the same.

He 
told about the burdens upon the 
Cinadian farmer and he wound up by show 
ing that the only farmers that could com 
pare with the farmora of Canada were « 
thousand times worse off than tho farmora 
of this Dominion,

Tn 1891 he accepted a Conservative nomi- 
nation, and in his speech at Stayner he de- 
clared that he agreed in the main with the 
Liberal-Conservative party, and that the 
points, those poinss on which he disagreed 
with the party, were so small that he did 
notsee tat his nomination to address a 
single word with regard to them. 

And then there came that trying time 
in the history of the Conservative party 
and the history of this country when the 
old chieftain, who through mavy vears, in 
storm and sunshino, had fea the Conserva- 
tive forces to victory at  Ernscliffe, 
on the banks of the Ottawa, lay 
fighting that hopeless contest with a re- 
lentless foe from the result of which there 
was no appeal. Whenthe end came the 
Conservative members of both Houses met 
with sad and gloomy hearts to express 
their sorrow for the demise of the great- 
est Canadian that his ever occupied 
a place in public affairs, and the member 
for North Simooe, who was the mouthpiece 
of the Conservatives of the two Houses on 
that occasion, penned an address to the 
widow of that deceased statesman. 

The charges preferred against the N.P. 
were the same old charges which 
had been heard in that House many times 
over. He made atatements that would 
put Sir Richard to blush for their enmity 
without one word of proof, (Hear, hear. ] 
The only proof produced was Tho Globe. 
Well, he was hard up for proof. (Laugh- 
ter.) In The Globe Mr. McCarthy nize 
found that there was disloyalty lurking in 
some quarters of Canada, disloyalty because 
ofthe N.P. That could not be disloyalty 
with Britain, because Britain had nothing 
to do with the N.P, 

If it was political union with the United 
States these people desired it was not a 
tariff of 30 per cent, that they were fleein 
from to go to a country where the tari 
was 30 percent. Sir Richard Cartwright 
had accused the manufacturers of Canada 
of stealing $30,000,000 from the Dominion 
Treasury, but to use the language of the 
member for North Norfolk, the mem- 
ber for Simcoe Jwent him one better 
aud said they amounted to $90,000,000. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The statement was too ridiculous to need 
contradiction. The statement also that 
the foundries were making 60 per cent. pro- 
fits was simply nonsenss, He showed thatthe 
arguments of Mr. McCarthy in regard to 
tweeds and agricultural implomenta were 
equally erroneous. As for the latter, they 
were as cheap asin the United States. In 
the Northweatto-daythe priceof binders was 
only about five per cent. difference either 
one way or the other between Canada and the 
United States. Ho gave statistics to show 
that underthe N. P. the cotton industries 
in Canada increased so as to give omploy- 
ment to an increase of 7000 hands. Before 
Mr, McCarthy could talk of combines he 
would have to show that they had Increased 
prices. 

In conclusion he reviowed tho last por- 
tion of Mr. MoOarthy’s amendment respect- 
ing special trade relations with the United 
States, and showed that Canada had always 
been willing to have fair trade with the 
United States or any other country. Ina 
vory brilliant peroration he drew a bright 
picture of the development of the country 
and m moat hopeful forecast for her future

A HINT IN FORESTRY. 


Tree Growing a Profitable Industry 
Under Certain Clrounstances, 

The Department of Agriculture at Wash 
ington has a Forestry Branch, and in many 
ot the Northern Stutes Commissioners are 
appointed to look after the torests of the 
States and encourage their preservation be- 
cause of their great value to the whole pro- 

erty interests of the country. In the 

Veatern States in which are, or were, ex- 

tensive treeless tracts, the planting of large 
areas to forest trees, valuable either for 
timber or protection from ethe very pro- 
valent bleak winds of those regions, has 
been encouraged and stiinulated Ly suitable 
legislations ‘I've ~Mistern States, ouce 
heavily tim¥ered, ar agitating the matter 
more and More evrnestly ag the eyil etlects 
of denudation of lurve areas become ap 
parent, and strenuous etorts are being 
made in New York and New Hampshire 
uspecially, to have the Stato bay the tim 
beved lands around the head waters of the 
larger rivers in order Lo conserve the agri- 
cultural arid commercial welfare of the 
country watered by the outfowing streams. 
The matter comes up every winter in our 
own Stcte Legislature, and itis not neces 
sary to give the very strong arguments 
which are used in its behalf, 

Che particular point to which attention 
8 called ut this time is the profit of plant 
ing tunber trods on the rough, hilly, focky 
pasture lands in. Western Neve York, cs 
pecially in che soothern tier of* counties 
Even_in #0. Weavilyimbered a State as 
Maine, the farmers are beginning to see the 
importanes, from a pecuniary point of view, 
of planting titaber trees. It has been sac 
cessfully tested in Southern) New) Hamp 
shire, and the Lewiston, Me., Journal says 
there is no reason Why the young forest 
growth should not have as much protection 
aS guine, and thaton the thin, rocky soils 
white pine can’ be grown with little care 
and great profit 

A sapling pine growth is a constant source 
ofincome after the trees are 10 or 12 vears 
old. Those ‘left 25 to 30 yéars’ are 1 arge 
enough to be sawed into box boards, orstave 
bolts. Hf fheltrecn were pldaled on fairly 
good sojl the distance between. the rings of 
branches will be Jong enough for barregl 
staves. If the ground is poor the trees grow 
more slow ly, and the distance between the 
whorls is leas, but great enough to supply 
Waves for mackaryl kits, tubs, ete Phe 
timber is worth more if barrel ataves can be

Prily Hntelliqencer, 


DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


DISCUSSING A TUNNEL AND MUNCH 
ING APPLES 


Another Attack on Hribery at Blactions 


Niokel Adopted Divorces 


Colnage 


Granted— Fresh Water Fishing-—An 
Old Election Onso 
OTTAWA, March 16 Two annual 


customs wore observed yesterday, Uno was 
that great bore, the proposed 
Prince Edward Island tunnel, and the 
other was the distribution of apples 
amongst-th® mombéfmof the House and of 
the proas by Mr, Georgo Taylor, chief Gov- 
ernment Whip. 

Mr, Taylor. established the custom a yoar 
or two ago of sending barrel of winter 
applea Into room 16 for the Conservative 
mombers and the Press room, but this 
year ho improved on himsclfsby, sending 
in two barrels, with the -rosult that the 
whole House waa treated to apples, Every 
desk in the House was decorated with four 
or five apples, and much munching varied 
thu business of the first half hour of ehe 
House, 

Iu the five minutes before 6 o'clock, and 
which may be the list opportunity this ses- 
sion for private members toget their motions 
before the House, Mm Maclean got the 
House to adopt aresolution in favor of a 
nickel coinage in place of the present five 
cent pieces anil the copper, cents.

The House then went into committee on 
Mr. Weldon’s bill to disfranchise persons) 
who havojtaker/bribes at elections, 

Mr, Jeannotte at once tried to repeat his 
teick motion that the committee’ rise, but 
this time it was yoled down and the House 
passed the whole evening in committee on 
the bill, but did not make any great pro- 
gress. only four;clauses being carried. On 
the fifth clause Mr, Jeannotte moved an 
amendment, that the person offering a bribe 
should be disfranchised, as well as the per- 
son accepting it, whicly was carried; and the 
committee rose and reported progress and 
the House adjourned at 11.40. 

It is not likely'that the bill will be reach- 
ed again this session. 

Owners of Yorkshire coach horses have 
aupposed that that valuable class of horses 
had been omitted from the premiam list of 
the Chicago Exposition, and have asked 
that a special class be made for them. A 
letter from Mr. Buchanan, chief of tho 
agricultural department of the fair, to the 
Canadian commissioner, received to-day, 
states that this is. impossible, but-that. the 
Yorkshire coach horses were found in most 
cases to haye, been registered in the Cleve- 
land Bay stud books, and therefore they 
could be shown. and. would be eligible for 
the awards offered in the Cleyelund Bay 
class, 

Letters from Chicago say that Mr. Dimock 
is urging forward the preparations for the 
installation of the Canadian exhibits as 
rapidly as possible. 

A very large deputation from Colling- 
wood, ‘Thessaton, Spanish River and other 
placés on Georgian Bay, had an interview 
with Hon. John Costigan, acting Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, to-day with re- 
ference to recent changes in the regulations 
for fresh water fishing. ‘These regulations 
provide that next year the size of the mesh 
in the netaused shall be increased from 
4 3-4 inchesto 5 inohes, and.the Jength of 
the net used shall be limited to 6000 feet 
for each boat. 

At present the boats use nets cunning 
from 15,000 to 20,000 feet. A very iarge 
business is done on thé Georgian Bay in 
freezing fresh fish, and. am: considerable 
amount of capital is invested.

That part of the consus relating to Indus 
trial establishments is bslag made ‘the ob 
ject of a gonoral abtack by theLiberal proes 
and pirliamentariaus. Before the census 
was begun there were preparatory outorles 
from the same quarters that !b would be 
{inaccurate and would swell the total popu- 
lation beyond the actual figures, 1 ts 
belong sought to create an Impression that 
the indastrial statistics are wrong, by con- 
founding the words manufactorles and In- 
dastrial establishments, While in one 
sense the meanings are the samo, popularly 
they differ. Tho census bulletins, how- 
ever, plalaly state what the statistics of 
**manufactures” include, An indastrial 
establishment, they declare, Is a place 
where one or/more persons are employed 
**in manufacturing, altering, making up or 
‘*chhuglng from one shape to another ma- 
“*terlal for sale, usd or consumption.” A 
quarry is nob counted under the census 
head ; a lime burning establishment ls. A 
blacksmith shop is ; a butcher's shop {fs not. 
The census publications make the mean- 
ing of the words perfectly plain. No one 

~ need be decelved by them. Those who 
are raising the cry of ‘‘stuffed census” are 
not themselves decelyed. They are only 
trying tu decelve others. There Is, more- 
over, in the census of population evidence 
of the general accaracy of the census of 
{industrial establishments. The number of 
these In 1891 is given as 75,768, and In 
1881 as 49,923. The increase fs 25,848 or 
5l percent. The increase in the number 
“of employes was from 254,935 to 367,865 
or by 44 percent. The population of Oan- 
ada fo 1881 was 4,324,810, and In 1891 {t 
wan 4,829,411, The increase was 114 per 
cent. But while the total population 
showed only this. moderate growth, there 
was a much larger increare in the towns 
and cities, where industrial establishments 
“and factorles are located. Oltles and towns 
of over 5,000 inhabitants incressed at the 
rate of 40 per cent., towns of over 3,000 
Inhabltants by 45 per cent., and villages 
over 1,500 inhabitants by over 20 percent. 
“Tu the ten years cities and towns of 5,000 
population or over increased {n number 
from 35 to 47 ; towns from 8,000 to 5,000 
from 38 to 45; towns from 1,500 to 3,000 
from 55:t0 91, In the diviston of popala- 
tion realdents of villages of leas than 1,500 
people are counted as rural, though among 
their inhabitants aro many who make 
thelr living in {ndustrial  ostablish- 
ments. In most cases the growth of 
these had been ip keeping with that 
of larger centres. It {s not to be 
presumed that they difforfrom the thirty- 
six raral yillages that In the decade rote 
above tho 1,500 population mit and came 
Under the'urban classification. The people 
who gathered {n all these raral or arban 
villages, towns and cities, and made up 
their Increase In population, gathered to 
work.

The 18th session of the Supreme Grand 
Lodge of the Sons of Evgland, opened in 
Montreal on Taesday afternoon. There 
wore present over 100 delegates, Daring 
the afterncon, au address of weloome was 
given by Mayor Desjardins, of Montreal, 
which was replied to by G. President Stroud, 
From the Grand Secretary's report we gath- 
er the followlog Information: Seventeen 
newlodgen had been opened during the year; 
The namber of members Initiated in Can- 
ada lost year was about 2,000. The namer 
ical strength of the soclety is 12,800, 
{nclading 160 honorary members. The total 
receipts for the year were $7,062.27, the 
total expenditude $6,229.34, leaving a cash 
balance of #832 92. Durlog the year $19,- 
636.72 was paid out In slok daes, $11,892 74 
to lodge surgeons and $7,909.50 in funeral 
benefits. Notwithstanding thet $68,551 60 
had been handled by lodge secretaries dur- 
lng the year $200 would cover the doficits 
and defalcations. 

There are 22 juvenile lodges, with a 
total membership in good standing of 677. 
The average sge of the members {fs 11. 
These figares show how the boys avall 
themselves of lodge privileges. Amount 
pa'd for sick benofits, $194.52; pald to doc- 
tors, $444.30; cash recelved, $741; cash in 
bank, $887; cash in hands of treasurer, 
$484; tobal lodge fands, $1,265,85.

A CHINESE HORROR. 


Villagers Who Had suffered by the Pin 
ates Geta Chance for Revente, 

SAN FRANctIsco, March 16.—The steamer 
City of Rio de Janeiro arrival from 
Yokohama and Hong Kong. A Yokohams 
paper prints an account of the exterminar 
tion of a band of pirates in a Chinese vilb 
lage last January. Onthe 15th of that 
month two piratical crafts, having run 
into one of the inlets in the 
vicinity of the city ot Shehpu, called 
Fan-tu, for shelter, some of .the pirates 
landed. Eantu had suffered repeatedly 
from depredations of the numerous sea 
a: along the. coast of Chekiang, and 

ad Jost some of their number at the liands 
of the desperadoes. Some of the pirates 
who landed were tecognized by the in: 
habitants of the village. A consultation 
was held, and 300 well armed 
villagers surprised the pirates in the early 
hours of the morning. hey burst open 
the hatches and doors of the cabins and 
poured a stream of bullets upon the 50 or 
60 pirates who were huddled together 
for warmth on the lower deck of the junks. 

Thoroughly taken by surprise, hardly 
any resistance was thade, All of the pirates 
but two were almost hacked into mince- 
meat by the exasperated Villagers. I'he 
two pirates who were not treated this way 
were saved to be made away with in a dif 
ferent manner. . 

It seemed that amonge the villagors 
who bad been killed by the pirates 
was anon of the patriarch of the village 
At daylight tho two pirates escortert by the 
community were led to the grave of the 
young man and after being secured to a 
couple of stakes put op for the purpose,two 
of the nearest relatives of the dead man 
plunged their knives into their breasts, and 
ripping open their bodies extracted their 
hearts, which wer: 1 put amoking hot 
on a plate and paced on the table, upon 
which wero already lighted candles and 
an incense burnt. 

The female relatives of the deceased, 
dressed in mourning colors ot white, 
gathered by the side of the gray 6, crying 
and calling out to the spirit of the dead to 
receivo the sacrifice that was being offered 
as vengeance

THE LAST SURVIVOR. 


THE ONLY LIVING CANADIAN REPRE- 
SENTATIVE OF THE LIGHT’BRIGADE. 





Dies in Toronto- Mrs. G,. 8. Tickell, a Sister 
of Deceased, Furnishes Some Interest. 
ing Reminescences inthe Oareer of an 
Old Soldier. 


A reporter of the INTELLIGENCER to-day 
{nterviewed Mrs; G. 8S, Tickell, Oharch 
street, and gleaned some Interesting facts 
of the career of her brotber, Edward 
Beetham, late of the 17th Lancers, who 
died In Toronto on Tuesday night. The 
deceased was the last survivor in Oanada of 
the ‘Six Hundred.” He was boro in 
Cheltenham, England, sixty-sight years 
8go, and was a descendant of a long line o* 
war stock. His grandfather on both sides 
were officers In the English army, and 
served with honor under Lord Nelson. The 
deceased naturally had a strong liking for 
the army, and at an early age left his na 
tlve town and went to Birmingham, where 
he connected himself with the militia, His 
firat important service was during the [rish 
troubles, whep he was promoted to the 
rank of sergeant. Tho distressing scones 
{n Ireland during the potato famine, as 
witnessed by Sergt. Bevtham beggared 
description. In some cases the British 
soldiers shared thelr ratlons with the 
starving tenants. After  retorning 
to London he joined the 17th Lancers and 
enlisted in the Orlmea with a broken leg. 
Being of a strong and rugged nature le 
had completely recovered by the time they 
reached the Orimea, 1b was due to a strong 
constitation that he was able to endure the 
terrible hardships and privations to which 
the soldiers were subjected to daring that 
memorable campaign. By the time clothing 
arrived the militia were almost reduced to 
nakedness, while half starved to death. 
The deceased gave as much ss a4 sovereign 
for a mere orust of bread. He served in 
the battles of Alma, Inkerman, Sebasto- 
pool, and Balaclava. 1b was daring his 
service in Orimea that the deceased con- 
tracted rheumatiem which was the imme 
ate cause of his death. From Orlmea 
he was ordered to India to asslet fn quell- 
{ng the [ndian mutiny. He had a brother 
In Indla serving In the olvil service ab the 
tims whom he had not seen for btwenty- 
five yoars. Bofore they meb his brother 
was killed with sunstroke, Dur- 
{og the engagement threo horses were 
shot from under him. Doring his many 
engagements, the only Injury he sustained 
was from a horse falling on him. His service 
{n India was short whon the troops were 
called home. On his return to England he 
claimed his discharge for foreign service, 
which counts two years for one yoar'’s ser- 
vice in England. Retiring from the army, 
he jolned the Birmingham police force, and 
was ab one time In the detective service. 

Ho immigrated to Toronto with his family 
seven years ogo, He was ‘noted for his 
bravery and courage, and would risk his 
life to save that of a human belong. Some 
time ago In Toronto he saved a woman who 
was In imminent danger of being run down 
in the street. Had It nob been for his 
promptness In snatobing hor from hor posi- 
tion, she would have been killed. He re: 
fused to accep) any reward, stating that ho 
had done nothing that o British soldier 


would nob have been glad to do, He saved 
a numbor of lives by his bravery.

We are pleased, however, to 
observe that the Dominion Government 
has taken the right view of the case, and a 
grant of $6,000 per mile for 20 miles to 
Bancroft for the O.0.R.has been proposed, 
aod the first reading for this amount passed, 
so that this part of the county may soon 
have tho advantage of a raliroad and surely 
the directors of this line will nob reject the 
the ald offered this time,scelng that if they 
do not extend their Iino their traffic will be 
nothing, as will be evident frem the fact 
that a number of other Iines are In progress 
or contemplated, namely, the Ottawa, Arn- 
prior and Parry Sonnd, the Brockville, 
Westport and Parry Sound and the O.P.R. 
from Eganyille to Parry Sound. Why 
they should require so many lines in one 
direction we leave them to explain, bub one 
or more Is under contract to pass through 
the north eastern part of this county. Then 
Jasbt, but not least, the Irondale and Ban- 
croft line ls rapidly progressing, the work 
having been continued through the past 
winter, and connection with Bancroft will 
be made in the course of this year, as the 
line has a Government bonus of $6,200 per 
mile. All this promises unfavorably for 
the southern part of the county and for 
Belleville, unless the C.O.R. extension, os 
referred to above, Is built. Then Belleville 
would do well to secure ranning powers for 
the North Hastings line from Eldorado to 
Bancrofo as the south is still our natural 
outlet.—Deer are svffering great destruc- 
tlon from wolves this season as the crust 
will carry those animals, bab not the deer, 
Number, however, are on their track, as it 
is more profitable to chase the wolves than 
= deer, the bounty being $10 besides the 
pelt.

Rev. Dr, Talmage Proacheos at Detroit of 


the Passage of Joshua's Host—The 






River Boocame = Wall and the Pathway 
Was Dry Bofore Them—The Eloquent 


Proacher Draws Avalogies to Help Us 


on Life's Journey. 


Dernorr, March 12.—Rev. Dr. Talmage, 
who is now visiting this city, preached to- 
day in Fort Street Presbyterian Church, of 
which Rey. Dr. Radoliffe is pastor, to a 
large and invensoly interosted nudience on 
the Crossing of tho ffordan by the Children 
of Israel, the text being from Joshua 
3: 174—"'And the priests that bare the ark 
of the Covenant of the Lord atood firm on 
dry ground in the midst of the Jordan, and 
all the Lsraclites ed over on dry ground, 
until all the people were passed clean over 
Jordan.” 

Washington crossed the Delaware when 
oroasing was pronounced impossible, but 


hedid at. by boat, Xerxes aressed tho 
Piellocpen’ with two millions of men, but 


6 did it by bridge. The Israelites crossed 
the Red Sea; but the same orchestra that 
celebrated the deliverance of the one army 
sonnded the strangulation of the other. 
This Jordanic passage differs from all. 
There was no sacrifice of human life—not 
ao muoh as the loss of a finch- 
pin, The vanguard of the host, 
made up of priests, adyauced until they 
put their foot at the brim of the river, 
when immediately the atreets of Jerusalem 
were no more dry than the bed, of that 
river. It wasasifall the water had been 
drawnjoff, and then the dampness had been 
soaked up with a sponge, ahd then by a 
towel the road had been wiped dry, Yonder 
goosa great army of Israelites, the hosts 
in uniform;, following them the wives, 
the children, the flocks, the herds. The 
people look up atthe crystalline wall of 
the Jordan as they pass, and think what 
an awful disaster would come to them of, 
before they got to the opposite bank of 
that Ajalon wall, that wall should fail on 
them ; and the thought makes the mothers 
hug their children close to their hearts as 
they swiften their pace. Quick now; get 
them all up on the are the armed war- 
riors, the wives and children, flocks and 
herds and let this wonderful Jordanio 
passage be completed forever. 

Sitting on the shelved limestone, I look 
off upon that Jordan where Joshua crossed 
Under the triamphal arch of the rainbow 


afterward became the baptistry where 
Christ was sprinkled or plunged; the river 
where the axe—the borrowed axe—miracu- 
lously swam at the propliet’s order; the 
river illustrious’ in the history of the 
world for heroic faith and omnipotent 
deliverance, and ‘typical of scenes. yet to 
transpire in your life and mine—scenes 
enough to make us, from the sole of the 
foot to the crown of the head, tingle with 
infinite gladness. 

Standing ‘on the scene of that affrighted, 
fugitive river Jordan, I earn for myself and 
for you, first, that obstacles, when they are 
touched, vanish. The text saya that when 
these priests came down and touched the 
water—the edge of the water with their 
fect—the water parted. They did not 
wade in chin deep, or waist deep, or knee 
keep, or ankle deep, butas soon as their 
feet touched the water it vanished. And 
it makes me think that almost all the ob- 
stacles of life need only be approached ‘in 
order to be conquered. Ditliculties but 
touched vanished. Itisthe trouble, the 
difflculty, the.obstacle far in the distance 
that seems so huge and tremendous. 

The Apostles Paul and Jolin seemed to 
dislike cross dogs ; for the Apostle Paul 
telly us in Phillipians, ‘*Beware.of dogs ;” 
aud John seoms to shut the gates of 
heaven against all the canine species when 
ho says, ‘‘Without are dogs.” But I bave 
been told that when these animals are 
furious, if they come at you, if you will 
Keep your eye onjthem and advance upon 
them, they will retreat. Whether that 
be so or not, I cannot tell ; but Ido know 
that the vast majorities of the misfortuns 
and trialsand disasters of your life that 
hound your steps, if you can only get 
your eye on tnem, and keep your eye on 
them, and advance upon them, and ory, 
‘*Bogone,” they will slink and cower. 

Thero is@ beautiful tradition among thd 
American Indians that Manitou was travel 
ing in the invisible world, and one day he 
camo to a barrier of brambles and sha 
thorns, which forbade his going on, an 
there was a wild beast glaring at him from 
the thicket; but, as he determined to go on 
his way, he did pursue it, and those bram:

feot into the brim of the water, and Jordan 
retreats. You sometimes seo a great duty 
to perform, 1b is & very disagreeable duty; 
you say; “I can’t go through it; I haven't 
the courage, I haven't the intelligence, to 
go through it.” Advance upon it, Jordan 
will vanish, 

Lalways sigh before I begin to proach, 
at the greatness of the undertaking, but as 
soon as I start it becomes to me an exhila- 
ration. And any duty undertaken with a 
confident spirit becomes a pleasure, arid 
the higher the duty the higher the pleasure 
Difficulties voided aro conquered.

A VIOLENT POLITICAL CONTEST 
SEEMS IMMINENT. 


Stirring Events Will Tollow the Rejection 


of the Arwy HilL—Dissolution of the 
Kelobistag and an Appeal to the Coun- 


try 


Beritx, March 20.—Before the tinal vote 
on the Army bill in committeo left the 
Government face to face with a definitely 
hostile majority Chancellor von Caprivi had 
conferences with Herron Huchne, Rickert, 
Bonnigsen and Lieber, the ohiefs of the 
parties represented by the committee. The 
negotiations left the Government and the 
committee more hostile than ever towards 
each other, Only the Conservative and 
Free Conservative members of tho com- 
mittee supported the bill. The Chancellor 
gave a résolute a rejection to Herr Bennig- 
son's compromise proposals, though they 
largely conceded ths Governmunt’s de- 
mands, as he did to the proposal of Herr 
Lieber, which conceded nothing. Herr Lie- 
ber's proposal, about which» much mystery 
has been maintained, showed that the Cen- 
tor party had tio desire to farther troat 
with the Government, His proposal was 
practically the submission of a new bill pro- 
viding for the maintenance of the present 

| peace effective with a reduced term of ser- 
vice, the Guvernment having the option in 
the event of emergencies to retain in activo 
service the men who had served their term. 

The'report of the committee will be sub- 
mitted to the Reichstag after Easter. Every 
indication now points to the Reichstag sup- 
porting the committee, The determined atti- 
tude of the Chancellor proves that Emperor 
William has resolved to take an extra 
step. It is now expected that the Reich- 
stag will be dissolved at the end of April. 
The clos hg speeches in the committee had 
& pronounced election character, being less 
directed to criticism of the bill'than to at- 
tacks upon the Government. 

Herr Richter declared the rejection of 
Herr Bennigsen’s compromise was an ovent 
in the light of which the whole political 
situation was thrown into clear relief. It 
was proof that there was no possibility to 
doal with a Government behind which was 
an imperious will, All the parties, he said, 
might now combine in defence of constitu- 
tionalism against absolutisin. 

Herr von Bennigsen denounced the stand 
made by Chancellor von Caprivi as pre- 
cluding all hope‘of an arrangement and as- 
suring the certainty of shipwreck to the 
bill. He declared that the obstiuacy of the 
Government would precipitate a general 
election, Were the ministers aware, he 
asked, of what dissolution implied? It 
would bring about the wildest scenes of 
political confusion and would cause disor- 
ders hitherto unknown to the German 
electors Herr Bennigsen warned the Goy- 
ernment that they had no chance to rally 
the country to their side. They could rely 
upon no party except the Conserva- 
tivés, and not eyen the Conservatives an- 
less they made terms with the ‘agrarian 
faction. 


Then Frejherr von Buol-Berenberg, a 
Centrist, posed as an advocate of financial 
retrenchment, repeating all the old argu- 
ments in that question. 

Chancellor von Caprivi rightly charaoter- 
ized the Centrist proposals as the negation 
of the object of the bill. Herre Bennigsen’s 
popes he rejected on the ground that the 

ederal Governments must adhere to the 
complete scheme of reorganization sub- 
mitted to the Reichstag. ‘The ‘Chancellor 
held’ that’ the reiterated appoal to the 
Government to consider the burdens upon 
the Empire was insulting, and he declined 
to réply to Herr Bennigsen’s predictions 
about tho results of the committee's refusal 
to pass the bill. Finally the Chan- 
cellor tried to defend the action of the 
Government as entirely constitutional. He 
resented Herr Richter’s remarks about 
absolutism and suggested that he might yet 
obtain the support of the National Liberals. 
Nothing, however, seems to justify this 
suggestion unless the Government's policy 
is modified. The National Liberals would 
be in opposition at a general election, and 
Herr Bennigsen, who is now Provisional 
President of Hanover, would have to re- 
sign his post. But the question is, is disso- 
lation inevitable? The Emperor must firstob- 
tain the assent of the Bundesrath or Federal 
Council, the Bavarian and Saxon members 
of which are kuown to be absolutely hos- 
tile to an appeal to the country, preferring 
the withdrawal of the Army bill, 
Bundesrath refuses'the Emperor’s demand 
for the dissolution of the Reichstag, Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi must resign. If dissolu- 
tion occurs the outlook for all parties is 
perplexing. 

Herr von Kleist-Retzow at yesterday's 
meeting of the committee promised the 
Government the united support of the Con- 
servyatives. Hespoke with too much as- 
surance, Herren Mirbach, Mantouffel and 
other prominent Conservatives are already 
threatening to desert the Government un- 
less the Chancellor's commercial treaty 
policy is abandoned. 

Amid the complications of an electoral 
contest some of the Nationals would 
oppose while others would support the 
Government Some of the Conservatives 
in the eventofan appeal to the country 
willask for the support of the electors 
mainly on the anti-Jéwish platform, 
Others will stand as purely Government 
candidates, The Freisinnige, Centre and 
Socialist parties with their, clearly defined 
platforms would probably reappear 
in the Reichstag so reinforced aos to com- 
pel the Wnyperor to yield or rniso a 
momentous contest between the monarch 
and Parlhament. The last words of Heir 
Bennigsen pointed to these issues. If the 
Government, he said, persisted, Germany 
had reason to dread that sho would be 
thrown into conflicts of such immeasurable 
consequences that it would be doubtful if 
the present genoration would vver Again seo 
a settled condition of public life. 

The Reichstag Commission to which the 
measure was referred has passed tho bill 
relating to spies and to high treason, It 
applies to spies upon fort works, arsenals, 
war ships, ote,, and fixes the penalty upon 
conviction at frou two to five years’ im-

BAIT ACT REPEALED. 


Nowfoundland Government Repenis the 
Famous Measure, 


Sr, Jonn’s, Nfld., March 20.—The Gov- 
ernmont has decided to repeal the famous 
Bait Act enacted five years ago to prevent 
the French from jetting bait, thus enabling 
Newfoundland to compete with the French 
system of bounty on all fish exported from 
French possessions.

The 
followlog are a few items that the Eoglish 
farmer has to pay towards the Government 
revenue, bealdes paying hisjJocal rates os 
here. \[f he makes an affidavit or statutory 
declaration -he pays 500, If he makes an 
agreement or memorandum of agreement 
underhand only, he pays 200, For every bank 
cheque he gives he must contribute 20,1f he 
gives a bank note payable on demand, If it 
does nob exced $5 he pays 90, and in pre- 
portion up to $500, tor which he 
contributes $2.10 to the revenue. If he 
owns a carriage fitted to be drawn by two 
hornes he pays $10.50. If drawn by ono 
h6rad $5.25, For the privilege of riding in 
his.own modest two-wheeled gig he pays

tnore of that quality would be made, and that 
only gas of 16 candle power atre ngth would 
henceforth be supplied at 3s, 1d, per 1,000 cubic 
feet.

Another Dynamite

Romer, March 20. Another dynamite 
outrage was atiempted yesterday at the Pu 
lazzo Altieri, the lie wewarters of the 
Guardia Nobili, one of the military or 

anizations whose sluiy it is to attend the 
Pope and to be presont at great religious 
functions at the Vatician. 

Early this morning a boy who was pass. 
ing the Palazzo Altieri saw a maas of what 
he at first thought was mortar lying upon 
the stepsofthe palace. He rau up the 
steps and was surprised toseea burning fuse 
extending from the mass, Tho boy stamped 
out the fuse with bis feet and then notified 
the police, 

Gendarmes were sont to the palace and 
were not long in ascertaining that what the 
boy had at firat mistaken for a mass of 
morter was a powerful boinb containing 
dynamite or high explosives. The bomb 
was encased in a thick coating of plaster of 
Paris which in the opinion of experts, 
would have added to the destruction that 
would have beon wrought had an explosion 
occurred. 

The news of the attempted outrage has 
caused considerable excitement 

A number of arrests of Anarchists have 
been made in the city recently and the 
fact has apparently caused the friends of 
the men arrested to attempt these outrages 
asa means of revenge, It has trauspired 
since the explosion of yesterday «at the 
Ancini Mattai palace that the police have 
been warned from some unknown source 
that attempts would be made to cause ex- 
plosions in various parts uf the city, 

Notwithstanding the Warning the mis- 
creants who planned this morning's affair 
had no trouble in placing their bomb on the 
stops of the palazzo Altieri, which in « of 
the best known buildings in the citv. Or. 
deis have uow been issued, how ever, that a 
strict watch be kept on all suspicious char- 
acters, and the police hope to soon have 
the conspirators in custody, Another 
warniog was received to-day that further 
attempts would shortly be made to cause 
explosions.

He denies that he 
was unruly. By his long confinement in 
bed his head was racked with patn,bub the 
matron, he alleges, refused to allow him to 
sib up. 

Dr. Farley, who had examined the vic 
tlm’s foot, was also seen bya reporter. He 
says the gaol is not a proper place to send 
aman in Arnold’s state. Ib would be im 
possible to give the victim necessary care.

URGING HASTE IN IMPROVING OUR 


CANAL SYSTEM 


Further Enquiry Into N, Olarke Wallace's 
Homo Rule Spevoh—He Will “peak tn 
Hin Defonor—Ihe Case Against Con- 


nolly and MeGroevy, 


Orrawa, March 21,— Practically all 
of vesterday afternoon's session was taken 
up by Col. Tindale, who spoke from 4 
o'clock to 6 on his motion with reference 
to the Essex Canal 

The motion which Col. Tisdale spoke to 
is as follows, but as he had not concluded 
his romarke at f the motion was not sent 
up to the Speaker and keeps its place on 
the order papor, so that it will be the first 
order again next Monday: 

“That in view of the early completion of 
the canal around the St, Mary rapids, upon 
the Canadian shore, and of the enlargement 
and increased dopth of our canal system to 
the Atlantic seabo,.d, and also of the 
ever-inoreasing volume of traftio tending in 
that direction, it is desirable that Canada 
should have scomyplote and uninterrupted 
waterway from the head of Lake Superior 
to the Atlantic Ocean through her own 
territory; that in furtherance of such ob- 
ject the Minister of Railways and Canals 
should with all reasonable despatch pro- 
ceed to have made explorations and surveys 
to ascertain the most direct and feasible 
manner of connecting Lake St. Clair or the 
River St. Clair by canal with Lake Erie 
through Canadian territory, and report the 
same with an approximate eatimate of the 
cost thereof to this House.” se 

He traced all the treaties and 
diplomatic _relations between the 
United States and Great Britain from the 
time of the firat treaty in 1783 to show that 
insofar as they relatqd to Cunnda the in- 
terpretation puton them by the United 
States had always been unfair and disad- 
vantageous to Canada, 

He referred to the war of 1812, and 
quoted the works of American authors and 
the records of Congress to show that the 
better portion of the people in the United 
States regarded that war as a most uncalled 
for, unjustifiable attack on the rights of the 
British North American provinces, which 
were not implicated in any sort of way in 
regard to the causes of the war. 

Coming down to 1837-38 he said that 
the same spirit animated the Government 
oftho United States, and quoted from 
American authorities in support of his con- 
tention that their action throughout had 
been of the most unfriendly character, 

He touched upon the Reciprocity Treaty 
of 1854 ani its abrogation by the United 
States authorities, and entered fully into 
the. whole sihject of our trade negotiations 
with the United States from that time 
down to 1888. 

In the same way he took up the abortive 
treaty of 1888 and shewed the way that the 
United States treated Canada in that re- 

gard. Hoe pointed to our fishery relations 
with the States, and said that under the 
modus vivendi they were using our fisher- 
ics as well as if the treaty of 1888 had been 
in oxistence. As to reciprocity, Canada 
had made every effort that she could with 
respect make to the United States to ob- 
tain the same. The wonder was, said 
he, that Canada had been ao patient, owing 
to the treatment she had received at the 
hands of her neighbor. He cited the 
treaty under which the St. Clair Flats 
Canal, which isin Canadian territory, is 
used by both nations, although the United 
States claim it almost as theirown, The 
eaval which he proposed from Lake St. 
Clair to Lake Erie would be 50 miles 
shorter than the present route, and 
would be so completely in Canadian 
territory as to be beyond any dispute. He 
quoted from engineers’ reports to show the 
practicability of the route, and showed that 
the expense would not be very great. He 
had not concluded at 6 o'clock. 

In reply to Mr, Henderson Hon. Mr. 
Costigan said it Was not the intention of 
the Government to introduce any logisla- 
tion this session for the purpose of prevent- 
ing Speculation in space in cattle ships from 
Montreal next summer, 

Mr. Casey is trying to rival Mr, Davin in 
his anxiety to know about the speech made 
by the Comptroller of Customs on the Home 
Rule questionon Wednosday, and to-day 
asked whether Mr. Wallace had been cor- 
rectly reported. 

Hon. Mr. Foster replied that the Gov- 
ernment had no information on the subject, 
which caused an audible smirk.

Narrow Escape of a Whole Family From 
Asphyxintion, 


Hamivton, March 21.—The crying of a 
baby probably saved the family of Thomas 
Lush from death last night. Mr, Lush isa 
baker and lives at 433 Ferguson-avenue 
north, his bakery being connected with his 
residence, Recently he had a new furnace 
put io his bakery and the firat fire was built 
in it on Sunday evening. Whether it was 
that the chimney is too low or tho dampers 
were not properly looked after is not quite 
certain, but last night the gas from the 
furnace sspeped and filled tho house, in- 
cluding the family's sleeping apartments. 

All the members of the family retired 
early except one of the boys, who did not 
get home until rather late. At 11 o'clock 
Mr, Lust was aroused by the crying of the 
baby. He rose to see what was the matter 
with the child, but while stooping over its 
crib he reoled and fell to the floor insenai- 
ble. 

Then the boy who had vome home late 
was roused by the noise, and, becoming 
alarmed at tho heavy, stertorous breathing 
of the other members of the family, he ran 
out and summoned Dr, Balfe, who a tew 
minutes later arrived at the house. Dr. 
Balfe touvd tho whole family unconscious, 
and fur gone towards asphyxiation, He 
threw open all the windows, and did what 
could be done to ronse the family out of 
their stupor. His efforts were eventually 
successful. 

To-day all the family are sick from the 
effects of the deadly coal-gas, but no serious 
results are anticipated, 


WORKED IN VAIN. 


Two Prisoners in London, Ont., Caught in 
an Attempt te Mronk Jail 


Lonpon, Ont., March 21.—The jail offi- 
cials recently discovered a desperate at- 
tempt on the partof Barke ani Wilson, 
awaiting trial on the charge of murdering 
Detective Phair, to” elfect their escupe. 
One of the turnkeys heard suspicious noises 
proceeding from that quarter of the jail in 
which Burke and Wilson were located, and 
on entering the cell found the two men 
seated with an air of indifference.

DR. CUTLER'8 REMINISCENCES, 

The most extraordinary character In the 
early days of the total abstinence eaterprise 
was Father Theobald Mathew, of Ireland. 
He was a warm-hearted Roman Catholic 
priest in Cork, and was to the habl> of vis 
iting the workhouse in company with a be- 
nevolent Qasker, Wm. Martin. One day, 
friend Martin pointed tc some wretched 
sote in the workhouse and sald to him: **O 
Theobald Mathew, !f thou wouldst only take 
hold of the temperance cause!” Oat of the 
mustard-seed of this little sentence sprang 
a movement that soon grew into a prod!- 
glous tree. The kind hearted priest gor 
together a few friends, drew up a teetotal 
pledge, and about 60 oabssribed thelr names 
after hisown. Then he set out on a crusade 
sgeinst the whiskey bottle over all Ireland, 
sdintnistering the pledge to about four 
millions of persons In leas than four yeare | 
Doring that time the annual consumptlon 
of whiskey sank from eleven mililons of 
gallons to Jess than six millions! The 
‘tidal wave” of cold water submerged 
hundreds of grog-shops, and extinguished 
the infernal fires of scores of distilleries. 

Daring the year after my graduation 
from Princeton College J visited {Scotland ; 
and on reaching Edioburgh I found the 
teetotallers of that city preparing to go over 
to Glasgow to give a welcome to Father 
Mathew. He wos making his first vislt to 
the Iand whore tho religion of John Knox 
has been so often drowned oub by the 
whiskey o° poet Burns. Arriving in Glas. 
gow we found a maltitude of over fifty 
thousand poople assembled on the green. 
In an open barouche, drawn by four horses, 
stood a short, stout Irishmen, with a hand- 
some benevolent conntenances, attired In a 
long black coat; a silver medal hung upon 
his breast. The crowd surged around his 
carriage, many of them atriving to grasp 
hie hand or even to touch his clothing ; for 
the number of Osthollc Irish in Glasgow 
was even then very large. After the pro- 
cession had.forced its way through the 
densely thronged streets, it halted in an 
open sqaare, Father Mathew began to 
administer the pledge, which was read out 
to the people, who kueeled before him on 
the ground In platoons, Mathew lald his 
hands on each one, and pronounced his 
priestly benediction ; over the necks of 
many a small medal was hung. In this 
rapid manner the teetotal pledge waa ad- 
ministered to many hundreds within aa 
hour, and fresh crowds came forwerd. 
When [ was introduced to the good man as 
an American be put his arm on my shoulder 
and sald: ‘God bless you, my son!” and 
gave me a kiss, As I was about to make 
the first public temperance speech of my 
lifo (in the Glasgow Olty Hall), 1 suppose 
that I may regard that act of the great 
Irish apostle as a sort of ordination to the 
mlniatry of preaching the sound gospel of 
totalabstinence. Father Mathew’saddress 
In the City Hall was very modest, attribat- 
ing all his marvellous success to the direct 
bleseing of God upon bis efforts to deliver 
his native land from the curse of strong 
drink, The Immediate revolution which he 
wrought in the habits of his countrymen 
was truly wonderful, and there are still 
hundreds of thousands on both aldes of the 
ocean who are loyal members of the ‘*Fa- 
ther Mathew Total Abstinence Socleties.” 
Such men as Archbishop Ireland, of Min- 
nesota, and Fathers Oleary and Malone 
have caught his spirit. His dead hand Is 
stil! felt; and Theobald Mathew {s to-day 
a more vitel power than Daniel O'Oonnel),

The Canadian wine manufacturers claim 
that there are at loast 5000 acres of Iand 
planted in vines, capable of producing one 
million and a half gallons of wino; that Ou 
tario alone hasan area suitable tor grape 
culture at Iéast equal to the present aren of 
vineyards in France; and that there are 
about 4000 people directly or indirectly in 
tereated in grape-growivg and wine mak- 


and 


ing. 

Thoy further contend that if the proposed 
treaty is ratified without certain reatric- 
tions, and also without equivalent advan- 
tages being granted to Canadian wine- 
growers from the Governinent, our grape- 
growing and wine industries will be practi: 
cally ruined. 

Said a well-known representative of the 
trade yesterday; ‘The wine market of the 
United States ia cloned to us on account of 
a specific duty of 50 centa per gallon, and it 
the French wines are admitted at a lower 
rate than at present without regulations 
which would enable us to compote on equal 
terma with them the Canadian market 
would also be practically closed to us, as 
the wine manufacturers in France possess 
numerous advantages andl privileges thas 
we do not enjoy. For instance, French 
manufacturers are making from dried 
raisins a wine which they fortify with 
alcohol and blend with Spanish, Italian or 
Sicilian wines,of which they import enormous 
quantities for that purpose; so that admit- 
ting French wines in Canada is practically 
admitting Spanish, Portuguese and Italian 
wines also, It is well known that Canadian 
people favor sweet wines rather than dry 
wines, aud that the bulk of the wine 
consumed ip this country is sweet wine, 
which may be classed as light port or light 
sherry. Now the adinission of wines of 26 
degrees of strength for importation, free of 
the ad valorem duty, includes light ports 
and sherries. We are thus forcedi to com- 
pete against sweet wines which are pro- 
duced at a nominal cost and fortified with 
spirits which wine nianufacturers in France 
can distill without costly restrictions or use 
without any excise duties. Whereas, ow- 
ing to the expensive costs of spirits, Cana 
dian wine manufacturers have to uso granu- 
Jated sugar for the purpose of fortifying 
their wines. 

“By the process of fermentation sugar 
converts itself into a certain percentage of 
alcohol when added to grape or other fruit 
juice, but this method, although giving 
satisfactory results, is far more costly than 
the French method of using spirits, and 
besides, tho use of sugar prevents the early 
maturing of wines. 

“The price French manufacturers of wine 
pay for spirits is so low that with their 
marvelous ability in blending wines, and 
also their methods of making wine with 
raisins, clirrants, prunes aa flavorings, 
they can produce artificial wines at a 
nominal cost even for less than it costs us 
for cellarage and labor. 

“The privilege of distilling spoilt wines 
or grape must is practically denied to ua, 
and we are annually losing thousands of 
dollars, which might be suved had we the 
advantage of the French or California wine 
makers. 

“TItis well-known that the freight rates 
on wines shipped directly to Canada from 
France or otlicr European ports are very 
much less than the rates we ava to pay to 
our railways in Canaila. For example, the 
freight charges on a consignment from 
Bordeaux to Windsor, Ont., is less than one- 
half the cost of the freight on a similar 
consignment from Windsor to Montreal, 
although the distance betwoen Bordeavx 
and Windsor is over five times that be- 
tween Windsor and Montreal. Here again, 
French wine makers have the advautage 
over us. 

The Canadian wine manufacturezs ask as 


compensation for the removal of the duty 


That manufacturers should be allowed to 
distill their grape rust, pomace or wines 
without any license or exciso duty, subject 
to proper restrictions; 

hat for the protection of Canadian wine 
manufacturers and also for publio protectiog 
a commission or examining board be ap- 
pointed at each Canadian port to analyse 
and test the imported wines, and that no 
wines but those made from grape juice be 
admitted; that spurious or doctored wines, 
called in France Vin Frelates, be positively 
excluded from being imported, and that the 
same tests usedatthe Paris Octroi by the 
Paris commission to discover different wine 
falsifications ba used in Canada. 


Mr. J. Ross-Wetherman, editor of The 
Wine Merchant and Brewer, was intor- 
Viewed yesterday, He said: There is much 
misconception as to the effect on the Cana- 
dian wine industry of its proposed repeal 
of the 30 per cent. ad valorem duty on 
French wines, It is casily understood that 
the Canadian wine growers should senda 
Eeyesanon of protest to Ottawa; how the 
reduction of duty willinjure them is not so 
easy to understand. 

Under the new conditions vlaret, with 
which I include Red Bargundies, is the only 
wine likely to make a large showing on 
the import list, and as to wines of this 
oharscter, I think that I shall have the 
support of the trade in stating that the at- 
tempts to produce a drinkable Canadian 
olaret have hitherto proved a failure

will not tell against red Canadian wines, 
auch as Concord, etc. The one is a dinner

N. CLARKE WALLACE 


Raises a Breeze in the 
House 


OVER HIS KINGSTON SPEECH 


Division and Government 
Majority of 3l. 


Mr, Oneey Introduced a Motion Censar 
ing the Controller of Customs for Mla 
Bpeooh at Kingston on Home Rule for 
Ireland—The House Had a Lively De- 
Date—Pretty Severo Language Used 

The Division Created More or Leas 


Surprise—The Liat. 


Orrawa, March 22.—On the motion to 
go into supply yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
Casey rose ani read the following ex- 
travt from Mr. Clarke Wallace's Kingston 
speech: 

Our friends (meaning Orangemen in Ire. 
Innd) over there will never subsite lirl- 
tain may cast them our, but if she dos 
sho has no right to look for their further 
alleginuce, They are preparing for action, 
Thelr unalterable dotermination is oever 
so submit to Llome Rule, and they will 
have the sympathy of the Oraugemen in 
Canada, Aye, more than sympathy, they 
sball have our active aid if that nctiveaid 
be necessary, We shalt be unworthy of 
our ancestors if we fallin our duty in 
such a crisis, 


Mr. Casey demanded an explanation ot 
the actions of the Comptroller of Customs, 
claiming that they deseryed the serious con- 
sideration of the House, and closing o 
somewhat incoherent speech with the re- 
mark, that if a Minister of tho Crown 
could indulge, without rebuke, in such 
treasonable language, thon tor what crimo 
was the late lamented Mr, Riel hanged? 

Clarke Wallace informed those honorable 
gentlemen who were anxious for informa- 
tion that he was correctly reported in The 
Nowa of the 15th, as quoted by the mem- 
ber for Elgin, and that he entertained the 
same yiews now. Hoe repudiated the 
charge of disloyalty mado against himaelf 
and the Orangemen of Canada, and said he 
was following in the line laid down by Lord 
Salisbury when Premier of the British Em- 
pire, who held that Parliament had no right 
to sell the people of Ulster into slavery. 

He denied all responsibility to Parlia- 
ment for his views on British politics, and 
said he had only done as bad his colleague, 
Hon. Mr. Costigan, in expressing his views 
on the question, He was, an upholder of 
tho unity of Great Britain, Ireland aod 
Canada and was opposed to disintegration 
of the empire. 

Do {Diamine Adding bony) a_Onreppenren 
himself, held that was the highest loyalty 
which accepted the result of the voice of 
the country as expressed by its Parliament, 
and if Parliament granted Home Rule it 
would be the duty of all loyal subjects to 
bow to the inevitable. 

Mr. Wallace, who had sworn to uphold 
the Sovereign, was found openly aiding and 
abetting treason, and his Aa: should 
hot pass unnoticed by this House. He 
moved, seconded by Mr. McMullen, the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Whereas N. C arke Wallace, a member 

{ this House and Comptroller of Her Ma- 
esty’s Customs, is reported by The King- 
ston News to have spoken as fo'lows at 4 
public meeting in Kingston on March 10; 
(hore follows the extract quoted above by 
Mr, Casey;). 

And whereas the said N. Clarke Wallace 
has on the floor of this House admitted the 
accuracy of said report, now, therefore this 
House declares it to be the duty of all Her 
Majesty's subjects loyally to submit to the 
law; that the constitution contains within 
itself the means wheroby all grievances may 
be redressed by constitutional methods; 
that no changes in the law should be sought 
to be bredgen about by resort to armed 
resistanoco, civil war or other physical force, 
and that any attempt to depose Her 
Majesty in reapect to any portion of the 
empire is unwarrantable and treasonable 
and should receive the uncompromis- 
ing resistance of ail loyal citizens; 
that the action of N. Clarke Wal- 
Iace in expressing sympathy with and 
holding out the'hope of active aid to those 
who threaten to levy war in Ireland againat 
Her Majesty is doserving of the severest 
censure at the hands of this House, and if 
allowed to pass unnoticed would expose 
Canada to the slanderous imputation of 
being disloyal to Her Majesty, the vory re- 
verse of which is the case; 

And further, it is the duty of this House 
promptly to repudiate said utterances of 
said N. Clarke Wallace, leat his political 
connection with Parliament and the Gov- 
ernment might lead the public to the er- 
roneous conclusion that his views so ox 
pressed were shared in by this body, a con- 
clusion which would give additional in- 
fluence to such utterances and the more 
endanger peace and good government 
throughout Her Maje sty's Dominions 

Mr, Devlin had expected to hear the 
opinion of Solicitor-General Curran and 
Hon. Mr. Costigan on the utterances of 
their colleaugue, the Controller of Customs, 
which only carried weight by reason of his 
official position. The most shameful lan- 
guage ever used in Parliament was that by 
Mr. Wallace, who said he and his fellow- 
Orangemen wero prepared to take up arms 
and cross the Atlantic to fight the 
Queen in her old age. On behalf 
of & great section of Canadians he 

protested against this language, and argued 
that no Catholic could go on public busi 
ness to the nian who hiad so openly insulted 
them and expect to receive justice ad his 
hands, 

Mr. Kenny of Halifax felt it was not 
wise to introduce race or religious questions 
in this House. He held that members of 
Parliament should be careful in all their 
utterances and that the higher the ponition 
aman held the more he should weigh bis 
words, Hoehad no sympathy with men

He took issue with 
Mr, Mille’ interpretation of Mr, Wallace's 
Innguage, and contended that it was not 
fuirly open to that construction While it 
was the wise course for Parliament to con 
fine jtsclf to questions germane to this 
ountey, men should not steel thoir hearts 
against theories of world-wide interest, nor 
should they be narrow-minded or intolerant 
with regard to individual 
syinpathy on suoh matters 

The House should carefully dis 
tinguish between what a member anid io 
his Parliamentary capacity and ana private 
citizon or member of some society 
Illustrative of this point of his 
speech, Mr. Foster referred to the 
case of Hon. Mr. Hantington, who at a 
federal election in Quebec in 1888 made a 
violent attack on certain parts of the Ro 
man Catholio hierarchy. Hon, Mr. Cau- 
chon called on Premier Mackenzie to repu- 
diate the utterances of his colleague in the 
Government, which utterance he had put 
forth in his officlal capacity; but Mr. Mac 
kenzie anid that, while he did notagroe with 
Mr. Huntington's sentiments, the Govern- 
ment had no responsibility in the matter. 
Mr. Holton brought the case up in the 
House, whereupon Mr. Mackenzie replied 
that Mr. Huntington had a porfect right to 
saylwhat he did, aud that the Government 
was not responsible. Mr, Hunting- 
ton was a Cabinet Minister and used 
the language attributed to him ina 
political campaign—a much stronger case 
than that charged against Mr. Wallace. 
Mr. Mackenzie treated the matter in a 
spirit of broad tolerance, and the House en- 
dorsed the Premier's position by letting the 
matter drop. 

In the present case, continued the Mini 
ster of Finance, Mr. Wallace, an old mem- 
ber of the Orauge order, went to au Orange 
meeting aud discussed tle question of Home 
Rule as he had a perfect right tedo. Where 
in the speaker's opinion Mr. Wallace went 
too far was when lie touched on the ques- 
tion of allegiance. That, however, was his 
(Mr, Foster's) individaal opinion only, Mr. 
Wallace had spoken in his capacity as an 
Orangeman to Orangemen and tho Govern- 
ment were not responsible for hia utterances. 

Mr, Foster warmly defeuded his collea- 
gue against the charge of disloyalty, and 
reminded the House that when avn hon, 
membor stated he was prepared to shoulder 
his musket to fight against the Canadian 
volunteers, no one on the Conservative side 
ot the House was so foolish as to propose a 
vote of censure. 

Mr, Foster then subjected the resolution 
to a keen analysis, showing among other 
things there was not « word of truth in the 
allegation that Mr, Wallace had coungelled 
armed = resistance to British autho- 
rity, and that the aid and as- 
sistance he hal promised were in 
the way of syinpathy and funda for politi- 
cal purposes. it was untrue, as the resolu 
tion set out, that Mr. Wallace's utterances 
bound this House or the country. The 
Finance Minister said people outside of 
Parliament would feel this was a sinall 
matter to make such a tune about, and he 


had confidence they would cheertully ac- 
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Ance in their private individual capacity 
outside of Parliament.

It is pointed out as showing the value 
of the French treaty to the Dominion 
of Canada, that the United States, under 
its new French treaty, gives absolutely 
free entry to 10,000,000 francs’ worth of 
French products, while in return the mini- 
mum French tariff only applies to the pro- 
ducts of certain States. By the draft 


treaty with Canada, the Dominion gets the 
privilege Oo! the ininimum tariff on te same 


products as the United States and many 
more besides, 

It 1s, however, in the admission of the 
Freneh products that Canada’s advantage 
over the United States is most clearly 
shown. Insicad of allowing, as do the 
Americans, absolutely free entry, the 
treaty stipulates for a reduced, though 
still high, rate of duty on one aud a half 
million franes’ worth of French products. 

Though, from reports received here, Mr. 
Foster Seclared in the House that he ob- 
jected to certain clauses of the treaty, yot 
no oflicial news of this declaration has 
reached the British Pleoipotentiarics or 
the British Governinent from Canada 
since, as Sir Charles Tupper declares, on 
the approval of Ottawa the treaty was 
signed,

TWO PRISONERS RECURN 


AN INTERESTING JOURNEY BY TWO 


DETECTIVES 


Davidson Had a 20,000 Mile Trip—He Saw 
Godolphin’s Uniqae 


Wife-It Caused Hie 


Many Now Lands 
Menange to His 


Arvest 


Tonoxto, March 23 Time and the tele- 
gravh work wonders in this world, 

Two groups of passengers stepped from 
the G.T. R, train from the east ad 
the Union Station yesterduy. There 
were four in each party. The  firsd 
group had hardly alighted when they 
were surrounded by & number of happy 
women, It was oasy to understand that 
the father had come anf that wife and 
daughters had hastoned to meot him and 
that the little party wore appreciating all 
the joyousooss of such # reunion, 

Who can describe the bitter anguish that 
tho sight of such peaceful domestic happi- 
ness brought to the souls of two of the 
members of the other quartet, who gazed 
onthe merry group with bursting heart 
and longing eyes, notil blinding tears had 
ditomed their sight. For they knew that 
not for many years woul t y be per- 
mitied to enjoy those b essinys in their 
tull plenitude, Henceforth tome joys 
would be shut out from thom by 
xrison bars, for they were two 
laraerk who had just been extradited, 
The shadow of the prison had fallen upon 
both Charles H. Davidson and Richard W. 
Godolphin when they stepped trom the 
train, in charge of Government Detectives 
Murray and Rogers. 

The story of the forgeries, tho flight, the 
pursuit, the capture and final return of 
these mon is full of interest. 


A LONG TRIP. 


The Trouble in Extraditing a Forger frem 
Mexico, 

C. Hilton Davidson, the man whom 
Detective Murray had in charge, and whose 
extradition necessitated nearly 20,000 miles 
of travel, and the expenditure of $3000, 
was formerly a nurseryman in Burlington.

He was 
a member of the well- 
known firm of John 
Davidson & Son, who 
for many years car- 
ried on a large nur- 
sery business near 
Burlington. Thesous 
were ©. Hilton Davidson, the person 
arrested, and W. M. Davidson. They 
are nephews of the junior member of the 
firm of Oliver, Brown & Davidson, who 
were connected with the celebrated Neeb- 
ing Hotel. They carried on a very large 
and, supposedly, lucrative business. C, 
Hilton Davidson, who is about 42 years of 
age, was the business man of the firm. He 
did the finenving aud leo travolod through 
the Proviuce for the firm. He also played 
the organ in the Methodist Church and 
was considered above suspicion. On the 
evening of May 15, 1892, he played the 
organ’as usual in the church, and then he 
folded up the music and ailontly stole 
away. When the morning of May 16 
dawned he was on his way to Mexico. 

The reason he left 
so suddenly was that 
the Bank of Hamil- 
ton, with which he 
did business,had been 
unuble to get satisfac- ‘// 
tory information re- 
garding the makers of 
certain notes which 
C. Hilton Davidson 
had discounted, and 
when they applied to 
bim for information 
his guilty conscience 
made Mr. Davidson D#TEOTIVE MURRAY. 
think he had been discovered, so he fled. 

Davidson went about cunningly. From 
traveling extensively he came to know the 
farmers well, and he knew where a certain 
family name was peculiarly common ina 
district, Then he forged notes on a mythi- 
eal individual, using the surname that hap- 
pened to be known in that section, but 
with an unusual Christian namo that he 
wos certain was not liable to be duplicated 
inthe bearers of the surname. For in- 
stance, if there were a large number of 
Smythes residing near Oakville, he would 
make 4 note in the name of Cholinondeley 
Smythe and trust to the bank being satis- 
fied to suppose that C mondeley was one 
of the wealthy colony of Smythes known to 
reside in that district, Of course, when 
dealing with a supposedly wealthy firm 
like the Davidsons, above suspicion and all 
that, no special trouble was likely to be 
taken to hunt up the makers of the notes. 
It is not known how long Davidson con- 
“ined this practice, but lie may have car- 
ried it on for several years, being always 
careful to take up the notes betore maturity 
and substitutiog other forged paper. 

At the time of his flight the bank held a 
good many notes, some known to be good 
and othersdoubtful. With tho assistance 
of persons doing with the business of the 
firm, the bank people were able to pick out 
the forgeries from the good with such accur- 
acy that only one man got dunned for a 
forged note and that was speedily arranged, 
The forged notes total up $8000. 

Meantime the firm failed with liabilities 
of $40,000. Aga warning to other wrong- 
loers the bank decided to run OC, f 
Hilton Davidson down and the Attorney- 
Oeneral’s office was communicated with. 

The case was placed in the hands of 
Dotective Murray, who learned that David- 
son had gone to } Lexioo, acting under the 
advice of his counsel that ho could not be 
extradited from that country, aa there was 
scarcely any way to bring him except 
through the United States. Tho Bauk of 
Hamilton was bound to make an oxample 
of Davidson, asa namber of 
jarge amounts had been perpetrated on the 
bank, and they decided to spare no expense 
in running Davidson down 

On Nov. 7, 1892, Detective Murray left 
for Mexico, and located Davidson at Cludad 
Juarez, a city of 40,000 inhabitants on the 
Mexican Central Railway, the other side of 
Rio Grande Davidson was em 
ployed on the Moxican Central Railway 
asa oar checker under the nama 
ot Graham. Detective Murray applied to 
the lobal authorities for the arrest of his 
man and a guard of soldiers neisting of 
about a dozen men, headed by the Chie! ef 
Police and Mayor, wassont to his assist 
ange. Davidson was pointed out by the 
officerand the Mexicana surrounded him 
and marched him off to the baatile

the British consul ut Sautiago de Cuba. 
Detective Murray sailed from Vera Cruz on 
the steamer Karncliffe Jan, 3, arriving at 
Santiago on Jan. 10. He remained there 
eight days, endeavoring to secure « steamer 
to Jamaica, but there is no communication 
of any kind between the two conutries. 
Although the nearest point between the 
two countries isvnly 100 milesa letter 
nosted at either point has to go vid New 
Pork to reach its destination. Detective 
Murray offered (he owner of a tig $300 ito 
land him on the Island of Jamaica, but he 
declined to go short of £100. The on'y 
thing left tor the officer was to takea 
Spauish steamer whichcalls at Santiago ounce 
a month and proceed to Port au’ Prinoe, 
Hayti. Before sturting he cabled British 
Consul-General Arthur T'weedio at Port au 
Prince to know what chance he would 
stand with his prisoner thore, He replied 
that he could give no assurance, but would 
do overything in his power. Detective 
Murray accordingly set sail on the Spanish 
steamer Manula, arriving at Port au Prince 
on Jan. 17, Having obtained passports for 
himself and prisoner before leaving Cuba, 
Detective Murray went ashorv, leaving his 
prisoner guarded on board the ship in 
charge of the only English-speaking passen- 
ger on board, a professor in the college at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, who Was visiting the 
West Indies preparing a paper on political 
economy. Attera conference with the British 
Consul-General and the Haytian authorities 
he succeeded in getting permission to land 
his prisoner, provilel the officer supplied 
guards and paid liberally for all services 
rendered. Dutective Murray had to remain 
at Port-au-Prince 14 days waiting a steamer 
for Jamaica. During that tims Davidson 
was confined in juil under special guard, 
prisoners in *‘white mon’s grave’’ having 
& fashion of taking French leave at any time. 

On Jan, 29 Detective Murray and his 
prisoner left Port-an-Prince for Jamaica on 
the Atlas liner Ardine. She called on 
route at Gonavis, where Detective Morray, 
assisted by the quartermaster, amused 
themselves harpoouing sharks, the officer 
killing one of the largest specimens eve: 
seen in the bay. After stoppages at Jare 
mia for a coflee cargo and at the Island of 
Niassa for mails for New York steamers, 
they arrived in Jamaics Feb, 20, Davidson 
was placed in jait there, aud on Feb. 8 
officer and prisoner boarded the Royal Mail 
steamer for Southampton, whore they ar- 
rived on the evening of Feb, 23.

HUNTSVILLE’S DEFAULTER 


Rown Seriptare Quotation Kesalted in 
Godolphin's Capture, 


Richard W. Godolphin, Detective Rog- 
ers’ prisoner, is a man of 5 ft. 3 ord ins, in 
height, slim build, dark complexion and 
wears @ full beard. He is 34 years of eg», 
For several years he had beon treasurer of 
Huntavillo village. He wasa imember ot 
the English Church and was for a lengthon- 
ed period organist of tho church. ‘In De- 
sember last he disappeared. An exawina- 
tion of his accounts followed and he was 
found to be $8511.82 short. The auditors 
in their report stated: 


We find from the collector’s roll from 1889 
that $2007.79 was collected, aud ouly $2053.42 
carried into the treasurer’s acoount, showiog 
4 discrepancy of $44.47; and we find from 
the collector's roll for 1890 that $8702.12 
was collected, and only $8092.25 carried into 
the treasurer's account, showing a dis- 
crepancy of $699.88; and we find from the 
collector's roll for 1891 that $3990.15 was 
collected and only $3231.95 carried into the 
treasurer's account, showing a diser*pancy 
of $758 20; andupto theend of 188] that 
$512.62 of arrears have been left off tho roll, 
showing @ deficiency aoguiust the treasurer 
at tho eud of ISL of $2015.16, with a proba- 
bility, amounting almost to a cert sinty, that 
this doficiency was even greater, to the ex- 
tent of any amount of taxes that may have 
been paid and not given credit for on the 
collector's roll, 


Tho Attorney-General’s department was 
placed in possession of tho facts and Detoo- 
tive Rogers was given charge of ths case 
early in January. He learned that Godol- 
phia had come to Toronto, but had left the 
city. Detective Newhall, who had been 
working on the case, informed Detective 
Rogers where Godolphin had exchanged 
Canadian currency for sovereigns, and it 
was concluded that the forger had gone to 
Europe. Rogers at once seut a photo and 
personal letter to Scotland Yari giving in- 
formation as to where his quarry would 
likely be found. 

Later ho learned that this cable had been 
received by Godolphin’s wife: 

When thou passest through the waters, | 
will be with thoe; and through the rivers, 
thoy shall not overflow thes; when thou 
walkest through the fire, thou shalt not be

TWO CENTS A WILh 
New York Assombly Decides Upon 
Lowor Fares. 

ALBany, March 23.—The members of the 
Legislaturo, tho present session, have had 
called to their attwntion in lou l tones the 
high rates of railroad fares in the interior 
of the state. 

Nearly all the railroads oharge three 
cents a mile, aud a good many bills have 
beon introduced lowering the rates to two 
cents a mile. 

Yesterday there came up in the Assembly a 
bill of Mr. Quackenbush of Schenectady 
County lowering the rates of fare upon the 
Delaware and Hudson to two cents a mile. 

Mr. Wolff of New York moved that the 
bill should be re-committed since there had 
been no hearing upon it, 

Mr. Quackenbush resisted this motion, 
and was assisted by Sullivan of New York 
and Haley of Oneida. 

A struggle followed the motion to re- 
commit and it was defeated. 

When the bill came bofore the Assembly 
Mr. Quackenbush told the Assemblymen 
that the farmers of his county all wanted 
the bill passed. They thonght three cents 
a mile too much, 

Assemblyman Ainsworth of Oswego 
County said that from cortain figures sub- 
mitted to him he did not think the Dela- 
ware and Hudson wasable financially to 
carry people for as low a sum as two cents 
a mile. 

Timothy D. Sullivan, in reply, said that 
this talk was all nonsense, tho Delaware 
and Hudson sold 1000 mile tickets for $20, 
which was two cents a wile. Poor men 
were unable to buy these tickets for 1000 
miles, and lind tu pay three cents ao mile. 
He thought the bill a just one, and it ought 
to be passed. 

The bill was then passod by a vote of 71 
to HM.

At the meeting of the Agricultural Com- 
mittee this morning Prof. McKachran re- 
commended that Parliament be asked to 
grant $500,000 tostamp out tuberculosis. 
This sum, he said, would be sutticient to 
buy all affected cattle, and which should at 
once be slaughtered. He also recommended 
that instead of a veterinary surgeon beiog 
sent from Canada, Sir Churles lupper be 
empowered to employ three voterinury 
surgeons in Scotland to be preseut at the 
slaughter of cattle from Canada, and recom- 
mended for the purpose Professors Williains 
and Wellor of Edinburgh and McCaul of 
Glasgow. 

Prof. McEachran announced that the 
Hudson Bay Company intends to slaughter 
6 herd of cattle in the Peace River district 
aS 600 Aas & Vetcriuury surgeon can geb 
there—the herd suffering from tuberculosis 
In the meantime the cattle are isolated. 
He claims that tuberculosis is communicable 
to man, this being the base for his recom- 
mendation of such « large grant for st an p- 
ing it out,

Treasure Found,

REV. DR, TALMAGE DISCOURSES ON 


THE SUBJECT, 


What Rightoonsness in the Mousehold 


Does For the Family—Is ita Profitable 


Thing’—The Great Proacher Draws a 


Sermon From Joshua's Saying. 


Cuicaco, March 19, 1893.—Rev Dr 
Talmago, whois now in this city ona 
brief visit, did not preach to-day, He 
prepared for the press, however, the fol- 
lowing discourse on ‘Religion at Home,” 
the text selected being Joshua, 24:15; ‘‘As 
for me and my house we will serve the 
Lord.” 

Absurd, Joohun ! You will have no 
time for family religion; you are a military 
character, and your time will be taken up 
with affairs connected with the army ; you 
are a statesman, and your time will be 
taken up with publio affairs ; you are tho 
Washington, the Wellington, the Me- 
Mahon of the Israelitish host, you will 
have @ great many questions to settle, you 
will have no time for religion, But Josh- 
a, with the same voice with which ho 
commanded the sun and moon to halt and 
stack arms of light on the parade ground 
of the heavens, says, ‘‘As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord.” 

Before we adopt the resolution of this old 
soldier, we want to be certaimit is a wise 
resolution, If religion is going to put 
my piano ont of tune, and clog the feet of 
my children racing through the ball, and 
sour the bread, and put crape on the door 
bell, I do not want it in my house. I once 
gavo six dollars to hear Jenny Lind warble. 

have never given a cent to hear anyone 
groan. Will this religion spoken of in my 
text do anything for the dining-hall, for 
the nursery, for the parlor, for the sleeping 
apartment? 

It is a great deal easier to invite a dis- 
agreeable guest than to get rid of him. If 
you do not want religion you had better not 
ask it tu come, for after coming it may stay 
a great while. Isnac Watts went to visit 
Sir Thomas and Lady Abney at their place 
in Theobald, and was to stay a week, and 
stiyed thirty-five years; und if religion 
once gets into your household the probabil- 
ity is it will stay there forever. 

Now the question I want to discuss is: 
What will religion do for the household? 

Question the first. What did it do for 
your father’s house, if you were brought up 
in a Christain home ? 

The whole’ scene has vanished, but it 
comes back to-day. The hour for moruing 
prayers came. You were invited in. 
what fidgety, you sat and listened. Your 
father made no pretensions to rhetorical 
reading, and he just went through the 
chapter in a plain, straightforward way. 
Then you all knelt, It was about the 
same prayer morning by morning and 
right by night, for he had the same sins to 
ask pardon for, and he had the same _bless- 
ings for which to be grateful day after day 
and year after year. The prayer was longer 
than you would like to have had it, for the 
game at ball was waiting, or the skates 
were lying under the shed, or the school- 
books needed one or two more looking at 
the lessons. Your parents, somewhat rheu- 
matic and stiffened with age, found it diffi- 
cult to rise from their kneeling. The chair 
at which they knelt is gone, the Bible out 
of which they read has perhaps fallen to 
pieces, the parents are gone, the children 
scattered north, east,southand west; butthat 
whole sceno flashes upon your memory to- 
day. Was that morning and evening exer- 
cise in your fathor’s house debasing or ele- 
vating? Isitnot among the most sacred 
reminiscences? You were not as devotional 
as some of the older members of your 
father’s house who were kneeling with you 
at the time, and you did not bow your head 
as closely as they did, and you looked 
around and you saw just the posture your 
father and mother assumed while they 
were knecling on the floor. The whole 
scene is 80 photographed on your memory 
that if you were an artist you could draw 
it now just as they knelt. For how much 
would you have that scene obliterated from 
your memory? Itall comes back to-day, 
and you are in the homestead again. 
Father is there, mother is there, all of your 
children are there. It is the same old 
prayer, opening with the same petition, 
closing with the same thanksgiving, The 
family prayers of 1840, 1850, as fresh in 
your memory as though they were uttered 
yesterday. The tear that starts from your 
eyo melts all that scene, Gone, is it? Why, 
many a time it has held you steady in the 
struggle of life. You once started for a 
place, and that memory jerked you back, 
and you could not enter. 

The broken prayer of your father has 
had more effect upon you than all you ever 
read in Shakespeare, and Milton, and Ten- 
nyson, and Dante. You have gone over 
mountains and across seas. You nover 
for ® moment got out of sight of thav 
domestic altar, O, my friends! isit your 
ican this morning that the ten or 
fifteen minutes substracted from each day 
for family devotion was an economy ar s 
waste of time in your father’s houschold? 
I think some of us are coming to the con- 
clusion that the religion which was in 
our father’s house would be a very appro- 
priate religion for our homes. It family 
prayers did not damage that housebold there 
is no pic ueeries that they will damage our 


household. 

‘Is God dead?’ said a child to her 
father. ‘*No,” he replied; “why do you 
ask that?” Well,” she said, ‘‘when 


mother was living we used to have pray- 
ers, but since her death we haven't had 
family prayers, and I didn’t know but that 
God was dead, too.” A family that 16 
launched in the morning with family 
prayers is well launched. Breakfast over, 
the family scatter, some to school, some 
to household duties, business.

The young people may make a wide 
curve from the straight path, but they 
are almost sure to come back to the right 
road, It may notbe until the doath-of-one 
of the parents, How often it is that we 
hear some one say, “Oh! be was «a wild 
young man, but since hls father’s death he 
has been difforent !' The fact is, that the 
father’s coffin, or the mother’s coffin, is 
often the altar of repentance for the child 

Oh! that was « stupendous day, the day of 
father’s burial. it was not the officiating 
clergyman who made the chief impression, 
nor the sympathizing mourners ; it was the 
father asleep in’ the casket. The handa 
that had tuiled for that household so long, 
folded. ‘The brain cooled off after twenty 
or forty years of anxiety about how to put 
that family in right position. The lips 
closed after so many years of good advice. 
There are more tears falling in mother’s 
grave than in father’s grave ; but over the 
fathers tomb I think there is a kind of awe, 
It is at that marble pillar many o young 
inan has been revolutionized. 

O, young man, with cheek flushed with 
dissipation ! how long is it since you have 
been out to your father’s grave? Will 
you not go this weck? Perhaps the storms 
of the last few days may have bent the 
headstone until it leans far over. Yon 
had better go out and see whether the 
lettering has been defaced. You had better 
go out and seo whether the gate of the lot 
is closed. You had better go and seo if you 
cannot find a sermon in the springing 
grass. O, young mau! go out this week 
and see your father’s grave. Religion did 
so much for our Christian ancestry, are we 
not ready this morniug to be willing to re- 
ceive it into our own household? If we do 
receive it, let it come through the front 


power 


door, not through the back dwor, In other 
words, do not let us sinuggle itin. There 


are a great many families who want to be 
religious, but they do not want anybody 
outside to know it. They would be morti- 
fied to death if you caught them at family 
prayers. They would not sing in the wor- 
ship for fear their neighbors would hear 
them, They do not have prayers when they 
have company ! 

They do not know much about the nobil- 
ity of the western trapper. A traveler 
going along was overtaken by night and a 
storm, and lie etitered a cabin. ‘There were 
firearms hung up sround the cabin. He 
was alarmed, He hada large amount of 
money with him, but hedid not dare to 
venture outinto the night in the storin, 
He did not like the looks of the houschold. 
After « while the father, the Western trap- 
per, came in, gun on his shoulder, and 
when the traveler looked him he was still 
more affrighted. After a while the family 
were whispering together in one corner of 
the room, and the triveler thought to him- 
self, ‘Oh! now my time has come; I wish I 
was out in the storm and in the night rather 
than here.” But the swarthy man came up 
to him and said: ‘Sir, we are a rough 
people; we get our living by hunting, and 
we are very tired when the night comes ; 
but before going to bed we always havea 
habit of reading a little out of the Bible and 
having prayers, and I think we will have our 
usual custom to-night; and if you don’t be- 
lieve in that kind of thing, if you will just 
step outside the door for a little while ] 
will be much obliged to you.” 

Oh! there are many Christian parents 
who have not half the courage of the 
Western trapper. They do not want their 
religion projecting too conspiculously. 
They would like to have it near by so as to 
having it dominant in the household from 
the first of January, seven o'clock a. m., 
to the thirty-first of December, ten o'clock 
p. m., they do not want it. They would 
rather die, and have their families perich 
with them than to cry ont in the bold 
words of the soldier in my text: ‘As for 
me and my household we will serve the 
Lord.” 

‘Lhere was, in my ancestral line, an in- 
cident so strangely impressive that it 
seems more like romance than reality, 
It has sometimes been so inaccurately 
put forth that [now give you the true 
incident. My grandfather and grand- 
mother, living at Somervile, Now Jersey, 
went to Baskingridge to witness a revival 
under the ministry of the Rey, Dr, Finlay, 
They came bome se impressed with what 
they had seen that they resolved on the 
salvation of their children.

THE FIRST IN THE US. 


Sir Julian Paunoeforte Is Now an Ambas.- 
sador, 

Wasninaton, March 25.—-The State De- 
partment has received official information 
that Queen Victoria has raised the rank of 
Sir Julian Paunocefote, the representative in 
Washington, from that of envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipotentiary to 
that of ambassador, and that his cre- 
dentials as such are on their way here. 

Under the provisions of the diplomatic 
and consular appropriation bill of March 1, 
1893, President Cleveland is authorized to 
confer the same rank’ upon our represunta- 
tive at London. 

Hitberto no ambassador has been ac- 
credited to the United States, because the 
United States did not confer that title 
upon any of its ministers abroad, and reci- 
procity is always observed in diplomatic 
representation. z 

Bir Julian Pauncefote will be the first 
minister to Washington to hold the title of 
ambassador, but it is highly  prob- 
able that France, Germany, Russia 
and Austria will be prompt to follow 
the example thus set by England and 
change the titles of their ministers to am- 
bassadors, thus necessitating in inter- 
national courtesy a corresponding change 
og our part, 

An interesting question thus arises as to 
whether or not tho change of title will 
necessitate the re-submission of all these 
appointments to the Senate for -reconfirnia= 
tion, 





FISHING LICENSES. 


Withdrawal Hy the Government 
Only Temporary. 

March 25.—The fishermen 
and other districts have 
beon much exercised over a notice which 
has been served upon them by the 
various Fishery Inspectors stating that no 
licenses are to be granted them this season.

As no explanation was given with the 
notice considerable consternation was 
caused among the fishermen, who saw 
themselves practically deprived of their 


sustenance form scason, to say nothing of 
the expense incurred in the way of prepar- 
ing wets, fitting out boats and putting up 
ico for the annual catch. It was com- 
plained that the American fishermen, who 
observe no close season, could gather in not 
only all the fish that belong to their own 
side, but moat of the Canadian fisli too, 

As oa result of inquiries in the 
Provincial Fishorios Department, it was 
learned that tho measure was merely o 
temporary ono and that not long after the 
opening of the season, which usually begins 
on Mav 15, tho fishermen would have their 
licenses restored to them 

For some time there has been an ami 
cable dispute between the Dominion Par- 
liament and the Ontario Legislature as to 


what wan tho roal authority of enol body 
over inland fisheries Io suttle all por 
plexities on the subject tho mattor will in 
a week or 60 «be referred to the Supreme 
Court to define the extent and Uinitation 
of the respective jurisdiction ol 
federal nnd provincial fisheries dlepart 
monts over inland waters, Ile is not 
apprehended that there will b Any 
tedious delay in the settlement, as both 
partion are actuated by a desire to aco the 
question finally and amicably settled

Iwo Ok Men Attemp: to Yorrify One 


Anothor Wy Shooting in 


Secure Vossession of m House—Une 


Shot Through the Door 









GASANogQovr, Ont., March 25.—A case of 
shooting occurred yesterday eight miles 
east of here, by which John Vitzsimmons 
lost his life. The ownership of » house and 
amall picce of Iaud in 
tioned and near the St. Lawrence River 
Was in dispute, Fitzsimmons claimed it by 
right of purchase from all the heirs but one, 
and Mrs. Joles claimed it us the heir whose 
interest had not been purchased. 

Three weeks ago Mrs. Joles’ family moved 
into the house and took possession of the 
property, which was previous tou that time 
unocoupied. They lived there undisturbed 
for two weeks, when one night Jon Fitz- 
sinimons and three of his sons appeared at 
the house and forcibly ejected the Joles’ 
family, throwing their effects out on the 
road. 

There was considerable resistance, and 
tho affray was the cause of several charges 
for assault, etc., at the police court here. 

The cases were tried here on Monday and 
Tuesday last, when the Police Magistrate 
reserved his decision till to-day. This 
morning he dismissed all but two of the 
charges and fined John Fitsimmons and one 
of the sons $5 each and costs for assault. 

Whether this decision was taken as up- 
holding Mrs. Joles’ rigits to the property 
or not, isnot kuown; but this forenoon 
she and her husband took their effects back 
to the house with the intention of moving 
in again. 

Charles Shipman is Mrs. Joles’ father,and 
hin story is that he happened to be passing 
the place when his daughter and son-in-law 
reached there with their things. They 
called him to assist them in unloading, and 
he went over to the house. Just 
as they stopped at the door 
the door was pulled open from the inside 
and John Fitzsimmons appeared iu the 
doorway and forbade them entering. Ship- 
man attempted to parley with him and 
attempted to go in the house. Fitzsim- 
mons then, according to Shipman’s story, 
fired several times with his revolver and 
then beat Shipman tnmercifully over the 
head with it. Shipman retreated and Fitz- 
simmons retired to au inner room and closed 
tho inside door. 

At this time Shipnian’s son, who bad 
been hunting ducks, caine along with his 
gun, loaded with duck shot, Shipman 
took the gun and, going to the door, called 
out that he was not afraid now, as he could 
shoot, too. He pointed the gun at the in- 
side door, expecting Fitzsimmons would 
open suddenly and would be cowed by the 
sight of the gun. Bur the door did not 
open and in the excitement the gun held by 
Shipman went off, accidentally,as he says, 
the shot going through the door, Waiting 
a few minutes and calling to Fitsimmons, 
without obtaiuing an answer they burst 
open the door and found him lying dead on 
the floor, the shot having penetrated bis 
chest. 

Shipman then caine to Gananoque and 
surrendered to the Police Magistrate, Ship- 
man was badly cut about the head. His 
wounds were dressed by Dr. Emery, who 
probed them but found no shot, Siipioan 
is now in Charge of the chief constable, and 
will bo taken to Brockville jail to-morrow.

Tho house of Roland Cox was 
lifted up and blown away. The house of 
Robort Stevens isa beap of ruins, The 
residenco of D. N. Harris, a wealthy 
planter, was wrecked and the 
houses of four of his tenants were 
blown away. Three houses belonging 
to S. Hudel were blown down, ‘The 
dwelling house of W. ©. Roggs, which 
faced north, was turned and now faces 
south, 

A despatch from Indianapolis, Ind., saya: 
A storm, which assumed the proportions of 
a cyclone, visited Indiana about 9 o'clock 
Inst night and left devastation and suffering 
in its track. In Indianapolis 50 houses 
were wrecked in one neighborhood in the 
northwestern portion, Many familios were 
rendered temporarily homeless. The mag- 
nitude of the storm was not known until 
day dawned. 

At Tuxedo, a suburb, many houses were 
wrecked and several of the smaller ones 
were carried away. Many of the residents 
passed the night in their cellars. 

The storm was accompanied by a heavy 
fall of rain anda fantastic play of light- 
ning. Tho cereline mills on the northwest- 
ern edge of the city, a three-story brick 
building, suffered much damage. Its walls 
were wrenched and its roof taken off. One 
omploye had a leg broken. 

The Capital City Coffin Works lost its 
firat story. Along Fall Creek dozons of 
giant forest trees were uprooted. Advices 
froin all parts of the state indicate much 

roperty damaged and some persons killed. 
"he loss, while not accurately known in 
this city, will amount to many thousands of 
dollars. No lives were lost in this city and 
only a few persons were injured, and those 
not seriously, 

At Loogootee a three-story flouring mill 
was wrecked and part of the debris was 
thrown against the Central Hotel, The 
Catholic church and the City hotel were 
also badly damaged. ‘The loss on the flour- 
ing mill will reach several thousand dol- 
lars. 

At McCordaville the farmhouse of James 
McCord was blown to pieces and Mrs. Me- 
Cord was fatally injured. 

At Evansville a number of small build- 
ings were blown down. A part of the South- 
ern Indiana Hospital for Insane was blown 
down and one patient was injured. The 
depot building atthe hospital was also 
demolished. 

At Brazil the storm raged furiously. 
Outbuildings and fences were levelled to 
the earth and trees were carried great dis- 
tances. Several coal mines were flooded. 
The loss will be many thousands. 

Additional particulars from Aloxandria 
say the tornado struck that city ubout 9.30, 
damaging residences, business houses, and 
destroying the Tippin Scott glass factory. 
The wind struck it at the south and crush- 
edit down on tne machinery and em- 
ployes. The damage will reach $5000 to 
the factory alone. John Andler, jr., was 
instatly killed. Uhree hundred and fifty 
men are thrown out of employment until 
the factory can be rebuilt. Some of the 
injured men remained in the debris from 
the time of the storm till 8 o'clock this 
morning.

Another resolution was passed recom- 
mending the appointment ot & competent 
veterinary surgeon, whose duty it would be 
to look after the health of the live stock of 
the eountry, and to whom all communica- 
tons could be addressed from persons who 
had reason to believe that their herds were 
in any way affected. ‘his officer was to be 
invested with full authority, on tho receipt 
of such communication, to take inimediate 
and props measures to arrest and oradicate 
the disease. 

Commander Gordon, R.N., nautical ad- 
viser to the Department of Marine aud Fish- 
eries, and commander of the fisheries pro- 
tection fleet, died of consumption at his 
residence in Ottawa yesterday morning.

DISCUSSED, 


Sir Adolphe Oaron Does Not Fool Justified 
in Reducing the Cost of Mending Let 


tera Just at Present—Motion to Have 


n Permanent Pension List 


Orrawa, Ont., March 27.—The House 
met promptly at 3 o'clock Saturday 
when Hon, Mr, Patterson introduced his 
Lill to amend the aes respecting the Royal 
Military College and in doing no explained 
that the amendment required was el fd 
vory slight one with regard to the employ- 
mont of professors. 

In reply to Hon. Mr- Laurier, Hon. Mr. 
Peetor onid that he would annousce on 
Monday whether the House would be asked 
this year to ratify the preety with lrance, 

On inmotion to go into supply Mr, Charlton 
made a long specch in favor of the adoption 
of a 2-cont postage rate. Ho reviewed 
the history of cheap postage in Groat 
Britain and the United States, especially 
the latter, He showed that the reduction 
of revenue in tho United States caused by 
the reduction of postage had been very 
brief, and argued that the same thing would 
occur in Canada if a two cont rate was 
adopted. 

In vonclusion he moved; ‘That this 
House is of the opinion that the domestio 
and American rate of postage, with due re- 
gard for this public interest, be reduced tq 
two cents for letters of one ounce or less in 
weighs.” 

Sir Adolphe Caron anid that so soon as he 
became Postmaster-General he began to 
study the question of a reduction of the rate 
of postage, but the result had not justified 
his recommending a reduction at present, 
Ho claimed that considering the territory 
to be covered Canada had the best postal 
service in the world, In remote parts of 
the country we had tri-monthly and semi- 
monthly inaila when in corresponding sec- 
tions of the United States there was only 
a monthly mail. The reduction of 
postage in the United Kingdom was not 

rought about oa the ground of tho pre. 

Yious postage being too high, but by de. 
partmental rearrangement. In the United 
Staten the rate was reduced because the 
postal revenue was largely in excess of the 
expenditure. The surplus was over two 
millions, The result of the reduction of 
the rate had been tocreate a large deficit. 
In the first nine months this deficit was 
$3,079,000. The next year the doficit was 
$5,756,000. Judging from the result ia 
other countries he estimated that the loss 
of revenue to Canada by the adoption of 
the Lwo-cent rate would be about $950,000 
ayear. Ifany reduction in letter postage 
was made it would be necessary to at once 
re-impose the postage on newspapors and 
other printed matter now carried free. 

As to the loss of revenue on letters posted 
at border postoffices iu the United States | 
he said that had been provided for by 
postal convention hatwaenn Canada aad the 
United States, and increased postage was | 
charged on such letters, 

After some remarks by Dr. Landerkia 
and Mr. Milla (Bothwell) Mr. Charlton’ 
amendmont was lost on division, 

Col. Prior then moved an amendment te 
the effect that all membera of the per, 
maneat force of Canada should be placed 
onthe pension list. He said that the 
efliciency of the whole militia force de 
ponded in a very Jarge degree on the per- 
manent corps, aud some provision should 
be made for the officers and men whose re- 
muneration was not large in proportion te, 


» their services. 


Sir Adolphe Caron said that nothing could 
conduce te the efficiency of the permanent 
corps better than to make provision for a 
pension and when he was Minister of 
Militin he had prepared a bill for this pur- | 
pose, based on the Imperial Pension Act, 
but with somewhat smaller pensions. He 
thought it only right that the permanent 
corps should be pensioned as the mounted 
police were as it was rather late in the ses- 
sion to take the matter up, he hoped Col. 
Prior would remew his motion next year. : 

Hon. Mr, Patterson, who was not in the 
House when the motion was made said 
that he would bring the mafter undor the 
consideration of hia colleagues, 

The motion was then withdrawn and the 
House went into supply, taking up railway 
items until 6 o’clock, when tho Hous 
adjourned until Monday. 


Dropped Dead. 

Orrawa, March 27.—Michael Dolan, a 
old and esteemed employe of tho House o 
Commons, who has been engaged as one o 
the night watchmen in the Parliamenj 
buildings since 1879, dropped dead at’ 
o'clock Inst evening in the main lobby jus 
ashe wason his way to supper; cause 
apoplexy.

Paris, March 27.—The )Anarchiate Mey- 
rules and Chappulict were Saturday ren- 
sencod to life im prisoninent for the murder 
of a follow-Anarchist, Young Bisson, whom 
they suspected to hoa police spy. A secret 
meeting of Anarchists decided on his exe- 
cution, and the prisoners enticed him 
to a lonely spot, stabbed and strangled 
him and threw his body into St. Denis 
Canal. There was a dramatic scene in court 
when the chief witness, on Anarchist named 
Hugot, was testifying. Chappuliot rose, 
shook his fist and criol: **Truitor, you led 
me tothis, You want to bring ine to the 
scaffold.” THugot was terrified, evidently 
droading the yengounce of other Anarchists, 
He tried to repudiate his own evidence and 
stammered praises of Chapuliot,

CASH PRIZE LEAGUE. 
Ohavges tn tho Kaoing Kuales—Srcretary

New York, March 27,—The Governing 
Board of the National Cycling Association 
of America, which was organized in thu 
city several weeks ogo for the purpose of 
fostering racing for cash prizes, held a moet 
ing Saturday.

The River Open in Many Placos—The Ice 
Never Before So Thick— People Drives 
From Their Homes — Tho Commissioners

Yesterday morning the ice in the river 
broke away at the upper bridge and piled 
itself up between the foot bridge and the 
lower bridge, causing the water to expand 
over its banks and Inundate the back pre- 
mises of property holders In the vicinity. 
The {ce in some cases was two and three 
feet thick, something never before known 
on the river, The Ice in the harbor !s three 
or four feet thick, and from present indica- 
tlons there Js no likelihood of its breaking 
up for some time. Ab two o'clock this 
morning the {ce at Lazler's dam commenced 
to move down the river in one huge mass, 
bringing up ab the Grand Trunk fron 
bridge. For some distance below Lazier’s 
mliiJa the river {fs flowing bank full. 
Near the Oasnifton crossing the 
property in the nelghborhood is under 
two feeb of water. The residents have beon 
compelled to seek thelr upper rooms and 
in some cases have vacated thelr premises 
altogether. Residents living on the flats 
and as far up as Bridge and Oabluet streets 
have removed thelr farniture to the upper 
stories and are hourly expecting to see 
their property inundated or swept away by 
the force of the foe and water which now 
seams Inevitable.

HIS 42ND ANNIVERSARY. 


Mer. Farrelly Celebrates an Impor- 
tant Event in his Career, 


A Lifo Full of Activity in the Caueo of Chi is- 
tianity—A Reporter Sponde a Picasant half 
Monur at the Prosbytery. 

Monsignor Farrelly this morning cele- 
brated his 42nd anniversary mass in Sb. 
Michsel’s. A reporter to-day spent a 
pleasant half hour at the presbytery in con- 
vereation with the Monalgnor, and gleaned 
some Interesting facts in connection with a 
life which has seen many active years of 
work in the cause of christianity. The 
Monsignor was born In Bailleboro, Oavan 
County, Ireland, in 1827, and after rocely- 
{ng the rudiments of his education In his 
native town, settled in Kingeton, Ont,, at 
the age of elghteen. He fintshed his eda- 
cation ab Regipolis College, Kingston, and 
wos ordained to the priesthood by the late 
Bishop Phelan, on April 12th, 1861. 





After his ordination he remained 
in Kingston tro years aralat- 
fog in the Oathedral services. The 


following four years and a half were spent 
in the mission of Hastings in Peterborough 
county, where the first presbytery was 
bailt by bis efforts. Afterwards he was 
transferred to Lindsay, where he was instru- 
mental In the erection of a beautifal brick 
church. Returning to Kingston some 
eleven years later, he was appointed Vicar- 
Gonoral by the late Bishop Horan. Aftor 
remaining three years in the Limestone 
city he came to Belleville twenty two 
years ago,and has since labored here.

WHAT HE REMEMBERS. 


MR. WILLIAM WALLBRIDGE TALKS 
TO A REPORTER ON PAST EVENTS. 


AllloffWhatjis[now,the Business Section, at 
ons Time|{Under Water—Taylor'’s Hil 
Reached by.jMeans of Boats- A Lower 
Temperature Reduces the Danger of a 
Flood. 


A lower temperature this morning re- 
moved, for the time being, the possibility 
of afinod. Ab 4:20 yesterday afternoon, 
the {ce which had been jammed up egainst 
the lower bridge, was relieved in conse- 
quence of several charges of dynamito. 
After once getting fall headway, the surplus 
foe was oarried along with considerable 
force around Phippen & Graham's ashery, 
where it can do little or noharm. The re- 
raising of South Coleman street, no doubt, 
prevented the plains from peing flooded. 

At 10:20 this morning the ice at OCole- 
man’s dam broke away, relieving the river 
between the dam and the upper bridge. 
The ice moved away slowly, doing no harm, 
One shot was put in the jam at Barrell’s 
dam, bub the foe was not dislodged, A 
telegram from Montreal authorized the 
Grand Trunk authorities here to protect 
thelr property at any cost. Aooordingly a 
gang of men was put to work to rolieve 
the foe which had piled Itself up against tho 
Grand Trunk fron bridge. 

Mr, William Wallbridge, one of the old- 
est realdents of Belleville, and who has 
lived {n what has been commonly deslgnat- 
ed the *twhite house,” on the corner of 
Front and Dundas street, for alxty-five 
years, in conversation with a reporter 
to-day sald that he remembered his mother 
telling him that during a spring flood the 
entire valley in which the business part of 
Belleville 1s now located was completely 
inundated. ‘It must have been several 
years before I was born,” continued Mr. 
Wallbridge, *‘such a thing as a flood fn 
those days was an uncommon occurrence. 
On the occasion referred to by my late 
mother the water reached to the food of 
Taylor's hill, which had to be reached by 
means of boats. Ib ls only within compara- 
tively recentjyears that freshots have come 
to be looked on as an almost annual 
event. The Molra was only a mere creek In 
Meyers’ timo, by which name it was then 
known. It was impossible for much foe to 
form. All this is changed. The land has 
been cleared up and the water drained in- 
to the Moira, added to which fact lamber- 
men have directed waters Into its course 
for the purpose of bring down thelr timber 
and loge. I can remembor when the water 
used to lie on the land as late as Jane and 
somotimos July, Within recent years 1 
have seen as much as ten feeb of water on 
the plains, while huge cakes of {co would 
be oarrled along the malnatreets,over fences 
and other obstacles without interruption. 

Both the upper and lower bridges have 
bsen oarrlod away by the foe.” 

Some of the lee jammod agalnat tho fron 
bridge broke away ab 2 p. m., and lodged 
on Burroll’s dam.

tions to Return to Their Homos 


Orrawa, March 20 Chere is scarcely 
any reasonable doubt now about the buasi- 
noss of the Houso being closed up on Thura- 
day night and prorogation taking place on 
Saturday. The invitations to seats on the 
floor of the Senate at prorogation were 
insued yosterday in the usual manner— 
without any date being named, The usual 
notices to mombers asking them to leave 
the keys of their desks and wardrobes be- 
hind them when they start for home are 
posted in the lobbies, aad mombeors who 
are leaving, and quite « number go to- 
night, pays 4 little attention to the notices 
as usual, 

It is a singular fact that every year about 
200 new keys have to bo furnished for the 
desks and boxes in the Commons and press 
rooms to replace those taken away at the 
close of the previous session, Some of the 
members might have quite a fine collection 
of old iron at home as a memento of their 
visits to Ottawa, 

On the mecting of the House this aftor- 
noon Hon. Mr. Foster moved that tho 
House mevt at 11 o'clock in the morning 
on Wednesday and Thursday which was 
agreed to, 

Hon. Mr. Foster then, with the consent 
of the House, introduced a bill to provide 
for the marking or branding of cheese. He 
said that as the result of the conversation 
which took place in the House some time 
ago with respect to American cheese red 
exported as Canadian the Minister of Agri- 
culture had asked Professor Robertson to 
look into the matter, and a bill had beon 
poveress which he wished to get printed, 
ut which may or may not bo proceeded 
with this year, The bill was introduced.

A Ketired Agnostic Soheelmiaster Fills 


His Cheat With Shot, 


Laxewouop, N.J., March 29,—William 
Kisner, a rotired schoolmaster about 60 
yoars of ago, living in Bethel, a small vil- 
lage two miles north of hero, committed 
suicide by shooting himself in the breast 
with ashotgun, 

Kisver was a confirmed agnostic, and is 
said by some of his neighbors to have been 
domented for some time, one of his daugh- 
ters having causod him great sorrow. 

He seemed in his usual mood after break- 
fast, and told his wife that he was going for 
a walk. He called on a nephew of his, Joha 
Estell, and borrowed the gun, saying he 
wanted to kill a hawk, 

Kisner must have hid the guoin the 
woods, a8 no one saw him wilh it when he 
came to the house for dinner. After dinner 
he said he was going to walk to Lakewood. 
This was tho last seen of him alive, and it 
was not until it was growing dark that any 
apprehension was felt for his safety. 

Te had often threatened to kill himself, 
so his wife started ont to hunt for him. 
After searching an hour she found him 
lying on his back dead in a clump of bushes. 

Ho must have premeditated suicide for 
some time, as he built a hedge about the 
spot where he was to kill himself witha 
lotot brush dragged from an adjoinivg 
wood, 

Entering this hs had duga hole in the 
ground, placed the stock of the gun in it 
and then sat down in front of the muzzle, 
holding the barrel with one hand and set- 
ting the gun off by pushing the trigger 
with a cane held in the other hand, 

Kisner was in comparatively easy cir- 
cumstances and leaves a widow and five 
children.

THE EXAMPLE CITED BY PREMIER 
GLADSTONE. 


When Deputations Ask Him to Give Up 
Home Kule on Account of Racial and 
Rolixious Difference, He Says Canada 
Proves Their Contention Wrong. 


Lonvon, March 29.—Mr. Gladstone was 
visited Tuesday by delegations from the Bel- 
fast Chamber of Commerce, the Belfast 
Harbor Commissioners and the Ulster 
Linen Merchants’ Association, who address- 
ed’the Premier in deprecation of the pro 
position to establish a# separate legislature 
in Ireland, and represented that Irish inter+ 
ests would be greatly injured thereby, aud 
that religious and racial differences would 
make sucorasful Home Rule impossible. 

Mr. Gladstone, in reply, discounted he 
importance of the fall in Irish socurities 
which, he said, doubtless arose from the 
fact that the majority of the property- 
owning classes in Ireland were opposed to 
Home Rule. Mr, Gladstone disputed the 
allegation that historical jealousy existed 
between members of different religions in 
Trelaud, and he denied that racial divisions 
would prevent unity under oue local gov- 
eroment, 

Mr. Gladstone referred to the Dominion 
of Canada for an instance of the existence 
of racial divisions, infinitely sharpor thax in 
Ireland, There, too, there had been simi- 
lar gloomy prophecios, when a united auto- 
nomous system of governinent was propos- 
ed. But Canada, nevertheless, was content- 
ed and prosperous, 

As to the cherge that capital would be 
driven from Ireland by Home Rule, Mr. 
Gladstone said that so far from there being 
chronic want of inoney in Ireland when 
Home Rule would be established there, 
there would, he believed, bea plethora of 
money because the expenses of the Govern- 
ment were now enormously extravagant. 

Mr. Gladstone subsequently received a 
deputatfon of London merchants and 
bankers who had come to represent the 
danger to financial interests invulved in the 
Trish Home Rale scheme. 

Mr. Gladstone said he was sadly sensi- 
tive taat the Governinent was at issue with 
the money classes, whose views were com- 
monly opposeil to national sentiment, They 
should remember, however, that the period 
of the last Irish TParliament had been a 
period of marked financial progress and the 
proposed measure was, us a matter of fact, 
conservative and not revolutionary. 


Aid For Ilome Rale, 

New York, March 29.—The committee 
in charge of the Home Rule mass incetin, 
Sunday night met this evening and counte 
up cash subscriptions and guarantees, It 
was found that tho aggregate was about 
$14,000. It was decided to entrust the 
formulation of a plan for raising $150,000, 
which is the amount to bo raised if possible 
in this country, to nine trustees of the 
Trish federation.

California svoms to hive entered upon a 
newera in tho management of prisons, 
‘The Governor has approve’ a parole bill, 
which applics to about a thousand convicts 
who have served over one year of their 
first terms in the state prisons of Califor. 
nia. Details of this measure are not at hand. 
It may be assumed that the authori- 
ties do not intend immediately to 
liberate all these criminals, although that 
is the inference from the press despatch. 
Probably the object of the bill ia to 
wuthorize the parole of convicts, whose good 
beliavior in prison leads to the belief that 
they will make proper uso of their liberty. 
Some form of surveillance over the move- 
tents of paroled prisoners is presumably 
contemplated, although it is difficult to 
keep watch of a ‘forook” out of jail. It is 
hardly possible that a thousaud criminals 
are to be turned loose at once, simply be 
ed Governor Markham has signod th

California is in an especially unfortunate 
condition for the iuauguration of » parole 
system. Its history is full of deeds of blood 
wud violence and, although it has made 
tapid strides in the direction of luw and 
order, its criminal olass remains largo ant 
desperate. While larcenies and petty 
thieving may not prevail to tho 
extent they do in the Enat, the general 
impression ia that the higher grades of 
crime multiply on the Pacitic Coast. A 
parole system is dangerous nnder such 
circumstances, {for assuming that the 
liberated prisoners will in inany instances 
reform, some cannot fail to return to their 
old ways and do great evil before they 
can be again arrested. A parole system 
is also open to objection in any State on 
the ground that scheming politicians inay 
secure a parole for some powerful prisoner, 
when the Governor would not offend pub 
lio sentiment by granting the offender a 
full pardon,

The system adopted in arranging the 
exhibit ia different trom that used in 
apy similar exhibit which Ontario 
has yet placad before the public The ar. 
rangomout is to show, firat, the history and 
statues of the educational syatem, whi h 
is done by means of large diagrama, re 
ports, eto This is followed by the text 
books, which assist the teachers of the 
various dopartments in accomplishing thoir 
work 

The philosophical apparatus used in the 
schools is also exhibited. On account of 
the limited space it will be impossible to 
show the school furniture, maps, ete. 

The achool syatom is graded os follows: 
primary, intermediate and higher educa- 
tion, special schools and schools for dofect- 
ive classes. 

The work sent in illustrates Kindergarten, 
Public schools, Separate schools, Normal 
and Model schools, High schoola and Col- 
legiato Institutes, Upper Canada College, 
School of Pedagogy and the colleges and 
universities, 

The work from the Public Schools will 
illustrate the advantage of Ontario's school 
systom. It is noticeable, particularly in 
one section, that the industrial designs 
which have been sent in for competition for 
silver medals offered by Warwick & Sons, 
Copp, Clark & Co. and the Methodist Book 
Room, are far above the average and away 
beyond the most sanguine expectations of 
the Educational Department, 

Among the collection from the Roman 
Catholic Separate echools, the De La Salle 
Institute makesa large display of work 
which is really excellent, and which reflects 
great credit on the Christian Brothers, The 
work from the schools in charge of the sis- 
ters will also comnare favorably with that 
sent from any of the public schools of the 
province. 

Hamilton takes the lead in regard to the 
exhibits from the entire old province. It 
iliustratea its system of education from 
pupils of 5 years of age up to those who 
take the commercial courses or are in at- 
tendance at the Collogiate Institutes. No 
pains have been spared to make the exhibit 
a first-class one, Photos of all the princi- 
pal schools are neatly mounted on cards and 
look very handsome, 

In order to illustrate the great value of 
the school buildings in Canada, Dr. May 
gives in the catalog the name of the prin- 
cipal, the number of assistants, the number 
of pupils and the vost of each building. 

Ths work from the Art Schools 
exomplifies the views of the Kduca- 
tional Department regarding the encourage- 
ment of work of a class which is 
remunerative and also useful for other than 
ornamental purposes, There are iliustra- 
tions of industrial designs for various de- 

artmonts of manufactures, drawings for 
ithography, specimens of carving in wood, 
and painting on china, baked examples of 
modelling in clay, plaster casts of modelling 
in clay, machine drawing, and other prac- 
tical demonstrations of the commerce of 
Canada. 

The Mechanics’ lustitutes send 
excellent work, illustrative of mechanical 
drawing. One example that in particularly 
worthy of mention is a model of a steam- 
boat for navigating the new St. Lawrence 
Canals, which are to be completed in 1896. 
The model was designed and made by Mr. 
Thomas Brian and the drawings of hull 
and engine by Mr. John Dix, both 
members of the Garden Island Mechanics’ 
Inatitute. 

The exhibit of the universities and col- 
leges consists maialy in suuodry large photos 
of buildings, reports, calendars, etc. 

Dr. May has prepared several largo 
charts illustrative of the progress of educa- 
tion in the public schools to the universi- 
ties during the past several decades, which 
are of a highly interesting nature ond 
which will be embodied in the catalog.

Mr. MoCarthy Has Now No Opportuntty To 
Tt In 
That the Ilouse 


Hring Up His ual Language Hill 
Pretty Well Settiod 


Will Proregue On Saturday Next, 


Orrawa, March 30,—The firat of the 
morning sessions of the House opened at 1) 
yestorday and lasted until 1, very nearly 
the whole time boing passed in supply. 

Hon, Mr, Foster stated in roply to Mr, 
} Laurier’s daily question about the French 
| Treaty that tho Government had this 

morning received a long despatch on the 
subject, which was being transoribed, and 

he may have something to say about it 
later. 

Mr. McCarthy asked if the Government 

preposed to go on with the Northwost Ter+ 
| ritorion Act on the order paper, and Hon. 

Mr, Foster replied that it was not yet 
finally decided whether or not the bill 
would be gone on with. This is the act to 
which Mr. McCarthy isssid to intend pro- 

osing an amendment with respect to dual 
eas It isnot very likely the bill will 
be brought up. 

While the militia items were under dis- 
cussion Mr. Mulock once more brought to 
the attention of the House the caso of Ser- 
geant Slater of Toronto, which was fully 
voutilated and satisfactorily disposed of last 
session. He asked that the new Minister of 
militia should look into the matter, as in 
his opinion Sergeant Slater had not been 
wellused by the department. 

Col. Denison said that the charges men- 
tioned by Mr. Mulock were directed 
against him. The man Slater was a crank 
whose mind was weakened by the excessive 
use of intoxicating liquor, He reported 
almost everybody with whom he came in 
contact. He reported Mr. Mulock to the 
House, He reported Mr. Bigelow to the 
Law Society, and ho had reported the Post- 
master Genersl. It was unfair for mem- 
bers of the Opposition to be imposing upon 
the weak aaa of this man. 

Mr. Cockburn did not know whether it 
was because there was an affinity between 
cranks or not that Mr, Mulock had taken 
up this man’s case, 

Hon, Mr, Patterson said he would en- 
quire into the whole correspondence, 

On the items for Indian affairs, Mr, Mills 
referred to the overdrafts on Indian trust 
and other Indian funds, The Indian 
achools fund was withdrawn to the extent 
of $212,000, Indian land management, 
$581,000, and the Quebec Indian fund, 
$164,000. The last annual report of the 
department did not explain this matter. 
Tho three fonds had been overdrawn to the 
extent of $956,491. He held that the 
monies were expended for other than the 
purposes for which they were intended, 
Altogether the funds now amounted to 
$350,000, while the overdraft was nearly a 
million dollars, 

Mr. Daly denied that the Indian annuities 
had been interfered with. The overdrafts 
in the Quebec fund, the school management 
fundand land management fund were re- 

orted upon by a sub-committee of council. 

t was recommended to reduce the interest 
from 4 to 34 per cent on the three funds 
and in this way a saving of $9300 would be 
made annually and the debt in the course 
of time would be done away with. 

Mr. Foster admitted that the capital of 
the Indian land fund had been unpaid to 
make up deficiencies between the income 
from the fund and the amounts expended 
every year, but claimed that the money 
had been expended for the benefit of the 
Indians, » 

The House adjourned at 1 o'clock to 
meet at 3. 

At the afternoon session the Indian De- 
partment estimates were concluded and the 
Customs and Inland Revenue estimate 
passed. 

The evening session was also given up to 
supply. 

When the House adjourned at 1.40 yes- 
terday supply was all through, and Mr. 
Foster, in reply to Mr, Laurier, said there 
was nothing in the way of prorogation on 
Saturday. 

The Government Northwest Bill will not 
come up this seasion and consequently Mr. 
McCarthy will have difficulty in raising 
the school question. 

The Government will not ask for the 
ratification of the French treaty, 

D’Alton McCarthy asked Mr, Foster, on 
going into supply this morning, if the Gov- 
ernment would bring on their Northwest 
bill (now before the Senate) this session. 

Mr. Foster promised an answer later on, 
but op to midnight no answer was given. 

The Government bill in question is a 
simple and inoffensive one, but Mr. 
had given notice that he 
would move when it came up to add clauses 
toit, giving to the Northwest provinces 
the right to regulate their own educational 
affairs irrespective of Domlnion interference, 
and to abolish the dual language clause. 
Mr. McCarthy's idea was that if the Gov- 
ernment brought on their bill he would 
content himself with amending it, if 
they did not bring it on, then he 
would be free to move a resolution 
to the same effect as a motion of 
want of confidence in the Government on 
going intosupply. But tho House up to 
midnight was still in supply and the pros- 
pect was that it would continue in supply 
until all the estimates, supplementary in- 
claded, were passed.

D. A. ROBSON CASE 
Fvidenoe te Convict 
Obarge of Vorgery. 

Mirror, March 30.—D, A. Robson was 
tried before Judge Snider yesterday on tho 
charge of forging a note for $300, signed by 
Jobn Dixon and Matilda Dixon, and sold 
by Robson to William McClollanl, farmer 
of Trafalgar Township, The evidence war 
almost identical with that given at Rob 
son's trial some time ago for forging o 
similar note which he sold to Robert J. 
Campbell of Trafalgar, and reported fully

Tho only now features of any consequence 
was the ovidence of a writing expert, Connor

On ths charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses on the Campbell note, Rob- 
son’s counsel, Mr. Fullerton of Toronto, 
announced that the prisoner would, when 
arraigned, elect to be tried by a jury. Rob- 
son will bo arraigned on this charge to- 
morrow and will be tried at the coming 
County Court sessions in July. 


THE SHEPHARD CASE. 


The Three Principals Fined 6100 Kach, 
and Have Paid It.
